Latest push: 
Camps in 400 
districts for 
easy loans

STATE-OWNED banks and Non 
Banking Financial Companies 
(NBFCs) will jointly organise loan 
distribution programmes in 400 
districts across the country in the 
next one month for retail, agri¬ 
culture and MSME customers, 
Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman said Thursday after a 
review meeting with heads of 
public sector banks. 

To provide relief to Micro, 
Small and Medium Enterprises 
(MSMEs), the government has 
advised banks not to treat 
stressed MSMEs loans as Non 
Performing Assets (NPAs) till 
March 31,2020, and instead work 
towards timely resolution of 
these, she said. The relief will be 
provided under existing guide¬ 
lines of the Reserve Bank of India. 

“We have decided that in 200 
districts of the country between 
now and September 29, there 
shall be a gathering which the 
banks will have of the NBFCs 
with whom they have tied up 
and given liquidity, and retail 
customers of the bank or new 
retail customers, all coming

Tiger count up but official photos show 
one in seven could just be a paper tiger

ON JULY 29 this year, the govern¬ 
ment announced its quadrennial 
tiger survey: 2,967 tigers nation¬ 
wide and as many as 2,462, 
almost 83%, of them 
photographed. This is a jump 
from the previous survey in 2015 
that counted 2,226 tigers and 
ostensibly photographed 1,635 — 
almost 73%. The latest photos 
haven’t been made public but 
officials pointed to photos taken 
for the previous survey to say that 
such a high share of tigers being 
photographed leaves little room 
for extrapolation or inaccuracy.

India’s tiger population is 
undoubtedly on the rebound 
thanks to better protection and 
monitoring over the last 15 years. 
But an investigation of each of the 
1,635 and 61 additional photos in 
the 2015 report by The Indian 
Express puts a question mark on 
the counting process. 

For, by well-established 
norms of wildlife population 
estimation, 221 of these “tiger 
photos” should not have been 
counted. This works out to 16% 
over-reporting — in other words, 
there is one paper tiger for every 
seven tigers in the data. The 
survey is done by the Wildlife 
Institute of India and the National 
Tiger Conservation Authority. 


Both, under the Ministry of 
Environment, have been doing 
these counts since 2006-07. 

Consider the key findings of 
the investigation that also 
involved a survey of the coun¬ 
try’s top wildlife biologists who 
work on tigers and were asked 
to evaluate the photos on differ¬ 
ent parameters:

States cut traffic 
fines but raised no 
objection at GoM

WHILE SOME state governments 
have now objected to the steep 
increase in penalities for traffic 
violations under the new Motor 
Vehicles Act, none of the states, 
including Gujarat, gave a dissent 
note or a verbal objection when 
a Group of Ministers (GoM), 
comprising state transport 
ministers, discussed the issue at 
multiple meetings held over two 
years. 

Last week, the Gujarat 
government was the first to 
announce a cut in the penalties 
for traffic violations, by up to 80 
per cent in some cases. Some 
others, including BJP-ruled 


states, have said they will rethink 
the new law. 

“Gujarat, Kerala, Andhra 
Pradesh, Telangana — no one ob¬ 
jected to the fines. There was no 
dissent... All the states were totally 
on board. Kerala was represented 
by Chief Minister Pinarayi Vijayan 
at one meeting,” said BJP leader 
Yoonus Khan, who chaired the 
GoM. He was then the Rajasthan 
Transport Minister in the 
Vasundhara Raje government. 

The GoM was set up by 
Union Transport Minister Nitin 
Gadkari on March 2, 2016 to 
deliberate and recommend 
changes in the Motor Vehicles 
Act and the Central Motor 
Vehicles Rules. It submitted its 
recommendations in a series of

FOREIGN SECRETARY Vijay 
Keshav Gokhale Thursday said 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi, 
who is leaving for the US Friday, 
will not discuss the issue of 
Article 370 at the United Nations 
and will focus on development 
and other issues when he 
addresses the United Nations 
General Assembly in New York 
on September 27 morning. 

Gokhale said Article 370 is an 
“internal issue”, and the Prime 
Minister will focus on issues re¬ 
lated to development and India’s 
role in shaping the global agenda. 
“Terrorism is one of the issues, 
but will not be our focus,” he said. 

While Pakistan has been try¬ 
ing to internationalise the end¬ 
ing of J&K’s special status under 
Article 370, and plans to raise it at 
the UNGA, India has maintained 
that it is an “internal matter”.

AMID HIGH drama, Union 
Minister of State (MoS) for 
Environment, Forest & Climate 
Change Babul Supriyo was heck¬ 
led and manhandled by a section 
of students at Jadavpur 
University (JU) on Thursday.

WHAT BEGAN as 25 letters sent 
to Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi in June, inviting him to 
Houston during his US visit, has 
now become a mega event, with 
$2.4 million collected by promi¬ 
nent Indian-American business 
leaders from 40 major donors 
and hundreds of smaller donors 
to host him at “Howdy, Modi! ” 
on Sunday. 

In June, some of the city’s 
Indian-American professionals 
heard that Modi would be com¬ 
ing to New York in September for 
the UN General Assembly meet¬ 


ing. Later that month, they learnt 
that along with their home, two 
other cities were in the running 
— Chicago and Boston — to host 
him. The India-US negotiations 
over Iranian oil sanctions had 
just peaked, and Houston, with 
150,000 Indian-Americans, 
found its main selling point. 

“Houston has a very vibrant 
Indian diaspora and it’s a big 
energy capital. Energy security 
is a top priority of India,” BJP’s 
foreign affairs head Vijay 
Chauthaiwale said from 
Houston. 

“India needs energy, and 
Houston has lots of energy. There 
could be a strategic partnership,” 
said Jugal Malani, chair of the 


Texas India Forum. Malani said 
the Forum was created in July 
specifically for organising the 
Modi rally, because they “didn’t 
want to be associated with any 
other existing organisation”. 
“None of us have experience of 
putting together an event like 
this,” he said. 

Along with a main commit¬ 
tee of six members, there are 20 
working committees, adding up 
to roughly 200 people. And then 
there is an army of volunteers. 

From the owner of a com¬ 
pany that surveys oil fields, to the 
founder of Chinmaya Mission in 
Houston, a Congress lobbyist, a 
county judge — the drivers of the 
two-month long preparation are 
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A billboard outside NRG Stadium, Houston, pti 


focussed on boosting India-US 
trade relations. Several of the 
prominent donors and organis¬ 
ers are wealthy business owners 
of oil, gas and energy companies, 
as well as corporate donors like 
Walmart and OYO USA. 

After moving to the US in 1981 
to work for his brother-in-law’s 
small business, Malani began his 
own industrial products com¬ 
pany 17 years later. For the last 
two decades, he has been the CEO 
of the Unique Industrial Product 
Company, supplying metal prod¬ 
ucts domestically and globally. 

“Houston is the energy capi¬ 
tal of the world, and India con¬ 
sumes 10% of the world’s en¬ 
ergy,” Forum spokesperson 
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Howdy! 

Gitesh Desai said. “It has an in¬ 
terest to go to Houston and talk 
to the energy leaders.” 

In 2008, Desai was the pres¬ 
ident of the Indo-American 
Political Action Committee, a 
lobbying group that has con¬ 
tributed almost equally to 
Democrats and Republicans, 
according to online records. It 
lobbied for the India-US nuclear 
deal as well as auditing of US aid 
to Pakistan, said Desai, who 
received the Pravasi Bharatiya 
Samman Award in 2019. 

Besides Malani, funding 
came from Swatantra Jain, who 
serves as senior vice president 
and director of petrochemical

foreign universities” to set up 
campuses in India. This, effec¬ 
tively, reverses the BJP’s earlier 
stand on the Foreign Educational 
Institutions Bill moved by the 
UPA-II government. 

At that time, one of the main 
reservations on foreign universi¬ 
ties operating in India was that 
they would raise the cost of edu¬ 
cation (high tuition fees, faculty 
poaching from public universi¬ 
ties), rendering it out of reach for 
a large part of the population. 

The Modi government, in its 
first term, had made several at¬ 
tempts to revive the Foreign 
Educational Institutions Bill, with 
NITI Aayog and the Commerce 
Ministry mainly pushing for it. 

The conversation on reviving 
the UPA’s plan to permit foreign 
universities to enter India started 
with a strategy paper that was 
shared by the Commerce 
Ministry, in April 2015, with the 
Ministries of External Affairs and 
Human Resource Development 
and Nm Aayog. This paper argued 
in favour of the “internationalisa¬ 
tion” of Indian education to earn 
more foreign exchange and cre¬ 
ate an ‘Educated in India’ brand. 
The resurrection of the Foreign 
Educational Institutions Bill was 
one of the four action points cited 
by the Commerce Ministry in the 
strategy paper. 

Following this, Modi called a 
meeting of top bureaucrats in 
June 2015 to discuss the feasibility 
of allowing foreign universities to 
set up campuses in India. At this 
meeting, the PM tasked NITI 
Aayog with preparing a feasibil¬ 
ity report. Nm Aayog, in its report 
submitted to the PMO and HRD 
Ministry, favoured the entry of 
foreign universities. 

The Commerce Ministry, in 
2016, proposed that foreign uni¬ 
versities should be allowed to set 
up campuses in the Special 
Economic Zones (SEZs), which 
will not have to follow domestic 
regulations such as non-repatri¬ 


ation of profits. The HRD Ministry 
did not support the idea. 

However, after the initial years 
of opposition, the HRD Ministry 
finally came on board and in¬ 
cluded internationalisation as one 
of its focus areas in its ambitious 
five-year plan called ‘Education 
Quality Upgradation and 
Inclusion Programme’ (EQUIP) re¬ 
leased last month. The five-year 
vision document proposes that 
the government revisit the 
Foreign Education Providers Bill 
(shelved during UPA-II) “with an 
open mind”. 

The draft National Education 
Policy, released for public feed¬ 
back in June, also pitches for per¬ 
mitting the world’s top 200 insti¬ 
tutions to set up branches in India, 
with a new law to regulate the lat¬ 
ter’s entry and operation.

On the relief to MSMEs, she 
said: “There exists a provision, 
given by the Reserve Bank of 
India, to ensure that MSMEs, if 
they are stressed assets, they may 
be SMA-1 or SMA-2 (Special 
Mention Accounts), the Reserve 
Bank’s existing provisions itself 
empowers the banks to not de¬ 
clare them NPAs even after 90 
days (of overdue payments), so 
very clearly we have told them 
(banks) invoking the RBI issued 
guidelines, till March31,2020, no 
stressed asset MSME will be de¬ 
clared an NPA.” This will provide 
relief to banks, who will not have 
to make additional provisioning 
on such loans, as well as MSMEs 
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who will get extra time and credit 
for restructuring of loans. 

Sitharaman said the banks 
have passed on interest rate cuts 
to customers and worked on im¬ 
proving credit flow to NBFCs and 
the economy. Banks have bought 
pooled loans totalling Rs 93,018 
crore from NBFCs and Housing 
Finance Companies (HFCs) in one 
year between September 2018 
and September 15, 2019, the 
Finance Ministry said in a state¬ 
ment. 

This includes Rs 9,155 crore of 
buyout done under the recently 
announced partial credit guaran¬ 
tee scheme through which the 
government provides partial 
guarantee to banks against likely 
loan losses. Another Rs 33,200 
crore worth of proposals under 
the credit guarantee scheme are 
being examined by the banks. 
Credit flow to NBFCs nearly 
choked after loan defaults by 
IL&FS group started in September 
last year. 

Following the government’s 
push, the state-owned banks 
have also entered into 14 tie-ups 
with NBFCs for co-origination of 
loans, and another 36 such tie-ups 
are in the pipeline. The Ministry 
said banks have also reduced their 
weighted average lending rates 
by 27 basis points till August 2019. 

With the RBI mandating ex¬ 
ternal benchmarking of loans, 15 
public sector banks have an¬ 
nounced repo-rate-linked loan 
products for housing and vehicles, 
consumer credit, cash credit lim¬ 
its and mortgage-based loans. 
Banks have already sanctioned 
over 1.08 lakh repo-linked pro¬ 
posals, amounting to about Rs 
40,000 crore. “The remaining 
three Public Sector Banks will also 
be introducing such products by 
October 1. These measures are 
aimed at considerable improve¬ 
ment in access to affordable 
credit,” the Ministry said.

According to records of the 
meetings, then GujaratTransport 
Commissioner Kamal Dayani and 
then Gujarat Home Secretary 
Manoj Agarwal were both pres¬ 
ent at the meeting held on May 
20,2016, which endorsed the 
hefty penalities. At the meeting, 
the panel listed specific traffic vi¬ 
olations and proposed fines, sim¬ 
ilar to those in the final Act.

From April 29,2016to April 19, 
2018, the 21 states represented in 
the GoM held at least five meet¬ 
ings — in New Delhi, Guwahati, 
Dharamshala, Bengaluru and 
Thiruvananthapuram — to dis¬ 
cuss the provisions of the pro¬ 
posed law. 

Among those who attended 
these meetings were the chief 
ministers and transport ministers 
of BJP-ruled Uttar Pradesh, 
Maharashtra and Jharkhand, 
which, along with Gujarat, have 
now struck a discordant note on 
the Act. Uttar Pradesh was repre¬ 
sented by then Transport Minister 
Swatantra Dev Singh, 
Maharashtra by Transport 
Minister Diwakar Narayan Raote 
and Jharkhand by Transport 
Minister CP Singh. 

Among the others who at¬ 
tended the meeting were P 
Mahender Reddy, thenTelangana 
Transport Minister, and A K 
Saseendran, Kerala Transport 
Minister.

Writing in The New York 
Times, Harsh Vardhan Shringla, 
India’s Ambassador to the US, in 
an opinion article India Is 
Building a More Prosperous 
Kashmir, has underlined:

Advocate General has sought 
four more weeks to file a 
counter affidavit and the same 
was granted by the court and 
the court will now hear the 
matter October 9.

The standoff continued for 
nearly an hour.

Advocate Ajay Agarwal had 
filed two complaints against Aiyar 
before the court.

a former Pakistan Foreign 
Minister. In his complaint, 
Agarwal alleged thatthe meeting 
took place without permission of 
the authorities concerned, broke 
protocol and those present con¬ 
spired against India. 

The Crime Branch of Delhi 
Police, which was asked to inves¬ 
tigate the complaints, was di¬ 
rected by the court to file an ATR 
in the matter. 

Seeking dismissal of the plea 
filed by Agarwal, the police, in its 
ATR, said “it is submitted that 
breaking protocol, if any, does not 
attract any penal provision under 
IPC or any other local & special 
law”. 

On the matter alleging con¬ 
spiracy against India by those 
present, police said “the com¬ 
plainant is only assuming this and 
no such evidence has come on 
record to show the conspiracy till 
now”. 

Police also cited a 1995 
Supreme Court judgment — 
Balwant Singh & Another Vs State 
of Punjab—to explain why Aiyar’s 
comments did not constitute the 
offence of sedition. 

The court has set December 
16 for arguments on the status re¬ 
port filed by police. Agarwal later 
said: “From the ATR, it appears as 
if the Delhi Police is acting as the 
defence counsel of Mani Shankar 
Aiyar. I will contest the report filed 
by police which is totally devoid 
of any merit.”

The video, which purport¬ 
edly runs for four minutes, 
shows the reserved inspector 
with his son and daughter inside 
the firing range. The officer can 
be seen teaching his children 


Other police person¬ 
nel can be seen on the ground as 
well. After the demonstration, 
the officer hands over the 
weapon to his daughter, who is 
guided by others and fires at the 
target on the ground. 

According to police, the offi¬ 
cer used a parabellum subma¬ 
chine gun called the MP5. 

“After the video went viral, 
we initiated an inquiry into the 
matter. Prima facie, RI Dinesh 
lent the official weapon to his 
family members for firing in 


the New Police Lines. He has 
been suspended for violating 
the rules. We are verifying the 
contents of the video. The de¬ 
partment will probe the matter 
and appropriate action will be 
taken,” said Vijayanta Arya, DCP 
(Northwest). 

RI Dinesh is posted with 
the Delhi Police in North West 
district. Police said the shooting 
range is hired for annual target 
practice for personnel and is 
not to be used by the public at 
the time.

TRANSPORT STRIKE AGAINST AMENDED MV ACT 

Hundreds stranded as 
cabs, autos go off roads

THE DAY-LONG transport strike 
against the steep rise in traffic 
fines under the amended Motor 
Vehicles Act caused severe hard¬ 
ship to thousands of commuters 
in Delhi-NCRThursday, as a large 
number of autos, cabs and private 
buses remained off the roads. 

Among the worst hit were 
people arriving at railway sta¬ 
tions, inter-state bus terminals 
and the airport. At many places, 
protesters forcibly stopped the 
few autos and taxis that agreed to 
ferry commuters at a higher fare. 

At New Delhi Railway Station, 
unable to find any mode to travel, 
an elderly couple who arrived 
from Pune around 12 pm broke 
down. A little distance away, 
Shivraj N and his family, who 
came from Bengaluru via 
Shatabdi Express, waited for over 
two hours before a taxi driver 
agreed to ferry them to their ho¬ 
tel in Darya Ganj in batches. 

At Anand Vihar, which has a 
inter-state bus terminal and a rail¬ 
way junction, unruly scenes were 
witnessed as protesters forced 
passengers to deboard cabs they 
had managed to book via aggre¬ 
gators. Similar incidents were re¬ 
ported from Nizamuddin station. 

At Indira Gandhi International 
Airport, passengers suffered 
surge pricing and long delays. The 
kaali-peeli taxis were also on 
strike. 

Delhi Police said it received 
around 249 PCR calls from har¬ 
ried commuters, many of whom 
complained that the vehicles they 
were travelling in were stopped. 

“To regulate the situation, we 
deployed a force of 10 companies, 
including personnel from the 
Central Armed Police Forces 
(CAPF), at districts including 
Outer North, South East, North 
East, East and Shahdara. No cases 
of violence were reported during

The situation was worse in 
certain parts of Noida and 
Ghaziabad. Arpita Saha, a tattoo 
artist said auto drivers demanded 
a fare of Rs 150 for a commute be¬ 
tween Noida’s Sector 50 and 
Sector 18, for which she usually 
pays Rs 50. “Eventually I walked 
down to the Sector 34 Metro sta¬ 
tion,” she said. 

Many private schools re¬ 
mained closed as private buses 
also joined the strike. Schools that 
depend on rented buses from the 
DTC functioned normally. 

The strike, called by the 


United Front of Transport 
Associations (UFTA) that com¬ 
prises around 41 transport associ- 
ations, remained in force be¬ 
tween 6 am and 10 pm. 

UFTA convenor Rajender 
Kapoor said the strike was a ma¬ 
jor success and should serve as a 
wake up call for the governments 
at the state and the Centre. 

“A few people tried to create 
disruptions, but such incidents 
were very few; we do not endorse 
such behaviour. We will try to en¬ 
gage in a dialogue with the gov¬ 
ernments again and try to per¬ 
suade them. If they don’t relent, 
we plan to rope in transport asso¬ 
ciations of other states and hold 
bigger protests. 


“It is not just about higher 
fines. Our grievances are more 
against corruption by traffic po¬ 
lice personnel. The government 
must make it mandatory for en¬ 
forcement staff to wear micro¬ 
phones and body cameras to 
record the process of issuing chal- 
lans for violations,” Kapoor said. 

The transport associations 
have also been petitioning the 
AAP government to reduce 
penalties for compoundable of¬ 
fences, which allows designated 
traffic police personnel to issue 
on-spot cash challans.

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ACCUSED ARRESTED, FAKE CALL CENTRE BUSTED: POLICE 

Actress duped by 3 men who 
posed as Australian tax officers

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER19 


THREE MEN who allegedly 
posed as Australian Tax Officers 
and duped Indian actress and 
dancer Isha Sharvani were 
arrested by Delhi Police 
Wednesday. Sharvani, who lives 
in Perth, Australia, was cheated 
of 5,700 AUD(Rs 2,76,000). 

Police said the prime accused, 
identified as Bhanuj Berry (24), 
allegedly ran a fake call centre 
from West Delhi’s Vikaspuri. He 
along with two others, Puneet 
Chaddha (34) and Rishab Khanna 
(23), has duped more than 100 
Australian citizens by posing as 
tax officers, police said. 

While Berry studied B.Com 
from School of Open Learning, 
Chaddha is an MBA graduate. 
The third accused, Khanna. is in 
his final year of Bachelor of 
Business Administration. 

The Cyber Crime Unit consti-

tuted a team under the supervi¬ 
sion of Aditya Gautam (ACP, 
Cyber Crime) and arrested the ac¬ 
cused within 24 hours of the ac¬ 
tress filing a complaint. 

“On Monday, one of the ac¬ 
cused called Sharvani and told 
her he works for the Tax 
Department in Australia. He 
threatened her, saying the 
Australian government has is¬ 
sued an arrest warrant against 
her for violating rules while fil¬ 


ing her tax returns. He asked 
Sharvani to give him her tax ac¬ 
countant’s name and number. 
Later, another man claiming to be 
from the tax accountant’s office 
called and said there was an er¬ 
ror in her tax returns and that she 
wasn’t at fault as the tax com¬ 
pany didn’t inform her about the 
new rules issued by the govern¬ 
ment. She was instmcted to pay 
5,700 AUD to the remittance of¬ 
ficer of the Australian Tax 
Department in India and was as¬ 
sured that the company would 
reimburse the amount,” said DCP 
(Cyber Crime) Anyesh Roy. 

The accused told Sharvani to 
transfer 3,500 AUD through 
Western Union and 2,200 AUD 
via Ria Money Transfer. Police said 
the men stayed on the call with 
her for three hours till she trans¬ 
ferred the money. Later, the ac¬ 
tress realised she had been duped 
and filed a complaint, said police. 

Police said the Western Union 
account was registered in Berry’s 


name. He was traced and brought 
in for questioning. 

“He tried to mislead us by pro¬ 
ducing fake documents but later 
confessed to the crime. He said he 
had been running the fake call 
centre with two others for eight 
months. More than 15 people 
worked under him, procuring 
data of Australian citizens 
through the ‘dark web’. They 
called them using Voice over IP 
call (VoIP). They used spoofing 
software to get numbers regis¬ 
tered in Canberra,” said a senior 
police officer. 

DCP Roy said the accused 
used the same modus operandi 
to fool more than 100 people in 
Australia — they pretended to be 
tax officers from Australia and 
threatened their targets with ar¬ 
rest, following which the victims 
would transfer the money. 

Berry disclosed the names of 
the two other accused and police 
arrested them while they were 
trying to flee the city. 


BJP district president DU student, toll staff 
‘slaps’ wife inside state among 9 held for selling 
office, stripped of post fake MCD stickers

THE BJP Thursday removed 
Mehrauli district president Azad 
Singh from his post after pur¬ 
ported videos of him slapping 
his wife Sarita Chaudhary, who 
is also the former South Delhi 
mayor, surfaced. In the pur¬ 
ported video, Singh can be seen 
slapping Chaudhary at the 
party’s office in Pant Marg in 
front of several party members. 

BJP Delhi general secretary 
Rajesh Bhatia said Singh has 
been removed from the post of 
district president with immedi¬ 
ate effect and a new interim dis¬ 
trict president has been ap¬ 
pointed. 

Delhi BJP president Manoj 
Tiwari said a committee of sen¬ 
ior leaders has been formed to 
prepare a report on the incident. 

A senior BJP leader said that 
the alleged incident took place 
in the evening when BJP leaders

of the districts were returning 
after attending a meeting 
chaired by Union Minister 
Prakashjavadekar. 

Senior party leaders such as 
Bhatia and Siddharthan were 
also present in the meeting. 

Singh, however, alleged 
Chaudhary abused and slapped 
him first. Chaudhary could not 
be reached for comment. Her 
aide said she was not in a condi¬ 
tion to talk to the media. 

Police said they had been 
called to the office but no com¬ 
plaint was filed against anyone. 

Eish Singhal, DCP (New 
Delhi) confirmed the same and 
said police haven’t received a 
complaint yet.

GURGAON, SEPTEMBER 19 


TWO MEMBERS of the vigilance 
staff at the Rajokri border toll 
plaza, a Delhi University student, 
and the owner of a photocopy 
shop — these are among nine 
persons arrested by Gurgaon 
Police for allegedly making 
counterfeit MCD stickers and 
passes and selling them to driv¬ 
ers of commercial vehicles at a 
discount of Rs 300. 

According to police, the issue 
came to light on September 4, 
when the assistant general man¬ 
ager of the plaza registered a 
complaint in the matter. He al¬ 
leged that MCD workers, while 
checking stickers on some vehi¬ 
cles, found that owners of five 
vehicles had fake stickers and 
monthly passes. 

An FIR was registered and the 
drivers of the vehicles arrested. 
According to police, during ques¬ 
tioning, they revealed they “pur¬ 


chased the passes for Rs 2,700, 
as opposed to their actual price 
of Rs 3,000”. 

The next day, police arrested 
the alleged kingpin of the 
racket, identified as Satyavrat 
Kund(39). 

“During questioning, Kund 
revealed that he, along with 
others, printed 1,200 fake 
passes and stickers at a printing 
press in the capital. Of these, 
700 had already been sold to 
drivers at Rs 2,700 each,” said 
Subhash Boken, PRO of 
Gurgaon Police. 

Police said the Delhi 
University student allegedly 
gave Kund the address of the 
printing press where the fake 
passes were printed. “Rs 4 lakh 
procured through the sale of 
these passes has been retrieved,” 
said PRO Boken. 

He added: “A woman in¬ 
volved in the racket and the man 
who worked at the photocopy 
shop are absconding. We hope 
to arrest them soon.” 



RML performs its second multi-organ 
retrieval on man who died in accident

THE CENTRE-RUN Ram 
Manohar Lohia (RML) Hospital 
conducted its second successful 
multi-organ retrieval on a 22- 
year-old man from Jhansi, Uttar 
Pradesh, who died in a road acci¬ 
dent on September 17. The first 
multi-organ retrieval was per¬ 
formed in 2018 on a 25-year-old. 

A neurological examination 
showed that the 22-year-old had 
suffered severe brain injury. He 
suffered a cardiac arrest and was 
revived. But his condition 
worsened, and he went into a 
coma. He was then declared brain 
stem dead.

“He was the youngest donor 
in our hospital. We thought of 
saving lives of other patients 
through him. We counselled his 
family members and they agreed 
to donate his organs,” said Dr L N 


Gupta, consultant, neurosurgery, 
head of unit (1), RML Hospital. 

While one kidney and the liver 
was transported to AIIMS, 
the other kidney was donated to 
a 43-year-old patient at RML 
Hospital who has been on dialy¬ 
sis since 2017. The organ donation 
was coordinated by the National 
Organ and Tissue Transplant 
Organisation (NOTTO). 

As per the guidelines, once a 
patient is declared brain dead, the 
hospital can approach the family 
for organ donation. NOTTO proto¬ 
col and guidelines also stipulate 
that hospitals have to inform it 
about a possible organ donation, 
following which the government 
body decides the institutes the or¬ 
gans can be sent to based on a list 


of priority recipients. 

The hospital authorities said 
they are pushing hard to improve 
facilities for liver and cardiac 
transplants. To perform the liver 
transplant in this case, a team of 
doctors has been sent to Institute 
of Liver and Biliary Sciences. 

Dr V K Tiwari, medical super¬ 
intendent, RML Hospital, said: 
“We are trying our best to provide 
an in-house facility. We have sent 
our transplant coordinators for 
training. The upcoming super¬ 
speciality block will have two ded¬ 
icated OTs for the donor and re¬ 
cipient. This is our teething stage, 
but by next year, we will be able 
to perform more transplants.” 

The hospital has performed 
248 liver transplants so far.

Colour-coded 
stickers for 
cars: EPCA 
raps AAP govt 

New Delhi: Anti-pollution watch¬ 
dog Environment Pollution 
(Prevention and Control) 
Authority Thursday pulled up the 
Delhi government over “lack of 
decisive steps” on its part in get¬ 
ting colour-coded stickers and 
High Security Registration Plates 
(HSRP) for vehicles registered be¬ 
fore October 2018. 

While colour-coded stickers, 
mandated by the Supreme Court, 
indicate the fuel type used by a 
vehicle, tamper-proof HSRPs are 
aimed at preventing thefts and 
contraband activities through 
swapping number plates. 

At an EPCA meeting 
Thursday, a representative of the 
Delhi government’s transport 
department said two tenders 
floated by the department to roll 
out the process have failed, lead¬ 
ing to the delay. 

The EPCA, headed by Bhure 
Lai, said it will seek the SC’s in¬ 
tervention over the delay. While 
UP and Rajasthan informed 
EPCA that they are in the process 
of floating tenders, Haryana said 
it has managed to fit 2.58 lakh 
old vehicles with these features. 

Meanwhile, EPCA said that it 
will write to the police commis¬ 
sioners of Delhi, Haryana and UP 
over videos allegedly showing 
policemen allowing vehicles to 
enter Delhi without paying 
mandatory taxes and environ¬ 
ment compensation charge. ENS

THE DELHI High Court Thursday 
asked the Delhi government to 
procure straw from neighbour¬ 
ing states for spreading it under 
newly planted saplings in Delhi’s 
Central Ridge area to ensure re¬ 
tention of soil and water. 

Justice Najmi Waziri also said 
such a move would ensure re¬ 
duction in burning of straw, 
which is one of the major con¬ 
tributors to air pollution in the 
national capital. 

The judge said the practice 
would help to generate good top 
soil in the Central Ridge, which has 
rocky soil in many parts that is not 
suitable for planting saplings. 


The court’s direction came 
during hearing of a contempt 
case in which a private company 
was ordered to plant 1.4 lakh 
saplings worth Rs 80 lakh in the 
Central Ridge. The firm had 
breached judicial orders of not 
manufacturing and selling dia¬ 
betes medication under the 
brand names used by pharma 
major Merck Sharp and Dohme. 

The court’s suggestion was is¬ 
sued after the forest department 
informed it that there was hardly 
any top soil in the Central Ridge 
and it was rocky and, therefore, 
not suitable for planting saplings 
in such huge numbers. To which, 
the court said paddy or wheat 
straw, which is discarded and 
burned after harvest, could be 
spread under the saplings. 


Constable 
arrested for 
‘raping’ 
minor girl

A 31 -YEAR-OLD Delhi Police con¬ 
stable has been dismissed and 
arrested Thursday evening for al¬ 
legedly raping a minor girl in the 
Eastern range area. 

Police said the girl, in her com¬ 
plaint, alleged that he took her to 
an isolated place on his motorbike 
and allegedly raped her after 
threatening with dire conse¬ 
quences. 

“We have registered an FIR 
under IPC section 376 and rele¬ 
vant sections of the POCSO Act. 
We arrested the constable and 
dismissed him after the allega¬ 
tions were substantiated,” said 
Mandeep Singh Randhawa, Delhi 
Police spokesperson. 

The DCP of the area con¬ 
cerned, Ved Prakash Surya, said 
they immediately initiated an in¬ 
quiry after receiving the com¬ 
plaint against the constable and 
later lodged an FIR. But the girl’s 
family alleged that legal action 
was taken only after they staged 
a protest outside the police sta¬ 
tion concerned. 

“Senior officers reached the 
spot and assured them that ac¬ 
tion will be taken. The girl was 
taken to hospital and a medical 
examination confirmed rape,” 
said a senior officer.

“PROJECT FOR public good does 
not mean that you uproot the 
residents,” the Delhi High Court 
said Thursday while pulling up 
the Delhi Metro for not compen¬ 
sating a 66-year-old widow for 
acquiring her house, allotted in 
1976, to construct a stretch be¬ 
tween Trilokpuri and Mayur 
Vihar Pocket-I on the Pink Line. 

Justice Navin Chawla re¬ 
strained the Delhi Metro Rail 
Corporation (DMRC) from dis¬ 
placing the woman, Rihana 
Begam, from her home — House 
No. 15/128, Trilokpuri — till the 
next date of hearing on October 
17. It also directed the Delhi 
Metro to produce files related to 
dispossession and alternate al¬ 
lotment of housing to the resi¬ 
dents of Trilokpuri. 

Residents of 108 plots in Block 
15 of Trilokpuri have to be relo¬ 
cated so that land is available for 
construction of a missing link in 
the Pink Line. In her petition, the 
woman claimed she had insisted 
on Rs 1 crore compensation for 
her house, and rejected an offer of 
alternate housing by the DMRC. 

Irked by the submission of the 
DMRC’s counsel that the woman 
is being given alternate accom¬ 
modation, the judge observed: “I 
know you are doing something 
for public good, but still you have 
to keep in mind that their right to 
life is not affected.” 

“You (DMRC) may have the 
plan for alternate accommoda¬ 
tion, but that cannot be imposed 
on the family, which does not 
want to move. You also need to 
give adequate compensation. If 


you cannot, do not force them to 
leave their house. 

“You look into the compen¬ 
sation aspect raised by the 
widow over here. If you cannot, 
I will open the Pandora’s box for 
other residents as well. I am not 
afraid of it. Do not uproot...,” the 
judge said. 

On being told by the counsel 


for DMRC that the woman has ac¬ 
cepted the offer of compensation, 
the judge, while referring to the 
papers, said, “There is a thumb 
impression on these documents, 
do you think she even understood 
what is written on it?” 

Advocate Md Azam Ansari, 
appearing for the woman, urged 
the court that the DMRC be di-

rected to pay at least Rs 1 crore 
compensation as she does not 
want an alternate house. 

The counsel also requested 
that at least DMRC be directed to 
release Rs 40 lakh it had agreed 
on in the interim. The plea al¬ 
leged that she was not being 
paid, despite insisting on com¬ 
pensation instead of alternate 
accommodation from day one. 

“The DMRC is not paying the 
compensation and specifically 
said on July 24,2019, that no 
compensation will be paid and 
only alternate housing will be 
given to the petitioner, which 
she refused and did not sign or 
put her thumb impression...,” the 
counsel argued.

DELHI’S LAST elephant Laxmi 
seemed to approve of its new 
home as it trumpeted upon ar¬ 
rival at the Ban Santour elephant 
rehabilitation centre in Haryana 
Thursday morning, officials said. 

After reaching the centre 
around 6 am, Laxmi was fed, 
given a “proper bath” and exam¬ 
ined by a team of veterinarians. 

The centre it is housed in is lo¬ 
cated in a 400-acre forested land 
in Haryana’s Yamunanagar, and is 
mn by Wildlife SOS in collabora¬ 
tion with the state forest depart¬ 
ment. “This is a world different 
from what it’s used to... It’s dis¬ 
playing all issues typical of ele¬ 
phants that are used for begging,” 
said Kartick Satyanarayan, co¬ 
founder of Widlife SOS. 

The elephant has been re¬ 
named Jasmine, “to help it shake 
off its ugly past,” he added. 

NGO officials said Laxmi ap¬ 
peared weak and added that it 


would be kept in observation for 
about a week. Its foot pad is dam¬ 
aged, with cracks in its toenails, 
from walking on tarmac. Its liver 
also does not appear healthy. 

“We will give the animal com¬ 
plete comfort care and provide all 
the vitamins and nutrition it 
needs,” Satyanarayan said. 

The centre has four other fe¬ 
male elephants who Laxmi 
would meet in about a week’s 
time if its health reports are 
found normal.

STATING THAT the Union gov¬ 
ernment’s objective in scrapping 
special status to Jammu and 
Kashmir under Article 370 was 
to “honour the sentiments of 130 
crore Indians” and “accomplish 
the long-pending dream of one¬ 
ness and a united India”, Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi on 
Thursday said that the need of 
the hour is to embrace all 
Kashmiris in order to make a 
“naya Kashmir” - a new Kashmir. 

Addressing a public rally in 
Nashik to mark the conclusion of 
Maharashtra Chief Minister 
Devendra Fadnavis’s ‘Mahaj- 
anadesh Yatra’, Modi said devel¬ 
opment of every Kashmiris is his 
government’s commitment and 
pledge. “A violence-free Kashmir 
is our promise,” he added. 

Modi also took on NCP chief 
Sharad Pawar for his recent re¬ 
marks on Pakistan. He said that 
instead of supporting the gov¬ 
ernment on the decision on J&K 
“taken in national interest”, 
Opposition leaders are making 
comments for selfish political 
interests. 

He said: “The Congress being 
in a state of confusion is under¬ 
standable. But when an experi¬ 


enced leader like Sharad Pawar 
makes false statements for votes, 
it hurts. Sharad Pawar says he 
likes Pakistan. He praises 
Pakistan for being a welfare state. 
Now, it can be his view and 
analysis, (but) every Indian and 
the world knows where the ter¬ 
ror factory is; who promotes and 
foments terrorism.” 

The NCP hit back and ac¬ 
cused Modi of distorting Pawar’s 
comments about Pakistan. NCP 
spokesperson Nawab Malik said 
in Mumbai that the Prime 
Minister should either prove that 
the NCP chief praised the rulers 


of the neighbouring country or 
apologise, PTI reported. 

Addressing an event at the 
NCP headquarters in Mumbai 
on September 14, Pawar, a for¬ 
mer Union minister, had said, “I 
have visited Pakistan and re¬ 
ceived their hospitality... It is a 
misplaced fact that people in 
Pakistan are unhappy. The pres¬ 
ent government has been 
spreading lies about Pakistan for 
their own political benefits.” 

At the Nashik rally, Modi said, 
“Harney naya Kashmir banana 
hai, har Kashmiri ko gale lagana 
hai (we want to make a new 


Kashmir, embrace each 
Kashmiri).” 

But, he said, without taking 
names, when Opposition lead¬ 
ers make such statements, “it 
gives our rivals a weapon to dis¬ 
tort and wrongly project India’s 
image (before the world).... Even 
now there are efforts across the 
border to instigate and trigger vi¬ 
olence in Jammu and Kashmir.” 

He said the youth and the 
women in Kashmir are against 
violence — “they want develop¬ 
ment; they want employment.” 

‘Trust apex court 
on Ram temple’ 

In what is being seen as a dig 
at ally Shiv Sena, which has been 
taking potshots at the Union 
government off and on over its 
failure to build the Ram temple 
at Ayodhya, Modi said, “Kuch 
bayan bahadur log anap-shanap 
bol rahey hai (some loudmouths 
are making irresponsible state¬ 
ments on Ram temple. (But) all 
citizens have respect for the 
Supreme Court, which is hearing 
the matter. Making statements 
out of context creates new hur¬ 
dles, so everyone should show 
trust in the top court and in the 
judicial system.” 

Reiterating the government’s 
commitment to make the Army 
stronger, the PM said, “Rafael 


fighter jets will soon be part of 
the Army.” He also promised a 
defence logistic hub in Nashik, 
which houses the historic 
Bhosale Military Training School. 

He also said that other parties, 
when in power, could not pro¬ 
vide bulletproof jackets to sol¬ 
diers who fought against terror¬ 
ists, but in five years the BJP-led 
government has addressed these 
problems. “Today we not only 
make world-class bulletproof 
jackets but also export them to 
100 countries,” Modi said. 

Praise for Fadnavis 

In his speech, Modi also 
heaped praises on Maharashtra 
CM Fadnavis, in a way putting an 
end to all speculation about the 
CM candidate in the upcoming 
Vidhan Sabha polls. 

Stating that “Devendra-ji ne 
Maharashtra ko nayi disha di 
(gave a new direction)”, the 
Prime Minister said, “Fadnavis is 
the only chief minister of 
Maharashtra after late Vasantrao 
Naik to have completed a five- 
year term uninterrupted. It is also 
a comment on the Opposition, 
which instilled uncertainty in the 
government during their 
regime.People should take ad¬ 

vantage of a visionary leader like 
Fadnavis...to ensure Maharashtra 
attains glorious heights.”

The SAC decided that the new

SSC to declare 2017 
exam results on Nov 15

THE SSC is set to declare the re¬ 
sults of Staff Selection 
Committee-Combined Graduate 
Level (SSC-CGL) 2017 examina¬ 
tion on November 15. The com¬ 
mission announced the tentative 
date on its website on Thursday, 
after thousands of aspirants 
tweeted for over a week, seeking 
the finalisation and declaration 
of SSC-CGL 2017 results. 

The release was postponed 
following reports of malpractice 
like question paper and answer 
key release before the exam. 

SSC-CGL exams are held to re¬ 
cruit staff for Central government 
ministries and departments. 
Malpractice was reported in SSC- 
CGL exams in the past as well. 

The SSC conducts seven ex¬ 
ams every year in stages — Tier I, 
Tier II, Tier III and Tier IV—where 
a candidate is tested for mathe¬ 
matics, English and computer 
proficiency. Tier IV is required only 
for certain higher posts. The next 


step is document verification, 
which happens together for Tier 
III and IV candidates. The results 
for Tier IV, which should have 
been released a few months after 
the exam, is on hold by the SSC. 

“Since 2012, several cases are 
being heard in the Supreme Court 
We have been waiting for 29 
months now,” said Amrinder S, 
one of the many SSC aspirants 
awaitingtheSSC-CGL2017 results. 

On May 9,2019, the Supreme 
Court order vacated the stay on 
the continuation of the exam 
process and appointed a commit¬ 
tee to investigate the allegations 
and take further decisions. The 
SSC declared Tier III results the 
same day. 

The committee chaired by 
retired Supreme Court judge G S 
Singhvi will meet again to decide 
if the SSC-CGL 2017 exam should 
be scrapped. “The committee 
will meet this month and discuss 
the terms of reference men¬ 
tioned in the Supreme Court or¬ 
der irrespective of the results,” 
Singhvi told The Indian Express.

THE UNION Ministry of Home 
Affairs (MHA) is preparing a pro¬ 
gramme to train all newly 
elected sarpanchs in Jammu and 
Kashmir on how to take various 
Central government schemes 
that will now be extended to the 
bifurcated state. 

The programme will also 
make the sarpanchs aware of 
various new laws that will now 
be applicable to the two Union 
Territories - Jammu and 
Kashmir, and Ladakh. 

A senior MHA official said: “A 
draft proposal has been pre¬ 
pared and is being sent to the 
Ministry of Panchayati Raj. 
Officials from the ministry will 
be given the responsibility of this 
training. They will be trained in 
batches.” 

As promised earlier, the gov¬ 
ernment has also increased the 
insurance cover of sarpanchs 
from Rs 2 lakh to Rs 4 lakh. 

Earlier this month, close to 
100 sarpanchs and members of 
various panchayats across J&K 
had come to Delhi to meet Home 
Minister Amit Shah. 

They raised issues such as 
difficulties people are facing in 
the lockdown since August 5, 
salaries of panchs and sarpanchs, 
the threat to their lives from mil¬ 
itants, and issues related to job 
creation and development in the 
region. 

Sources in MHA said the gov¬ 
ernment hopes to usher in de¬ 


velopment in J&K through the 
panchs and sarpanchs, elected 
months before special status to 
the state under Article 370 was 
scrapped on August 5. The gov¬ 
ernment has said that panchay¬ 
ats will now get funds in bank ac¬ 
counts through the direct benefit 
transfer route for implementa¬ 
tion of Central schemes. 

“However, most panchs and 
sarpanchs do not even know the 
different Central schemes in op¬ 
eration, as a large number of 
such schemes were until now 
not extendable to J&K due to 
Article 370,” the MHA official 
said. “Similarly, they do not 
know the new protections that 
people can enjoy under federal 
laws that would now be ex¬ 
tended to J&K. 

Giving an example, the offi¬ 
cial said that laws related to child 
marriage and dowry harassment 


were not applicable there till 
now. “But people do not know 
this, and sarpanchs will take this 
to the people,” the official added. 

On his visit to J&K before ab¬ 
rogation of special status, Shah 
had met sarpanchs and asked 
them to take the 354 Central 
government schemes to the 
grassroots level. The Home 
Minister has repeatedly said that 
abrogation of special status will 
pave the way for development of 
the region, as it will unlock land 
for acquisition for industry and 
help reach several Central 
schemes to the people in the in¬ 
teriors. 

In his address to the nation in 
August, Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi had also said that Article 
370 did not let people of J&K en¬ 
joy benefits of several social wel¬ 
fare laws and schemes brought 
in by the Union government.

LAST YEAR, close to 
40,000 panchs and 
sarpanchs were elected 
across J&K. While PDP 
and NC did not take part 
in the polls, BJP called it 
an exercise in deepening 
democracy and taking 
politics to the grassroots - 
in particular, away from 
the hegemony of “two 
families” that lead these 
parties. With most 
political workers and 
leaders Kashmir 
detained since August 5, 
it is through these elected 
representatives that the 
Centre hopes to realise its 
promise of taking 
development to the 
remotest comers of J&K.

J&K cadre officers meet 
chief secy over possible 
merger, postings outside

AMID GROWING apprehension 
among Jammu and Kashmir 
cadre officers of several central 
services, representatives from 
three services met state Chief 
Secretary B V R Subrahmanyam 
in Srinagar earlier this week and 
are learnt to have been assured 
that their interest will be “safe¬ 
guarded”. 

Officers from the Indian 
Administrative Services (IAS), 
Indian Police Services (IPS) and 
the Indian Forest Services (IFS) 
met Subrahmanyam at his resi¬ 
dence to apprise him of their con¬ 
cerns regarding “possible merger 
of the cadre with the Arunachal 
Goa Mizoram and Union 
Territories (AGMUT) cadre, or 
postings to ‘any’ third cadre”. 

Officials familiar with the 
proceedings of the meet told The 
Indian Express the Chief Secretary 
“has assured the cadre that their 
interest will be safeguarded”. 

Sources said there was a dis¬ 
cussion on creation of a “J&K 
special UT cadre”, but this re¬ 
mains so far unclear. 

At least 10 members from the 
three services told the CS that 
there is speculation about offi¬ 
cers from the cadre being moved 
out of J&K with the creation two 
Union Territories and the scrap¬ 
ping of special status under 
Article 370. At present, the 
strength of the IAS cadre in J&K is 
137; a similar number of IPS and 


IFS officials serve in J&K. 

Most officials from the three 
services are learnt to be keen on 
keeping the cadre intact, citing 
sensitivity. “This is a sensitive state 
in the middle of an important 
transition. It is important that an 
experienced administrative ma¬ 
chinery is in charge of the fallout 
of this tradition," an official who 
attended the meeting, but did not 
wish to be identified, said. 

Another senior official said, 
“There are concerns within the 
ranks about merger of the J&K 
cadre with AGMUT, or a spillover 
into a third cadre with postings to 
other states. Our training has 
been in this state and many of us 
have served the entirety of our ca¬ 
reers here. It would be difficult for 
someone not originally from the 
cadre to be posted here for a short 
tenure and understand nuances 
of the situation in this state.” 

The Jammu and Kashmir 
Reorganisation Act states that 
members of the cadres of IAS, IPS 
and Indian Forest Service “for the 
existing State of Jammu and 
Kashmir, on and from the ap¬ 
pointed day, shall continue to 
function on the existing cadres”. 
Noting that officers allocated to 
UTs of J&K and Ladakh “shall func¬ 
tion within these Union 
Territories,” in accordance with 
rules framed by the Union govern¬ 
ment the Act also states that in fu¬ 
ture All-India Service officers to be 
posted to the UTs “shall be borne 
on the AGMUT cadre, and neces¬ 
sary modifications in...rules may 
be made” by the Centre.

MARKING THE completion of 
the first half-term of the BJP gov¬

Borrowing a phrase from the 
Ramayana, the CM said when 
the BJP government was formed 
in the state after a vanvas (exile) 
of 14 years, there were a lot of 
challenges before it, “but turning 
these challenges into opportuni¬ 
ties, UP’s perception has been 
changed by our team before the 
country and the world”. 

Claiming that there have 
been no riots in the last 30 
months of his government with 


all the festivals being held peace¬ 
fully, Adityanath said, “The im¬ 
proved law and order played a 
major role in changing the per¬ 
ception of Uttar Pradesh”. 

“Dacoity cases declined by 54 
per cent, incidents of rape de¬ 
clined by 36 per cent, murder by 
15 per cent, loot fell by 45 per 


cent... The dreaded criminals 
have either fled from the state or 
are in jail... I can say that in the 
two-and-a-half years of my gov¬ 
ernment, Uttar Pradesh has been 
pulled out of an identity crisis 
which it was facing, and these 
years have been significant in es¬ 
tablishing trust in the adminis¬ 



tration as well as from the point 
of view of development and gov¬ 
ernance as well,” he said. 

During an hour-long press 
conference, Adityanath, who was 
flanked by his two deputies 
Keshav Prasad Maurya and 
Dinesh Sharma as well as state BJP 
chief Swatantradev Singh, re¬ 
leased a booklet on the achieve¬ 
ments of his government. A film 
titled UPKe Karmayogi was also 
screened. “Sanyasi ke karmayoga 
se damak raha UP ka bhaal 
(Because of the work of a saint, UP 
is shining),” the video said, claim¬ 
ing that the two-and-a-half years 
of the Adityanath government 
were better than the past 65 years. 

Claiming that Uttar Pradesh 
has set a “record” in implemen¬ 
tation of various Central 
schemes, including the Pradhan 
Mantri Awas Yojana, Saubhagya 
Yojana, Kisan insurance, con¬ 
struction of toilets and provision 
of health insurance, Adityanath 


listed the achievements of his 
government, ranging from loan 
waiver for farmers, distributing 
soil health cards, reducing en¬ 
cephalitis deaths by 65 per cent 
and opening up of new medical 
colleges and airports. He claimed 
that in the past two-and-a-half 
years, about 50 lakh more stu¬ 
dents have been enrolled in ba¬ 
sic education schools. 

The Chief Minister also listed 
ongoing infrastructure projects 
like the Bundelkhand express¬ 
way, metro projects in different 
cities, proposed AIIMS in 
Gorakhpur and Rae Bareli 
among the achievements of his 
government. He said UP is 
among the “top states in the 
tourism sector” through the suc¬ 
cessful holding of Kumbh in 
Prayagraj, Deepotsava in 
Ayodhya, Rangotsava in the Brij 
region and promotion of spiri¬ 
tual, heritage as well as eco- 
tourism in the state.

PRIME MINISTER Narendra 
Modi will receive the 
Goalkeepers Global Goals Award 
from the Bill & Melinda Gates 
Foundation (BMGF) next week. 
Modi will be present at the two- 
day award ceremony in New 
York and receive the award on 
September 25, government 
sources say. 

Goalkeepers is the founda¬ 
tion’s campaign to accelerate 
progress towards sustainable de¬ 
velopment goals. 

Modi has been chosen for the 
award — one of the most presti¬ 
gious awards in the development 
sector—for his government’s ini¬ 
tiatives on sanitation, including 
the Swachh Bharat Abhiyan, 
which was among the first pro¬ 
grammes announced by him in 
his first stint as prime minister. 

A statement from BMGF said, 


“Sanitation is a key factor in im¬ 
proving the health and well-being 
of millions of people, especially 
women and children. Globally, 
sanitation-related diseases kill 
nearly500,000 children under the 
age of 5 every year. Yet despite its 
importance, sanitation has not re¬ 
ceived significant attention... 
Before the Swachh Bharat mission, 
over 500 million people in India 
did not have access to safe sanita¬ 
tion, and now, the majority do... 
The Swachh Bharat Mission can 
serve as a model for other coun¬ 
tries around the world that ur¬ 
gently need to improve access to 
sanitation for the world’s poorest” 
This year’s Goalkeepers an¬ 
nual report heaps praise on India 
for its innovative use of digital 
technology to better people’s 
lives. “India’s pioneering of what 
is known as ‘the JAM trinity’. The 
J stands for Jan Dhan Yojana, an 
Indian government programme 
to help poor people open bank ac¬ 
counts. The A stands for Aadhaar, 



a programme to provide every 
Indian resident with a unique ID 
linked to biometric authentica¬ 
tion like fingerprints. And the M 
stands for mobile phones, which 
are quickly becoming ubiquitous 
in India. Together, accounts, ID, 
and phones make it possible for 
the government to deposit 
money directly into people’s bank 
accounts and verify the recipients’ 
identity. This in turn enables the 
government to be much more 
precise and ambitious about pol¬ 
icymaking,” the report said. 

The report chronicles how 
between 2012 and 2015, the gov¬ 
ernment used the ‘JAM trinity’ to 
shift gradually from subsidising 
the price of gas to transferring 
cash directly into people’s bank 
accounts after they had bought 
the gas at market price. “The fully 
redesigned subsidy, launched 
nationwide under the name PA- 
HAL in 2015, is the world’s 
largest cash transfer pro¬ 
gramme,” the report said.

‘Thrilling, special’: Rajnath first 
Defence Minister to fly Tejas

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER19 

RAJNATH SINGH became the 
first Defence Minister to fly in 
the indigenously built Tejas 
fighter aircraft on Thursday. The 
30-minute sortie in the multi¬ 
role Light Combat Aircraft (LCA), 
from HAL airport in Bengaluru, 
was piloted by Air Vice-Marshal 
Narmdeshwar Tiwari. 

“Thrilling and special” is how 
Singh described his experience 
of flying the fourth-generation 
aircraft. He congratulated 
Hindustan Aeronautics Limited 
(HAL), the Defence Research and 
Development Organisation 
(DRDO) and the Aeronautical 


Development Agency (ADA) for 
building the aircraft. 

Many countries have shown 
an interest in Tejas, the minister 
said, adding that he was proud 
that India had achieved a level 
where fighter jets and other de¬ 
fence equipment can be ex¬ 
ported. 

Air Vice-Marshal Tiwari said 
that Singh, who had been 
briefed about Tejas by senior of¬ 
ficers of the Air Force, controlled 
the aircraft for some time dur¬ 
ing the flight and was “very 
happy with the quality and 
smoothness of the aircraft”. 

Later in the day, Singh ad¬ 
dressed DRDO members at the 
Centre for Airborne Systems and 
reiterated that flying the indige¬ 


nously-developed Tejas was a 
proud and memorable moment 
for him. Encouraging the efforts 
of scientists and technicians in 
the development of indigenous 
defence systems, Singh men¬ 
tioned the successes of the AS¬ 
TRA missile, the LCATejas and 
the successful utilisation of NE- 
TRA in Balakot, stating that these 
had restored the confidence of 
the country in DRDO. 

Domestic content in defence 
manufacturing industry will 
reach 75 per cent by 2030, he 
added. At another event in 
Bengaluru, Singh emphasised 
the importance of R&D, innova¬ 
tion and creation of cutting-edge 
technologies to become self-re¬ 
liant in defence production. 


Inaugurating the seventh edi¬ 
tion of Engineers Conclave 2019 
based on themes of‘Defence 
Technology & Innovation’ and 
‘Transformation of Rural India 
Using Digital Technologies’, 
Singh said the Indian defence in¬ 
dustry had not reached its full 
potential in the past and this led 
to overwhelming dependence 
on imported arms. 

“It is well said that when na¬ 
tions go to war, the one with the 
best technology is most likely to 
win," said Singh, adding that de- 
veloping critical and cutting- 
edge technologies indigenously 
will make the country self-suf¬ 
ficient, thus saving foreign ex¬ 
change which could be utilised 
for other development activities. 


Air Marshal Bhadauria to take 
over as IAF chief on Sept 30

AIR MARSHAL Rakesh Kumar 
Singh Bhadauria will become 
the next Chief of Air Staff, it was 
announced on Thursday. 

Air Marshal Bhadauria, who 
became Vice Chief of Air Staff 
in May this year, will take 
charge on September 30 when 
incumbent Air Chief Marshal 
B S Dhanoa retires. 

The government has de¬ 
cided to go with the senior- 
most officer in succession, as 
has been the general conven¬ 
tion, unlike in selecting General 
Bipin Rawat as the Army chief 
in 2017 and Admiral Karambir 
Singh as Navy chief earlier this 
year, both of whom had super¬ 
seded their seniors. 

Air Marshal Bhadauria and 
Air Chief Marshal Dhanoa were 
to retire together on September 
30. But with his elevation, Air 
Marshal Bhadauria will now re¬ 
tire on September 30, 2021. 
Chiefs of the three services retire 
either after serving as chief for 
three years, or on attaining the 
age of 62, whichever is earlier. 

This is not the first instance 
when both the chief and the 
vice-chief were to retire on the 
same day and the vice-chief 
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Air Marshal Bhadauria was a 
chief test pilot for Tejas and 
is one of the first IAF pilots 
to fly the Rafale jet. 


took over. The handover takes 
place at forenoon, thus facilitat¬ 
ing the vice-chief to take over 
just before he is due to retire. 

It last took place in 1991, 
when Air Marshal N C Suri took 
over from Air Chief Marshal S K 
Mehra even as both were to re¬ 
tire the same day. 

An alumnus of the National 
Defence Academy, the institu¬ 
tion he went on to head later, 
Air Marshal Bhadauria was 
commissioned in the fighter 
stream of the Air Force in June 
1980 and had won the Sword 
of Honour as he stood at the top 
in the overall order of merit. 

With more than 4,250 
hours of flying experience on 
26 types of fighter and trans¬ 


port aircraft, Air Marshal 
Bhadauria was a chief test pilot 
for Tejas, and has also led the 
flight test centre for the Light 
Combat Aircraft as its project 
director. He was one of the first 
pilots of the Indian Air Force 
(IAF) to fly the Rafale jets, 36 of 
which have been bought by 
India and the first will be deliv¬ 
ered soon. 

After flying a sortie in the 
Dassault-made Rafale in July, 
Air Marshal Bhadauria had said 
that the fighter jet will be “a 
game-changer” for the IAF 
from its planning perspective, 
and for “offensive missions and 
planning the kind of war we 
want to conduct in the coming 
years”. 

As Deputy Chief of Air Staff, 
he was also head of the con¬ 
tract negotiating committee for 
Rafale jets. 

Air Marshal Bhadauria has 
been Commandant of NDA, 
Deputy Chief of Air Staff at the 
Air headquarters, and Air 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief 
of Southern Air Command, and 
later the Training Command 
before being made the Vice 
Chief of Air Staff. 

He has been awarded the 
Param Vishist Seva Medal, the 
Ati Vishist Seva Medal, and the 
Vayu Sena Medal.

THE ENFORCEMENT Directorate 
told a Delhi court that it was irrel¬ 
evant that Karnataka Congress 
leader D K Shivakumar has dis¬ 
closed his income to the I-T de¬ 
partment, and just the fact that he 
paid taxes does not “make tainted 
property untainted”. 

The ED was opposing 
Shivakumar’s bail application in 
connection with a money-laun¬ 
dering case.

M Nataraj, appearing for the ED, 
said, “The declaration of property 
made by him is irrelevant. The 
question is how he acquired it. 
Even if he pays tax on it, it still re¬ 
mains tainted. By just paying tax, 
tainted property cannot be turned 
into untainted,” he said. 

“He says he is an agriculturist. 
Rs 1.38 crore from agricultural in¬ 
come is projected by him in the 
last 20 years. Entire property is 
Rs 800 crore. Saying Rs 1.38 crore 
was invested and became Rs 800 
crore is unbelievable... when you 
sow paddy, you don’t get gold.” 


Villagers Say Only Few Elders Raised Caste Issue 

After barring his entry, Karnataka village to felicitate MP

DAYS AFTER Gollarahatti village, a 
settlement of the Golla commu¬ 
nity inTumakuru’s Pemmanahalli, 
hit the headlines for denying en¬ 
try to Chitradurga MP 
A Narayanaswamy as he is from 
an “inferior caste”, residents de¬ 
cided to felicitate him and wel¬ 
comed him to the village on Friday. 

Recalling the incident, vil¬ 
lagers clarified that only a couple 
of elders questioned the MP’s en¬ 
try citing his caste. “The elders 
came up to the MP and said his 
entry to the village would be 
against their beliefs. Others came 
and stopped them and welcomed 
the MP, but he was hurt and went 
back,” former Panchayat presi¬ 


dent Dasappa said. 

He said the villagers have now 
realised that the MP is trying to 
bring in development ‘The teams 
from Biocon and Narayana 
Hrudayalaya, which came with 
the MP, assessed the village with 
regard to their Corporate Social 
Responsibility schemes. The vil¬ 
lagers were not used to politicians 
visiting as they have been neg¬ 
lected for a long time,” he added. 

Gollarahatti comprises 
around 150 huts and farmlands 
where residents farm ragi, paddy 
and groundnuts. Severe drought 
has hit the harvests since 2016, vil¬ 
lagers said. 

“Lack of basic amenities and 
drought conditions have added to 
our frustrations,” said Ashok D R, 
a villager. 

Meanwhile, Kannada actor 


Chetan and a group of social 
workers visited the village on 
Thursday as part of a Parivartana 
Rally organised to spread aware¬ 
ness among the residents. 


After interacting with resi¬ 
dents, Chetan told The Indian 
Express it is the collective respon¬ 
sibility of the government, edu¬ 
cated citizens and social workers 


to ensure that the idea of unity in 
diversity is taken to the last per¬ 
son in villages. “In Gollarahatti, 
casteism is not about dominance 
but a sign of lack of awareness and 
ignorance,” he said. 

Soon after the incident made 
news, Tumakuru Deputy 
Commissioner Rakesh Kumar K, 
SP K Vamsikrishna and Zilla 
Panchayat CEO Subha Kalyan on 
Wednesday visited the villagers. 

“It is not right to stop anyone 
from entering the village. We are 
aware of the problems faced by 
the residents of Gollarahatti and 
will initiate all measures to fulfill 
their demands...” Kumar said. 

SP Vamsikrishna said special 
awareness drives will be launched 
to ensure such incidents are not 
repeated. “We have not taken any 
action against those who denied 


the MP entry as he has not lodged 
any complaint,” he said. 

MP Narayanaswamy said, “It 
is true that I was hurt, but I will not 
file a case. I will visit them again 
and ensure that their grievances 
are addressed...” 

The villagers hope the atten¬ 
tion would help them voice their 
demands. 

“We are still deprived of clean 
drinking water... We have also 
asked the DC to take up drainage 
and road development work...” 
Narasimhappa, president of 
Pavagada Gollara Sangha, said. 

Sources from BJP’s Pavagada 
unit said they are hopeful of initi¬ 
ating a dialogue between the vil¬ 
lagers and the MP to address their 
long-standing demands, includ¬ 
ing resuming discussions on the 
promised Scheduled Tribe status. 


Oral evidence 
of idol at ‘garbh 
grill’ prior to 
1949, says SC

THE SUPREME Court on 
Thursday said that oral evidence 
had come on record that there 
was an idol at the “garbh grih ” 
(sanctum sanctomm) believed to 
be the birthplace of Ram below 
the central dome of the Babri 
Masjid even prior to 1949 and 
that Hindus had prayed to it. 

According to the Muslim side, 
idols were placed inside the cen¬ 
tral dome for the first time on the 
night of December 22-23,1949, 
by trespassers. 

Justice Ashok Bhushan, who is 
part of the five-judge Constitution 
bench hearing appeals against the 
September 30,2010judgment of 
Allahabad High Court, referred to 
the statement of one Hausila 
Prasad Tripathi, who said he had 
seen “one niche-placed idol” and 
“one photograph” in the sanctum 
sanctorum when he first visited 
Ayodhya in 1935 when he was 12- 
13 years old. 

Tripathi said he had gone to 
Ayodhya first in December 1935 
with his uncle Mata Prasad 
Tripathi and had since been a reg¬ 
ular visitor. He stated that pilgri¬ 
ms, after praying at the Chabutra, 
used to pray to the garbh griha 
from the “wall with bars” — after 
the 1855 communal riots, the 
British had installed railings at the 
disputed site to demarcate the 
area into two zones for Hindus 
and Muslims to pray separately. 

Justice Bhushan’s rejoinder 
came as Senior Advocate Rajeev 
Dhavan insisted that there was no 
evidence of Hindus praying to the 
central dome and it was the Ram 
Chabutra in the outer courtyard, 
which they believed was where 
Ram was born, where the idols 
were kept and worshipped. “So it 
may not be correct when you say 
there is no evidence. How we ap¬ 
preciate it is different?” asked 
Justice Bhushan. 

The bench headed by Chief 
Justice of India Ranjan Gogoi is 
hearing arguments against the 
Allahabad High Court verdict di¬ 
viding the disputed 2.77 acres 
into three equal portions. 

Justice Bhushan also referred 
to statements of other witnesses 
who visited the place and spoke 
about pilgrims praying to the 
sanctum santorum inside the 
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dome through the iron grill and 
offering flowers, etc. He cited the 
testimony of Ram Surat Tiwari, 
who said he visited the place in 
1942 with his brother Ram Keval 
Tiwari “who was in service of the 
Raja Saheb Ayodhya”. 

Dhavan countered this saying 
it was “not plausible evidence”. 
The senior counsel tried to blow 
holes inTripathi’s testimony and 
said he was stating what his uncle 
explained to him. Turning to 
Justice Bhushan, Dhavan re¬ 
marked, “I note some aggression 
in your Lordship’s stand.” Senior 
Advocate C S Vaidyanathan, ap¬ 
pearing for Ramlalla, said “it is un¬ 
fortunate” that such comments 
were being made. 

Justice D Y Chandrachud too 
intervened, after which Dhavan 
tendered an apology to the bench 
and Vaidyanathan. 

He then took the court 
through a cross-examination of 
witnesses and said their testi¬ 
monies were an afterthought and 
could not be considered evidence. 
The Ramjanmabhoomi question 
had already become an issue 
when these witnesses recorded 
their statements, he added. 

On Wednesday, the bench 
had pointed to the “close proxim¬ 
ity” of the ‘Ram Chabutra’ —lo¬ 
cated in the courtyard of the dis¬ 
puted site — to the railings and 
wondered whether Hindus, by 
praying at the railings, were actu- 
ally praying to something be¬ 
yond, to their deity whom they 
believed existed in the central 
dome of the mosque. 

On Thursday, Dhavan said 
“before 1989, there was no claim 
by Hindu parties that their prayer 
in the outer courtyard was to the 
alleged deity in the central dome”. 
He submitted that “there was the 
danger that in cases like this, con¬ 
jecture or suspicion may take the 
place of legal proof’. 

The Board’s counsel said that 
Ramjanmabhoomi was a post- 
1980 phenomenon. 


Accused in mob 
violence won’t get 
govt jobs in Bihar

WITH BIHAR reporting 39 cases 
of mob violence in which 14 
people were killed, the state gov¬ 
ernment has decided to act 
tough to send a message across. 

It has been decided that an 
accused in a mob violence case 
might lose his job if he is a state 
government employee; and if 
he is not a government em¬ 
ployee, he gets automatically 
disqualified for any job in the 
government, said a senior police 
official. State police have been 
gathering video footage from the 
media and local residents to 
identify more accused. 

So far, 345 people have been 
named in 39 mob violence cases 
in Patna, Sasaram, Jehanabad, 
Gaya and other districts. Police 
have arrested 278 people in con¬ 
nection with these cases. 

Most of these incidents were 
triggered by child-lifting ru¬ 
mours. Last month, four Gaya 
residents were beaten up badly 
on the suspicion that they are 
child-lifters. An old man and a 
mentally-challenged woman 
were killed by a mob in Patna in 
August on similar suspicision. 

Addl DGP, CID, Vinay Kumar 
said, “In mob lynching cases, we 
often book unidentified people. 
We are now focusing more on

identifying faces in the crowd 
with help of video footage gath¬ 
ered through media and local 
people. The objective is to ensure 
that people do not take law in 
their hands.” 

He said the accused could 
now lose government jobs and 
contracts. “In recent cases, over 
2,000 unknown people are 
booked. Despite several warn¬ 
ings, people continued to take 
law in their hands because of un¬ 
founded rumours,” said Kumar. 

Addl DGP (headquarters) 
Jitendra Kumar said the state po¬ 
lice had been closely monitoring 
these cases. “Chargesheets 
would be filed in most cases 
soon and we would also ensure 
speedy trial,” said Kumar. 

“Since almost 90 per cent 
mob violence cases in the past 
decade led to zero convictions, 
there is an urgency to gather 
more scientific evidence and 
name more accused. We need 
more convictions so that it 
works as a deterrant for lumpen 
elements.”

photographed twice; in some 
cases even thrice; photos re¬ 
peated, and photos repeated but 
shown as that of different tigers 
in the data set. 

Cubs: Population surveys 
typically disregard very young 
tigers because of their high mor¬ 
tality. The cut-off age for the all- 
India tiger estimation is vari¬ 
ously described as 12-18 months 
in government reports. Using 
this yardstick, The Indian Express 
weeded out photos of cubs be¬ 
low 12 months in age — these 
added to 46. 

FAULTY COUNTING BY 
FLANKS: This is less obvious but 
very glaring. A tiger has unique 
stripes on its right and left flanks. 
As per the counting method, two 
facing camera-traps are installed 
that simultaneously photograph 
both flanks of a tiger when it 
passes through. 

A unique tiger is determined 
by its two unique flanks. 
Sometimes, a camera may not go 
off and only one flank is cap¬ 
tured. In such cases, these single¬ 
flank photos are compared with 
corresponding flanks in the data 
set to rule out repetition. 

TO ILLUSTRATE: Say, in a forest, 
10 unique tigers have been iden¬ 
tified based on their complete 
photos that capture both flanks 
for each. Distinct from these 10, 
let’s assume that the cameras 
have also captured eight unique 
single-flank photos: say, five 
right and three left. Since any 
combination of the five unique 
right and three unique left flanks 
could, possibly, belong to the 
same tiger, the smaller set of sin¬ 
gle flanks should be discarded. 
So the total number of individ¬ 
ual tigers should be 10 plus five 
— 15. But in the official survey, 
it’s been counted as 10 plus five 
plus three, 18. 

Going by this statistical rule, 
136 photos need to be discarded. 

UNIDENTIFIABLE: At least 49 
photos were of either indis¬ 
cernible stripes or material in¬ 
sufficient (only whiskers, tail etc) 
for identification. A specialised 
software, ExtractCompare, is 
commonly used to match tiger 
stripe patterns. This software re- 
quires clear reference points 
(head/shoulder, hip-joint/tail 
etc) to create a 3-D surface 
model and then display the most 
likely matches within a data set. 

So, a photo depicting only the 
head or rump of a tiger may be 
useful, said experts, for record¬ 
ing a re-capture event but should 
not be counted as a unique indi¬ 


vidual. For example, a head-only 
photo cannot be used to confirm 
identity even if a single unique 
tiger in the data does not have its 
head in the frame. 

In all, these 282 discarded 
photos bring the number of pho- 
tographed individual tigers 
down from 1,696 to 1,414 — 221 
less of the government’s claim of 
1,635 tigers. 

India switched from the 
highly subjective pugmark count 
method to camera-traps for esti¬ 
mating tiger numbers after The 
Indian Express exposed in a se¬ 
ries of reports in 2005 the local 
extirpation in Rajasthan’s Sariska 
tiger reserve and the dismal state 
of conservation in a number of 
other reserves. The Tiger Task 
Force appointed subsequently 
by the then prime minister rec¬ 
ommended a slew of reforms. 

The first estimate with the 
new method in 2007 corrected 
the inflated tiger numbers from 
over3,000 to 1,411. The next cen¬ 
sus reported a 21% jump to 1,706 
in 2011. This was followed by a 


massive 30% increase in 2015 
that now appears to be inflated. 
This July, the government cele¬ 
brated a remarkable 33% rise in 
tiger numbers to 2,967. That re¬ 
port, including 2,461 pho¬ 
tographed tigers, is awaited. 

Not just photographs, a close 
analysis of the Government’s 
own reports show glaring dis¬ 
crepancies. 

Consider these: 

■ Announcing an estimated 
2226 tigers for India in January 
2015, the government claimed 
that 1,540 unique tigers were 
photographed in a summary re¬ 
port released on the occasion. 

■ Weeks later, this was re¬ 
placed by a second report that 
claimed 1,686 unique individu¬ 
als identified from photos and 
DNA analysis. 

■ Curiously, months later, a 
third report claimed all “1,686 
individual tigers” were identified 
from “30,922 usable photo-cap¬ 
tures of tigers” through “com¬ 
puter aided comparisons of 
stripe patterns”, and annexed 


1,696 photos. 

There are inconsistencies in 
details of DNA analyses as well: 

■The second report said that 
85 of 419 samples collected from 
12 sites across the country for 
DNA analyses were confirmed as 
tiger droppings and these be¬ 
longed to 47 different tigers. 

■ The third report revised 
this to: 86 of 369 samples col¬ 
lected from 13 sites belonged to 
51 different tigers. 

An illustrative case of diver¬ 
gent data is from Bihar and its 
only tiger reserve Valmiki. The 
first report claims 28 unique 
tigers were photographed in 
Bihar. The second report brings 
it down to 21. But the third report 
has three versions: it carries 21 
photos of individual tigers for 
Valmiki in its annexure but on 
page 159, it claims 23 were pho¬ 
tographed. Then, on page 20, it 
gives the reserve’s total tiger 
count as 22. 

Take Rajasthan. The first re¬ 
port claims 51 tigers were iden¬ 
tified through photographs. 


JAYMAZOOMDAAR 
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ON SEPTEMBER 12, The Indian 
Express shared the findings of its 
investigation with the three lead 
authors of the all-India tiger esti¬ 
mation reports Y V Jhala and 
Qamar Qureshi of the Wildlife 
Institute of India (WII) and Rajesh 
Gopal of the Global Tiger Forum 
(GTF); and with Anup Kumar 
Nayak, chief of the National Tiger 
Conservation Authority (NTCA), 
seeking their comments on the 
discrepancies found. 

Six days later, on September 
18, the WII uploaded a modified 
photo album on its website with a 
corrigendum. It read: “The origi¬ 
nal 2014 tiger photo album had a 
few errors that were due to typos 
and pasting of the same photos in 
multiple places. These errors had 
crept in during copy-editing by 
the printer and have now been 
rectified in the uploaded corrigen¬ 
dum album for all camera trap 
photos obtained by the forest de¬ 
partment of states and WII.” 

The modified album has 
brought down the number of to¬ 
tal photos from 1,696 to 1,686and 
reduced the number of unique 
tigers claimed from 1,635 to 1,540 
— but that’s still 126 more than a 
maximum of 1,414 individuals 
found in the data. 

Of the 282 photos found un¬ 
fit by The Indian Express, the 
modified album has dropped at 
least five (3 duplicate and 2 
unidentifiable) and changed at 
least 19 (18 duplicate and 1 cub). 
Of these 18 “new,” photos, two 
are still duplicates and another 
two are now cubs. 

In a written response to The 
Indian Express, Jhala said: “It is not 
possible to add all sites (numbers 
given in the annexures) to come 
up with total unique tigers be¬ 
cause there are common tigers 
between sites and adding up in¬ 
dividual sites will lead to double 
counting of common tigers. Only 
a subset of the 1,686 tigers pho-

tographed/scat identified were 
used...to obtain the National 
Estimate of2,226. For population 
estimation, tigers above the mid¬ 
shoulder height of mothers were 
included in the analysis, while 
photographs of all tigers are in¬ 
cluded in the photo album, since 
this information is useful for solv¬ 
ing poaching cases... Though 
there are some typographical er¬ 
rors and pasting errors in the al¬ 
bum, considering the magnitude 
of the data and scale of the sur¬ 
veys, these were small and incon¬ 
sequential to the population as¬ 
sessment of 2014.” 

Jhala did not specify how 
many of the 1,686 photos were 
used for statistical analysis and the 
rationale for annexing only 1,686 
photos out of “30,922 usable 
photo-captures of tigers.” 

On inconsistent numbers of¬ 
fered in three reports, Jhala said: 
“Please do not refer to this 24- 
page (first) summary report since 
there were typographical errors 
which were corrected in the Final 
report.” He did not comment on 
the inconsistent claims in the fi¬ 
nal report. 

On the inconsistencies in the 
DNA analyses data, he claimed 
some samples were analysed af¬ 
ter the summary report was pub¬ 
lished. “We identified 158 unique 
individuals (not all were used for 
population estimation). The table 
used for depicting the minimum 
numbers is only a sub-sample of 
these 158 individuals,” he said, 
without specifying the rationale 
for selecting this apparently ran¬ 
dom subset. 

On discrepancies in figures for 
Bihar and Rajasthan, Jhala said: 
“The correct number of tigers 
photo-captured in Valmiki is 21, 
On page 159 the number of 23 is a 
typographical error. The correct 
figure for Rajasthan is 48 adult 
tigers that were photo-captured 
in Ranthambhore, Sariska, 
Keladevi and Ramgarh, plus 15 
cubs. The range on the state’s tiger 
numbers 39-51 refers to the sta¬ 
tistical standard error range.” 


photographed. In another part 
of the report, the lower range of 
the state’s tiger number is put 
at 39. 
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THE GUJARAT High Court on 
Thursday dismissed a set of 59 
petitions moved by farmers 
against land acquisition for the 
Centre’s Ahmedabad-Mumbai 
bullet train project. 

In their petitions, the farmers 
had challenged the land acquisi¬ 
tion process adopted by the 
Gujarat government for the proj¬ 
ect, and also demanded four 
times the prevailing market rates 
as compensation for their land. 

Upholding the land acquisi¬ 
tion process adopted by the 
state, the High Court kept the is¬ 
sue of compensation open while 
giving the farmers the liberty to 
approach the government for it 
at the appropriate time. 

A division bench of Justices 
Anant Dave and Biren Vaishnav 
pronounced the judgment on a 
set of petitions moved by farmers 
from south Gujarat. The project 
for the 508-km long bullet train 
corridor is being implemented by 
a special purpose vehicle — the 
National High Speed Rail 
Corporation Limited (NHSRCL) — 
at a cost of Rs 1.08 lakh crore. 

Advocate Archana Amin, who 
represented NHSRCL in court, 
said the farmers had challenged 
the process adopted by the 
Gujarat government for acquir¬ 
ing land, under the amended 
Right to Fair compensation & 
Transparency in Land Acquisition, 
Rehabilitation and Resettlement 
(Gujarat Amendment) Act, 2016. 

The petitioners contended 
that as the bullet train is an inter¬ 
state project, the Centre is the ap¬ 
propriate authority for land acqui¬ 
sition and Gujarat government 
cannot initiate the process by is¬ 
suing notifications under the pro¬ 
visions of the amended 2016 Act. 

Amin said the Railways 
Ministry has issued a notification

“So, the court has observed 
that in view of the presidential 
ascent, the notification can and 
may have retrospective effect,” 
said Amin. 

The other aspect raised by 
the petitioners was about social 
impact assessment (SIA) of the 
project. The NHSRCL had con¬ 
tended that under the amended 
2016 Act, the SIA was not 
mandatory. However, it added, 
as per the guidelines of the Japan 
International Cooperation 
Agency (JICA), an assessment 
was carried out by the company. 
JICA is funding the project. 

The amended 2016 act of the 
Gujarat government was an 
amendment to the Central Act of 
2013 related to land acquisition. 
In the 2013 Act of the Centre, SIA 
was compulsory for land acquisi¬ 
tion for any project However, that 
provision was dropped by the 
2016 amended Act, which has got 
the President’s ascent as well. 

In their petitions, the farmers 
also raised the issues of compen¬ 
sation and rehabilitation & reset¬ 
tlement (R&R) and demanded 
that they be paid four times the 
prevailing market rate. 

Amin said, “The court has kept 
the issue of compensation open 
because this is not the proper 
stage of the project for the same. 
The court has held that the farm¬ 
ers can make appropriate de¬ 
mand when the stage of compen¬ 
sation is reached in the project...” 

Expressing disappointment 
over the judgment, farmers’ ad¬ 
vocate Anand Yagnik said they 
would move the Supreme Court. 
Not only farmers, around 1500 
non-farmers whose properties 
are going to be affected due to the 
project, will also join the farmers 
in the apex court, he said.

FUGITIVE DIAMOND merchant 
Nirav Modi, wanted in India in 
connection with the nearly $2 bil¬ 
lion Punjab National Bank fraud 
and money laundering case, was 
on Thursday further remanded to 
judicial custody until October 17 
by a UK court, which said it was 
working towards his extradition 
trial hearing in May 2020. 

The 48-year-old appeared 
before the Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court in London 
from his prison via videolink for 
a routine “call-over” hearing. 

Judge David Robinson told 
Nirav Modi, who is fighting extra¬ 
dition to India, that there was 
nothing “substantial” to deal with 
and that the court was working 
towards a five-day extradition 
trial hearing for May 11-15,2020. 

A team of officials from the 
Enforcement Directorate (ED) 
and CBI were present in court for 
the brief hearing, required under 
UK law every 28 days pending an 
extradition trial. There is also 
likely to be a case management 
hearing in the case ahead of the 
trial in February next year. 

Nirav Modi has been lodged 
at Wandsworth prison in south¬ 
west London, one of England’s 
most overcrowded jails, since his 
arrest in March on an extradition 
warrant executed by Scotland 
Yard on charges brought by the 
Indian government, being repre¬ 
sented by the UK’s Crown 
Prosecution Service in court. PTI 


Karnataka govt to shift Winter 
Session from flood-hit Belagavi 
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THE BJP government in 
Karnataka has decided to shift 
the venue of the annual Winter 
Session of the state legislature 
from the north Karnataka city of 
Belagavi to Bengaluru on ac¬ 
count of the ravages of the recent 
floods in the Belagavi region. 

“Officials in Belagavi said they 
would be hard-pressed to hold 
the Winter Session on account of 
the necessity to carry out flood re¬ 
lief work. As a result, the Winter 
Session will be held in Bengaluru 
from October 14 to 26,” Law and 
Parliamentary Affairs MinisterJ C 
Madhuswamy said. 

According to a statement re¬ 
leased by the state government, 
872 villages were affected and 4.15 
lakh people were displaced in 
Belagavi by the floods last month,

which also resulted in the collapse 
of70,000 homes. “The reason for 
shifting the Belagavi session is to 
allow officials to focus on flood re¬ 
lief work instead of the legislature 
session. The decision was taken 
on the basis of reports given by of¬ 
ficials and for the benefit of vic¬ 
tims,” the statement said. 

The opposition Congress and 
JDS have called the decision a 
move to avoid facing the wrath of 
people in Belagavi over delays in 
announcing a flood relief package 


for the region. 

“The fear of providing answers 
on the lack of relief measures to 
the people of Belagavi has forced 
the state government to shift the 
venue of the session,” Congress 
leader Siddaramaiah said. 

Chief Minister B S 
Yediyurappa accused the 
Congress of indulging in politics. 
“The flood situation is the same 
in about six to seven states. Funds 
will be released to all the states at 
the earliest by the Centre,” he said. 


Kerala HC says Internet 
access a fundamental right

THE KERALA High Court on 
Thursday said the right to access 
Internet is a fundamental right 
and part of the right to education. 

A bench of Justice P V Asha 
was acting upon a petition moved 
by college student Faheema 
Shirin, questioning the restric¬ 
tions imposed on use of mobile 
phones at her college hostel. 

The court admitted the con¬ 
tention of the petitioner that the 
Internet, accessed through mobile 
phones or computers, gave an op¬ 
portunity for the students to 
gather information. 

As per rules of the girls’ hos¬ 
tel at Sree Narayana College, 
Kozhikode, inmates were not al¬ 
lowed to use mobile phones 
from 6 pm to 10 pm. Shirin and a 
few others were sacked from the 


college hostel after they refused 
to follow the rule. 

Shirin then approached the 
High Court, saying the restrictions 
have affected her learning as she 
could not access Internet using 
her mobile phone. The curbs on 
the use of mobile phones 
amounted to a violation of funda¬ 
mental right to freedom of speech 
and expression under Article 
19( 1) (a) of the Constitution of 
India, her plea said. 

She said she wanted to bring 
a change in the mindset of the 
college authorities. “The restric¬ 
tion on mobile use was only at 
the girls’ hostel. The boys’ hostel 
did not have any such restric¬ 
tions. Hence, I decided to fight 
against this discrimination,” she 
said. 

Shirin said, “I am an English 
literature student and I have 
been clearing doubts by surfing 
in the Internet, accessed through 
mobile phone.” 


THE SUPREME Court Thursday 
asked the Uttar Pradesh Home 
Secretary to appear before it on 
September 23 to respond to a 
minor Muslim girl’s plea chal¬ 
lenging an Allahabad High Court 
order declaring her marriage in 
June as void. 

A bench of Justices N V 
Ramana and Ajay Rastogi was up¬ 
set the state had not responded 
to the plea despite it being given 
time. It added that “under the 
above circumstances, we are 
compelled to seek the appear¬ 
ance of Secretary, Department of 
Home, Lucknow, U.P. on Monday, 
the 23rd September, 2019”. 

The 16-year-old has claimed 
that under Mohammedan law, a 
female who has attained the age 
of puberty, that is 15 years, can 
take independent decisions for 
her life including marriage. 

The HC had said that since 
she is a “minor”, her case will be 
governed by the Juvenile Justice 
(Care and Protection) Act, 2015. 

In her appeal, the girl said she 
had performed ‘nikah’ with the 
man she loved on her own voli¬ 
tion under Mohammadan law. 

The girl’s father had lodged a 
police complaint alleging she 
was kidnapped. 


Venkaiah asks corporates to help boost govt efforts on tourism 
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OBSERVING THAT tourism is a 
major engine for economic 
growth and creation of employ¬ 
ment, Vice President M 
Venkaiah Naidu on Thursday 
asked the corporate sector to 
supplement the efforts of gov¬ 
ernments in developing tourist 
destinations and promoting 
tourism in the country. 

“From Kanyakumari to 
Kashmir, India has many scenic 
and pilgrimage destinations with 
relevance to Indian history, culture, 


mythology and heritage. There is 
a great scope and need to develop 
tourist circuits on specific themes 
to attract the tourists having spe¬ 
cial interest in visiting such places,” 
Naidu said, releasing Himalayan 
Odyssey, a book written by M P 
Veerendra Kumar, Rajya Sabha 
member and chairman and man¬ 
aging director of Mathrubhumi 
Group of publications. 

Himalayan Odyssey is the 
English translation of Kumar’s 
Malayalam book Haimavathab- 
huvil, which had won Kendra 
Sahitya Akademi and Kerala 
Sahitya Akademi awards. 

Arguing that “tourism is a

major engine for economic 
growth and for creation of em¬ 
ployment in sectors like hospi¬ 
tality, transport and empowers 
local communities”, Naidu said, 
“While the Central and state gov¬ 
ernments are doing their bit to 
develop tourist spots and pro¬ 
mote tourism, I would like to 
suggest to the corporate sector 
to supplement the efforts of the 
governments.” 

“As a matter-of-fact, corporate 
bodies like CII, FICCI and 
Assocham should identify 
tourism places which are less de¬ 
veloped and fund their develop¬ 
ment and beautification. From 


pilgrim tourism to adventure 
tourism: from eco-tourism to 
wellness tourism, incredible India 
has plenty to offer. Wherever pos¬ 
sible, PPP model should be imple¬ 
mented to make India one of the 
most attractive global tourist des¬ 
tinations,” he added. 

He echoed Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi’s suggestion that 
people, especially the youth, 
must visit at least 15 tourist des¬ 
tinations within India by 2022 to 
give boost to domestic tourism. 
“By going around the country, 
you will be knowing the history, 
culture, heritage...that will really 
help. That gives you knowl- 


edge....One of the reasons for my 
coming up in public life has been 
intensely touring around the 
country...meeting, greeting, talk- 
ing, walking, spending time 
there....,” he said. 

Talking about his book and 
rapid environmental degrada¬ 
tion, Kumar said, “The Ganges is 
in danger, Will it last long? Six of 
the rivers, including 
Brahmaputra, Ganga, 

Yamuna...will its last this cen¬ 
tury?... we don’t know. Will we 
have enough oxygen to breath by 
the end of the century...we don’t 
know...we have to see that for our 
existence, nature has to exist.” 


JOURNALISTS IN Jammu and 
Kashmir are intimidated by the 
prevailing situation in the Valley 
and fearful of authorities moni¬ 
toring their movement, email, 
and phone calls, said Anuradha 
Bhasin, executive editor of 
Kashmir Times, who has peti¬ 
tioned the Supreme Court 
against the communication 
blockade in Kashmir as a viola¬ 
tion of Article 19, which guaran¬ 
tees the freedom of speech and 
expression. 

Bhasin was speaking 
Thursday at the Mumbai Press 
Club on the subject “Media in 
Kashmir.” 

“The communication block¬ 
ade has made it extremely diffi¬ 
cult for journalists. There are no 
editorials... columns have disap¬ 
peared and instead, there are ar- 
ticles on how to clean your 
homes, how to pray, about how 
technology is not necessary for 
everything. The official version 
is that everything is normal in 
the Valley,” said Bhasin. 

KashmirTimes, where Bhasin 
works, is Jammu-based and was 
launched by her father, the late 
Ved Bhasin. “We don’t know 
what is happening on the other 
side,” she said. The Srinagar edi¬ 
tion of the paper has not been 
published since August 5. Bhasin 
said clamping down internet is 
denying people of their funda¬ 
mental rights. 

The discussion was moder¬ 
ated by Resident Editor of The 
Indian Express, Nirupama 
Subramanian. 

Aspi Chinnoy, Constitutional 
lawyer, questioned the legality 
of the communication blockade 
and detentions of politicians and 
others. “The government cannot 
move against the entire popu¬ 
lous of a state and then say it is 
for public order. What is worry¬ 
ing is that our institutions are not 
coping with it as they should 
have. There is no question asked 
from the court to the govern¬ 
ment under what law this has 
been done.”

ED searches premises 
linked to K D Singh

THE ENFORCEMENT Directorate 
(ED) searched the residence and 
offices associated withTMC Rajya 
Sabha MP K D Singh in Chand¬ 
igarh and Delhi on Thursday. 

Agency sources said the sear¬ 
ches — which came hours after 
West Bengal Chief Minister 
Mamata Banerjee met Home 
Minister Amit Shah — were con¬ 
ducted in connection with a 
money-laundering case involving 
a company owned by Singh. The 
firm allegedly swindled Rs 1,900 
crore of investors’ money through 
aponzi scheme. 

Injanuary this year, the ED had 
attached assets worth more than 
Rs 239 crore belonging to Singh 
and his firm. 

The ED probe is associated 
with financial transactions of 
Singh’s firm Alchemist Infra Realty 
Ltd (AIRL), which was earlier pros¬ 
ecuted by Securities and Exchan¬ 
ge Board of India (SEBI) for dup¬ 
ing investors through the scheme. 

The ED had earlier attached 
assets “situated at various places 
like Chandigarh, Panchkula, Dera- 
bassi, SAS Nagar (Punjab), Shimla” 
belonging to the company apart 
from accounts in HDFC Bank. 

The central probe agency had 
last year summoned the Member 
of Parliament, now sidelined in

theTrinamool Congress (TMC), as 
part of these investigations. While 
Singh had resigned as chairman 
ofthe Alchemist group in2012, his 
Rajya Sabha profile mentions him 
as Chairman Emeritus and 
founder of the business group. 

The ED’s probe against Singh 
and Ms Alchemist Infra Realty 
Limited dates back to September 
2016, when it filed a criminal case 
under the PMLA taking cog¬ 
nizance of a chargesheet filed 
against the company, its directors 
and others by SEBI.

the ED said in a statement earlier.

A DAY after West Bengal Chief 
Minister Mamata Banerjee in¬ 
vited Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi to inaugurate the Birbhum 
coal block, Rajya Sabha MP 
Swapan Dasgupta on Thursday 
urged him not to inaugurate it un¬ 
less proper environmental clear¬ 
ances are received and a rehabili¬ 
tation package is given to the 
affected people. 

During her meeting with the 
Prime Minister on Wednesday, 
Banerjee invited him to inaugu¬ 
rate Deocha Pachami coal block in 
Birbhum after Durga Puja. 

Dasgupta, who was nomi¬ 
nated to the Upper House by the 
BJP-led government, wrote to the 
Prime Minister on Thursday, say¬ 
ing that if he inaugurated the coal 
block at this juncture, it would 
lead to “serious distortions" and 
open way for unscmpulous oper¬ 
ators. “The plans are at a very early 
stage and there has been no study 
of its likely social and environme¬ 
ntal consequences. The process of 
securing environmental clearan¬ 
ces has not yet begun," he wrote. 

He further wrote that the area 
where the coal block was located 
was populated by vulnerable tribal 
groups and plans for rehabilitation 
ofthe displaced people had notyet 
taken shape. “In recent weeks, 
Birbhum district has been gripped 
by political violence and there are 
serious charges of police high¬ 
handedness. There is a suspicion 
that some of the violence may be 
triggered by land sharks. Given 
these factors, I feel that your pres¬ 
ence at a formal inauguration of 
the project after the Durga Puja fe¬ 
stival may send all wrong signals.” 

Dasgupta added that the 
Prime Minister’s presence at such 
an event might indicate that all 
necessary formalities were com¬ 
pleted and mining was likely to be 
operational within a short time.

TN govt orders 
probe into 
ad mi ssions in 24 
medical colleges

CHENNAI, SEPTEMBER19 

THE TAMIL Nadu government has 
ordered an inquiry into the admis¬ 
sions to 24 medical colleges in the 
state this year after a case of im¬ 
personation of a student appear¬ 
ing for the National Eligibility Cum 
Entrance Examination (NEET) 
exam came to light. 

According to a senior police of¬ 
ficer investigating the case, the 
student, who was attending 
classes at the Government Theni 
Medical College, was found with 
contradicting identity details in 
the college application and the 
NEET 2019 marks card. 

“A further probe revealed 
that the student who actually 
appeared for the NEET exam was 
different from the student who 
got admitted for the course and 
attended classes, even though 
their names were same,” the 
officer said. 

“Certificate verification has 
now proved that the photo of the 
Theni Medical College student 
was different from the student 
who wrote the NEET exam. 
Preliminary probe shows that 
the student attending classes did 
not go through counselling too. 
We have started inquiries and 
there may be arrests soon,” the 
officer said. 

Dr R Narayana Babu, the 
Director of Medical Education 
(DME), told The Indian Express that 
a departmental inquiry has also 
been ordered into this issue. “Top 
officials of Theni medical college 
had come to Chennai today and 
briefed us about the case,” 
Babu said. 

According to Babu, the matter 


came to light following an email 
complaint to the medical educa¬ 
tion authorities. “The com¬ 
plainant, who is not a medical stu¬ 
dent, sent an email saying that 
there is a first-year medical stu¬ 
dent attending classes in Theni 
Medical College impersonating 
another student. The complaint 
said there was a difference be¬ 
tween the photos of the student 
in the NEET application and the 
student attending classes inTheni 
Medical College," he said. 

Babu said only a police inves¬ 
tigation will help expose the 
truth behind the impersonation. 
“We can only conduct an inquiry. 
We have launched a probe in all 
24 medical colleges now. Our of¬ 
ficials are rechecking admissions 
of each and every student, their 
photo, admit cards, hall tickets 
and certificates with their latest 
photos,” he said. 

A source in Theni Medical 
College said the initial inquiry is 
leading to a larger fraud in the en¬ 
tire admission process. “We have 
unverified information that the 
student who wrote the NEET 
exam was actually hired to write 
it for those who may not clear it 
on their own. Only a detailed 
probe by the police will reveal it,” 
the source said. 

Meanwhile, after the probe 
was ordered, the student who 
was attending classes submit¬ 
ted a letter, requesting to discon¬ 
tinue the course and citing 
“depression”. 

Promising that he will pay the 
discontinuation fee, the student’s 
letter, addressed to the DME in 
Chennai, sought a discontinua¬ 
tion certificate citing “severe de¬ 
pression and due health and 
family issues”. 


MP: 6 held for 
running syndicate 
to honey trap 
politicians, officials

MADHYA PRADESH police have 
arrested five women and a man 
for allegedly running a syndicate 
to extort money from senior gov¬ 
ernment officials and politicians 
after threatening to circulate their 
videos and photographs in com¬ 
promising positions. 

The racket came to light after 
an official of Indore Municipal 
Corporation (IMC) filed an FIR in 
Palasia Police Station on Tuesday, 
alleging that a woman was trying 
to blackmail him and asked for 
money for not circulating his 
video clips. 

The complainant alleged that 
Aarti Dayal, a resident of Minal 
Residency in Bhopal, was de¬ 
manding Rs 3 crore over Whats- 
App calls and messages. The com¬ 
plainant said he knew the woman 
for a few months, but she started 
blackmailing him only recently. 

When Aarti, 29, came to col¬ 
lect the first instalment of Rs 50 
lakh, police took her into custody 
along with Monika Yadav(18) and 
Omprakash Kori (45), who drove 
with her from Bhopal to Indore. 
Aarti told police that she ran an 
NGO. She also told the police that 
Shweta Jain, another resident of 
the same colony, introduced her 
to the IMC officer. Shweta, 39, has 
also been arrested. Police recov¬ 
ered Rs 14.17 lakh and several 
video clips from her home. 

According to police, Aarti vis¬ 
ited Indore with Monika and 
filmed a video. Monika, a resident 
of Rajgarh, told the police that she 
had come to Bhopal a year ago to 
study. Another Shweta Jain, 48, 
who lived in a bungalow owned 
by a BJP MLA was arrested. The 


legislator told the media that he 
rented out his house through a br¬ 
oker and was not aware of her cre¬ 
dentials. Another woman, Barkha 
Soni, 34, was nabbed from her 
home in Kotra-Sultanabad. 

The accused have been re¬ 
manded in the custody of Indore 
Police for three days. Political cir¬ 
cles are abuzz with mmours that 
senior politicians, bureaucrats and 
IPS officers had become victims of 
the syndicate. 

Indore SSP Ruchi Vardhan 
Mishra said investigation was on 
to know if the syndicate was being 
mn by someone other than those 
already in custody. Asked about 
the number of victims who might 
have fallen prey to it, the SSP said 
only one complainant has come 
forward so far. “We can’t go on 
opening every video clip and doc¬ 
uments on the laptops. If there are 
more victims, they should come 
forward,” she said. 

One of the women arrested 
was formerly associated with the 
Mahila Morcha of BJP. Home 
Minister Bala Bachchan said, 
“Police will not spare anyone. 
Every angle will be probed.” 

Pointing to the BJP link, Cabi¬ 
net Minister Govind Singh said it 
reflected on the “BJP’s character”. 

BJP spokesperson Rajneesh 
Agrasar said one of the accused 
may have been associated with 
the BJP in the past, but “more fin¬ 
gers are being pointed towards the 
ruling party”. He said there should 
be a fair probe into the matter. 

A senior bureaucrat was re¬ 
cently shunted out to another de¬ 
partment after video clips show¬ 
ing him in a compromising 
position went viral. While no 
complaint had been registered in 
the case, it is now leamt that this 
syndicate could be involved.

New Delhi: The Supreme Court Thurs¬ 
day criticised Uttar Pradesh governm¬ 
ent for allegedly allowing private claims 
on reserved forest in Mirzapur district 
since 1994 in violation of its orders. 

“You were sleeping for 26 years and 
now you are asking us to remove every¬ 
one,” a bench of Justices Arun Mishra, 
M R Shah and B R Gavai remarked while 
hearing a plea by the state which urged 
the court to quash all such illegal claims 
settled after the July 18,1994, the cut¬ 
off date fixed by the apex court. 


“What were you doing all these 
years? Do you not have any disciplinary 
control over these forest officers?” the 
bench asked Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta, who appeared for the state. 

Mehta pointed out that the though 
the court had fixed the 1994cut-off date 
for settlement of claims way back 
inl986, the illegalities continued. 

In 1994, he said, the apex court had 
said no third party or industry could be 
allotted land in these reserved forests, 
but this was flouted. Even claims of 


some PSUs like National Thermal Power 
Corporation, Northern Coalfields Limi¬ 
ted and Uttar Pradesh State Electricity 
Board were allowed, he added.

FORMER BRITISH prime minis¬ 
ter David Cameron released his 
memoirs on Thursday, in which 
he speaks of getting on well 
with “saintly” former Indian 
prime minister Manmohan 
Singh, who even confided in 
him about the prospect of mil¬ 
itary action against Pakistan in 
case of another Mumbai-like 
terrorist attack. 

‘For The Record’ is a chroni¬ 
cle of 52-year-old Cameron’s 
personal and professional life, 
specifically covering the period 
between 2010 and 2016 when 
he was in charge at Downing 
Street and had close interac¬ 
tions with both Singh, as well 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi. 


“I got on well with Prime 
Minister Manmohan Singh. He 
was a saintly man, but he was 
robust on the threats India 
faced. On a later visit, he told me 
that another terrorist attack like 
that (2008) in Mumbai in July 
2011, and India would have to 
take military action against 
Pakistan,” notes Cameron, as he 
recalls one of his many visits to 
India during his time in office. 

“When it came to India, I ar¬ 
gued that we needed a modern 
partnership — not one tinged 
with colonial guilt, but alive to 
the possibilities of the world’s 
oldest democracy and the 
world’s largest democracy. 
Many of Britain’s most success¬ 
ful business leaders and cultural 
figures are from the Indian di¬ 
aspora community and would 
be our greatest weapons in the

endeavour,” he adds. 

As part of a considerable fo¬ 
cus on the India-UK relation¬ 
ship in his memoirs, the 52- 
year-old former Conservative 
Party politician is all praise for 
the two Indian leaders and re¬ 
lives hugging Modi on stage 
during his address at Wembley 
Stadium in November 2015. 

He recalls: “Hot on [Chinese 


President] Xi’s heels came the 
new Indian PM, Narendra Modi. 
There were several ‘moments’ 
including the largest ever gath¬ 
ering of the Indian diaspora in 
the UK at Wembley Stadium.” 

On a more personal note, 
Cameron speaks fondly of trav¬ 
elling around Delhi in a ‘tuk tuk’ 
and walking through the slums 
of Mumbai in the pouring rain 
to visit a community project. 

In particular, he delves in de¬ 
tail into his historic visit to the 
Golden Temple in Amritsar dur¬ 
ing the “largest” UK trade mis¬ 
sion he led to India in 2013 and 
became the first British prime 
minister to express regret for 
the Raj-era Jallianwala Bagh 
massacre at the site. 

Cameron recalls: “For a long 
time, friends and colleagues in 
the British Indian community 


had encouraged me to go to the 
Golden Temple in Amritsar. The 
holiest of Sikh sites had been 
the scene of a massacre in 1919, 
when British Indian Army sol¬ 
diers fired upon a peaceful pub¬ 
lic meeting, killing hundreds 
of people.” 

“Ahead of my visit there was 
an internal row about whether 
I should say ‘sorry’. But ulti¬ 
mately, I felt that expressing re¬ 
gret for what I described in the 
memorial’s book of condolence 
as a ‘deeply shameful event in 
British history’ was appropriate. 
I knew what it meant to British 
Sikhs that their prime minister 
made that gesture, and I’m glad 
I did so.” 

Cameron resigned as prime 
minister in June 2016, a day af¬ 
ter Britain voted to leave the 
European Union (EU). 


President appoints five judges 
for Karnataka, Calcutta HCs

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER19 

THE PRESIDENT on Thursday 
appointed five High Court judges 
— four for the Karnataka High 
Court and one for the Calcutta 
High Court. 

Advocates S R Krishna Kumar, 
Ashok Kinagi, Suraj Govindaraj 
and Sachin Magadum were ap¬ 
pointed as judges in the Karnataka 
High Court and advocate Kausik 
Chanda in the Calcutta High Court 

The five appointments come 
at a time when vacancies in high 
courts have soared to an all-time 
high this year. According to data 
released by the Ministry of Law 
and Justice, as on September 1, 
the 25 high courts across the 
country had 414 vacancies 
against the sanctioned strength 
of 1,079judges. 


Other recommendations 
made by the Supreme Court 
Collegium to the same high 
courts along with these five ap¬ 
pointees are pending. 

On March 25, the Collegium 
recommended eight advocates 
for elevation from the nine names 
sent from the Karnataka High 
Court. While four of those have 
been appointed, the recommen¬ 
dations for Indrakumar Arun, 
Mohammed Ghouse, 

E Seetharamaiah Indiresh and 
Vishwajith Shetty are pending. 

In December last year, the 
Calcutta High Court Collegium, 
headed by then Chief Justice 
Debasish Kar Gupta, sent names 
of nine advocates to the SC 
Collegium. However, it picked 
only five advocates — Jaytosh 
Majumdar, Amitesh Banerjee, 
Raja Basu Chowdhury, Lapita 
Banerji and Sakya Sen. 


On January 10, the HC 
Collegium, headed by then Acting 
Chief Justice Biswanath 
Somadder, made two more rec¬ 
ommendations — Additional 
Solicitor General Kausik Chanda 
and Ranajit Chatterjee. 

However, on July 24, the SC 
Collegium in a separate resolution 
recommended Chanda for judge- 
ship and remitted Chatterjee’s 
candidature to the HC since his av¬ 
erage net professional income is 
below the prescribed income 
limit. All six names were recom¬ 
mended in two different resolu¬ 
tions on the same day. 

While Chanda is an 
Additional Solicitor General ap¬ 
pointed by the central govern¬ 
ment in 2015, Mazumdar, 
Banerjee and Sen are state gov¬ 
ernment advocates, pleaders and 
standing counsels appointed by 
the West Bengal government.

tional courtrooms have 
been created near the exist¬ 
ing court no. 10 which have 
been numbered as court no. 
16 and court no. 17,” an offi¬ 
cial circular said on 
Thursday. 

The judges’ strength in 
the Supreme Court was re¬ 
cently increased from 31 to 


34, necessitating the addi¬ 
tional arrangement. 

On Wednesday, the 
Union government cleared 
four new names recom¬ 
mended by the SC 
Collegium — Justices V 
Ramasubramanian, Krishna 
Murari, S Ravindra Bhat and 
Hrishikesh Roy. 

They will be sworn in on 
September 23. 


Misappropriation in 
KALLA scheme: BJP

THE ODISHA BJP on 
Thursday demanded an 
“impartial inquiry by an in¬ 
dependent agency"into 
what it called was “misap¬ 
propriation of Rs 170 crore” 
in KALIA Direct Benefit 
Transfers through payment 
of Rs 5,000 to 3.4 lakh inel¬ 
igible beneficiaries, 

Krushak Assistance for 
Livelihood and Income 
Augmentation scheme 
(KALIA) states that all eligi¬ 
ble farmers, who own 2.5-5 
acres of agricultural land, 
will be provided Rs 10,000 
per family as assistance for 
cultivation. Each eligible 
family has received 
Rs 5,000 for the previous 
agricultural season. 

Odisha BJP leader 
Prithviraj Harichandansaid, 
“We have raised concerns 
about ineligible beneficiar¬ 
ies from before the elec¬ 
tions. When the govern¬ 
ment does not have the list 
of beneficiaries, how is it 
implementing the 
scheme?” 


On Wednesday, 
Agriculture Minister Arun 
Sahoo had said, “There was 
a survey of who was eligible 
and ineligible, 12,000 large 
farmers have been identi¬ 
fied, 9,000 payees turned 
out to be minors, 20,000 
turned out to be govern¬ 
ment employees or pension 
holders. Overall, it (number 
of undeserving beneficiar¬ 
ies) will come to 3 lakh." 

This statement 
prompted questions from 
the BJP and Congress as to 
how so many ineligible 
beneficiaries crept in. Later, 
BJD spokesperson Pratap 
Deb clarified, “The number 
of 3.41 lakh beneficiaries is 
dispersed across four cate¬ 
gories... So if you use the 
word ‘aniyamita’ (ineligible) 
for beneficiaries, then this is 
the number (32,000).” 

The state government 
released a statement. “Out 
of 51.05 lakh beneficiaries, 
only 32,000 have been 
found to be ineligible... That 
the ineligible beneficiaries 
are less than 1 per cent 
shows the robustness of the 
process followed in the 
scheme.” 


Chandrayaan-2 
orbiter module 
functioning 
normally: ISRO 

Pune: The Indian Space Research 
Organisation (ISRO) said on 
Thursday the orbiter module of 
the Chandrayaan-2 space mis¬ 
sion was functioning normally 
and performing experiments as 
planned. 

“A national-level committee, 
consisting of academicians and 
ISRO experts, are analysing the 
cause of communication loss 
with the lander,” ISRO said, in a 
brief statement on its website. 

The Vikram lander had failed 
its attempt to make a soft-land¬ 
ing on the moon’s surface on 
September 7. ISRO has said the 
orbiter module has located the 
lander and taken thermal im¬ 
ages of it. 

Meanwhile, PTI quoted the 
deputy project scientist of 
NASA’s Lunar Reconnaissance 
Orbiter (LRO), John Keller, saying 
that its spacecraft has snapped a 
series of images during its flyby 
on September 17 of Vikram’s at¬ 
tempted landing site. 

In Thursday’s statement, 
ISRO said all the payloads on the 
orbiter - 8 - were “powered" and 
that initial trials had been “com¬ 
pleted successfully”. ENS

ON WEDNESDAY, the UN Population 
Division released the dataset 
International Migrant Stock 2019. 
While the size of the Indian diaspora 
in other countries was reported in The 
Indian Express on Thursday, the ex¬ 
haustive dataset also showed striking 
trends in international migration into 
India. The number has been consis¬ 
tently going down in the last three 
decades; from 75.9 lakh in 1990, the 
international migrant population is 
51.5 lakh in 2019, the dataset showed. 

The United Nations said in a state¬ 
ment that these estimates were based 
on official national statistics of foreign 
populations gathered from censuses. 
“These numbers reflect any person 
who is moving or has moved across 
an international border, regardless of 
citizenship status or motive — mean¬ 
ing the data encompass people who 
have moved either intentionally or in¬ 
voluntarily,” it said. 

The 51,54,737 international mi¬ 
grants in 2019 represent just 0.4 per 
cent of the total population of India. 
In contrast, the international migrant 
population across all countries is 27.2 
crore, who represent 3.5 per cent of 
the total global population. Of these 
27.2 crore, 1.75 crore are Indian mi¬ 
grants living in various countries. 

Of the international migrants in 
India in 2019, the country of origin for 
31 lakh — or just over 60 per cent — 
was Bangladesh. Another 21 per cent 
were originally from Pakistan and 10

per cent from Nepal. 

The proportion of refugees among 
the international migrants has varied 
over the years. While the actual count 
is down from 2.12 lakh in 1990 to 2.08 
lakh in 2019, their proportion among 
all international migrants has in¬ 
creased, from 2.8 per cent in 1990 to 4 
per cent in 2019. 

The proportion of women among 
international migrants in India, at 48.8 
per cent, is higher than the 47.9 per 
cent proportion of women among in¬ 
ternational migrants across countries.

PM will attend Monday’s high-profile special summit aimed at identifying concrete and urgent solutions, 
but India has said it is already doing its best — UN Secy Gen’s new asks should be for developed nations

UN SECRETARY General Antonio Guterres has 
convened a special Climate Action Summit on 
Monday, at the start of the annual General 
Assembly session, in a bid to nudge countries 
to do more to fight climate change. He has told 
world leaders to come with ‘concrete’ and ‘re¬ 
alistic’ proposals to enhance the actions that 
they are already taking. 

While Prime Minister Narendra Modi is 
among several leaders due to attend the 
Secretary-General’s meeting, India has al¬ 
ready said it was in no position to upgrade 
its climate action plan. Instead, it has re¬ 
minded the developed world that they have 
been woefully short of fulfilling their obliga¬ 
tion of providing money and technology to 
developing countries to help them deal with 
the impacts of climate change. 

Why a special summit? 

This is not the first time that a special meet¬ 
ing on climate change is taking place on the 
sidelines of the General Assembly session. A 
similar meeting happened last year. But this 
year, the meeting has a bigger profile, with 
close to 60 heads of state or government, in¬ 
cluding France’s President Emmanuel Macron, 
German Chancellor Angela Merkel, and British 
Prime Minister Boris Johnson, likely to attend. 

But what makes this meeting different 
from earlier efforts is the intention of the 
Secretary-General not to let this become an¬ 
other talk shop. Bring concrete plans, not 
speeches, Guterres is reported to have told 
the world leaders in a letter inviting them for 
the meeting. More specifically, he has asked 
countries to bring their action plans in line 
with the objective of reducing global green¬ 
house gas emissions by 45 per cent by 2030, 
and to “net zero” by 2050. In addition, he has 
also identified nine areas in which he would 
like the countries to do more. 

What are the climate action plans he is 
talking about? 

Under the 2015 Paris Agreement, every 
signatory nation is supposed to finalise and 
submit a set of time-bound actions that it 
would take to combat climate change. The first 
set of action plans, called nationally deter¬ 
mined contributions or NDCs, was submitted 
in 2015. The Paris Agreement also says that 
the NDCs should be updated every five years, 
with each subsequent NDC being stronger and 
more ambitious than the previous one. 


As per the five-year cycle, countries have to 
submit their second NDCs by next year. But the 
Secretary-General is asking the countries to 
make specific additional commitments at 
Monday’s meeting. In addition, he has also ap¬ 
pealed to the countries to promise not to set up 
any new coal plants after 2020, stop subsidies 
on fossil fuels, and levy additional taxes on pol¬ 
luters. Importantly, he has asked all countries 
to commit to net zero emissions by 2050. 

Why has India refused? 

India has said its NDC already represents 
its “best effort”, keeping in mind its develop¬ 
ment imperatives. In a discussion paper re¬ 
leased earlier this week, the government said 
the “new asks” from the Secretary-General, 
“in particular net zero emissions, mean a 
sweeping change across the entire economy”. 
It has said this target should be kept only for 
developed countries. 

“This can be a global aspirational goal and 
developed countries must be on track to take 
measures and legislate for net zero emissions 
by 2050. But it cannot be a goal for develop¬ 
ing countries as the technologies have not pro¬ 
gressed and aren’t all available yet for develop¬ 
ing countries. And the past performance on 
both finance and technology front is just not 
reassuring for them,” it has said. 

In the discussion paper, India has repeat¬ 


edly called out the developed world for their 
failure to provide adequate finance and tech¬ 
nology to developing countries. It has pointed 
out that the finance needs specified by the de¬ 
veloping countries in their NDCs in 2015 adds 
up to $4.4 trillion. India alone requires $206bil¬ 
lion by2030 to implement only the adaptation 
programmes in agriculture, forestry, water re¬ 
sources, and infrastructure. The total cost of 
carrying out all the promised actions in the 
NDCs would cost $2.5 trillion by 2030. 

What the developed countries have made 
available is meagre in comparison. Developed 
countries have promised to mobilise at least 
$100 billion every year from 2020 for the de¬ 
veloping countries. But even on that count, 
they are way behind the target as of now. 

“As per latest data available of Climate 
Funds Update, the actual pledges from devel¬ 
oped to developing countries for climate fi¬ 
nance is around only $30 billion, whereas de¬ 
posits and approval are around $26 billion and 
$19 billion respectively,” India has said. 

It has said any call for climate actions at 
this stage “should should set in motion a seri¬ 
ous discourse on climate finance required to 
take climate actions effectively”. 

India has said while it will continue to “do 
its best” on climate actions, it would not com¬ 
mit to any long-term goal, like a net-zero 
emission target for 2050, at this stage. Under 


the Paris Agreement, countries are supposed 
to undertake a stock-take of their actions in 
2023 to see whether these were in line with 
the objective of keeping the global rise in 
temperature to below 2°C from the pre-in¬ 
dustrial times. 

“Given this, India will be better placed to 
consider a mid-term assessment of its actions 
and suitably recalibrate through re-examina- 
tion and improvement when the global stock¬ 
take takes place in 2023. For the present, India 
may only be in a position to elaborate or clar¬ 
ify its post 2020 climate actions already 
pledged in its NDC,” it has said. 

So, what is expected to come out of 
Monday’s meeting then? 

A new UN report just ahead of Monday’s 
meeting says at least 112 countries had ex¬ 
pressed their intent to revise their NDCs, with 
75 of them promising to enhance its ambition. 
The other 37 have proposed to bring more 
data and information in their NDCs. In addi¬ 
tion, at least 53 countries had said they were 
working to finalise long-term strategies, like a 
net-zero goal by 2050. Only 14 countries, to¬ 
gether accounting for 26 per cent of global 
emissions, had categorically said they would 
not revise their NDCs. 

Many countries are likely to make these 
announcements at Monday’s meeting. 


How a 65-year-old maths problem was solved 

An algorithm, a supercomputer, 2 mathematicians, unused power from 5 lakh home PCs: for ‘fun and philosophy’

TAKE THE number 9. It can be expressed as the 
sum of 0,1 and 8, which are respectively the 
cubes of 0,1 and 2. Or take 17, which is 1 + 8 + 
8, or the sum of the cubes of 1,2 and 2. How 
many other numbers from 1 to 100 can be ex¬ 
pressed as the sum of the cubes of three inte¬ 
gers (whole numbers, positive or negative)? 

This is a puzzle with its roots in 1954-55, 
when it was described by University of 
Cambridge mathematicians. It is not as easy 
as it may look. While 9 and 17 provide solu¬ 
tions with positive cubes, some numbers re¬ 
quire negatives. For example, 11 is 27 - 8 - 8, 
which can be expressed as (- 8)+(- 8)+27, or 
the sum of the cubes of - 2, - 2, and 3. Other 
numbers can be much trickier, requiring large 
cubes that include negatives. Such as 51, which 
is the sum of the cubes of - 796,602 and 659, 


or (- 504,358,336)+218,167,208+286,191,179. 

As it turns out, not every number has a so¬ 
lution. During their search for solutions, math¬ 
ematicians have deduced a mle showing that 
certain numbers cannot be expressed as the 
sum of three cubes. For the numbers that do 
not come under this rule, they kept looking 
for solutions, and found them one by one. 

Just two solutions were proving elusive 
— for 33 and 42. In March this year, a solu¬ 
tion was finally found for 33. This month, the 
same mathematician teamed up with an¬ 
other to find a solution for 42, putting the 
problem finally to rest. 

The point of it all, if any 

Why should it matter whether we can or 
cannot express a certain number as the sum 
of three cubes? “Mostly it’s just a bit of fun,” 
said Andrew Booker of the University of 
Bristol, the mathematician who worked on 
the solutions for both 33 and 42. “More seri¬ 


ously,” Booker added in his email to The 
Indian Express, “as number theorists, our in¬ 
terest in this sort of problem borders on 
philosophical, along the lines of‘Is it even 
possible to solve this problem?”’ 

There are many mathematical problems 
that are easy to state but hard to solve; it has 
also been discovered that there are problems 
that are actually impossible to solve. 

In March, the journal Research in Number 
Theory published Booker’s solution for 33 as 
the sum of three cubes, which he had found 
using a computer algorithm. Now, Booker and 
another mathematician, Andrew Sutherland 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
have used the same algorithm to solve for 42. 

Tough search and discovery 

Some numbers can be expressed as the 
sum of three cubes in more than one way. For 
example, 10 is 1 +1 + 8 (the cubes of 1,1 and 2) 
and also 64 - 27 - 27 (the cubes of4, -3, - 3). 


For any integer, there is a conjectural for¬ 
mula for the average density of the solutions, 
Booker said. “For 33 and 42 that density is 
particularly low,” he said. 

Booker spent weeks on a supercomputer 
before he found an answer for 33. For 42, 
Booker and Sutherland used Charity Engine, a 
crowdsourced platform that harnesses unused 
computing power from over 500,000 home 
PCs. It needed over a million hours of pooled 
computing, which translated into much less 
in real time. “We had some teething problems 
with getting the code up and mnning on their 
network, but once we got going it took less than 
a week to find the solution,” Booker said. 

The number 42 is the sum of the cubes of 
(i) 12,602,123,297,335,631; (ii) 

80,435,758,145,817,515; and (iii) minus 
80,538,738,812,075,974. And 33 is the sum 
of the cubes of (i) 8,866,128,975,287,528; (ii) 
minus 8,778,405,442,862,239; and (iii) mi¬ 
nus 2,736,111,468,807,040. 


Brick by brick, how a municipality, govt, builders created a crisis in Kochi

ON MONDAY, Kerala’s Maradu municipal¬ 
ity will report to the Supreme Court on its 
compliance with the court’s order, passed 
on May 8, to demolish four posh apartment 
complexes that have come up close to the 
backwaters of Kochi in violation of Coastal 
Regulatory Zone (CRZ) rules. 

But around 350 families who live in the 
apartments have refused to leave, giving up 
their homes and investments that are esti¬ 
mated to add up to Rs 350 crore. 

Flats, builders, residents 

The apartments are on the banks of 
canals that are part of the network of back¬ 
waters in Kochi’s highly developed Maradu 
suburb. The Jain Coral Cove complex was 
built by Jain Housing and Constmctions; the 
twin towers of Holy Faith H20 by Holy Faith 
Builders; the Golden Kayaloram complex by 
K P Varkey and V S Builders; and Alfa Serene 
by Alfa Ventures. Together, these complexes 


have 343 dwelling units. Residents include 
filmmakers, businessmen, professionals, as 
well as elderly retirees. Members of this 
roughly 1,500-strong community have been 
living in the apartments for up to eight years. 

2005-07: Early problems 

In 2005-06, the then CPM-controlled 
Maradu panchayat (it became a municipal¬ 
ity in 2010) issued five permits to build 
apartment complexes. No construction 
took place on one of these permits. 

As per directives issued by the Kerala 
Coastal Zone Management Authority 
(KCZMA) and the state Science and 
Technology Department in 2005, self-gov¬ 
ernment bodies were required to obtain the 
Authority’s clearance for construction in 
coastal areas. However, then Maradu pan¬ 
chayat secretary M Asharaf failed to forward 
the applications for the permits to KCZMA 
for CRZ clearance. 

The vigilance wing of the Town Planning 
Department subsequently stumbled upon 
anomalies in 31 building permits, includ¬ 
ing the ones issued to the real estate devel¬ 


opers. The state’s Local Self Government 
Department asked for the revocation of the 
permits and, in May 2007, the Maradu pan¬ 
chayat issued notices to all the builders. 

Case in the High Court 

After all four builders moved the Kerala 
High Court against the Maradu panchayat 
notices, a Single Judge Bench issued an in¬ 
terim order staying all action by the pan¬ 
chayat, including existing ‘stop’ memos is¬ 
sued to the builders. The interim order gave 
the panchayat liberty to issue fresh ‘stop’ 
memos that would be legally tenable — 
however, neither the Maradu local body nor 
the KCZMA did anything. 

The builders grabbed this opportunity 
to complete the construction, and then 
moved court to have the buildings num¬ 
bered by the local body. Apartments started 
selling, their buyers confident that all issues 
would be sorted out ultimately. 

In 2013, when the flats were already oc¬ 
cupied, Maradu municipality appealed the 
2007 Single Bench order, alleging anomalies 
in the building permits, including violations 


of CRZ norms. The KCZMA joined the case. 

But the Division Bench gave them no re¬ 
lief, and instead blasted the municipality and 
its secretary. In its June 2,2015 order, the 
court said that if the local authority had failed 
to comply with the KCZMA’s directives on 
the local authority’s obligations while pro¬ 
cessing applications for the permits, the per¬ 
mit-holders couldn’t be held responsible. 

“We must record our anguish about the 
manner in which the Maradu municipality 
and its secretary had conducted themselves. 
They were merely issuing permits and allow- 
ing the builders to proceed with the con¬ 
structions. After substantial progress was 
made, the municipality had become sud¬ 
denly wiser on receipt of a letter from the 
government. Therefore, this is a situation 
which has been created by the municipality 
itself and the entire blame for this should be 
accepted by them,” the Division Bench said. 

Appeal in Supreme Court 

In 2016, the KCZMA moved a special 
leave petition in the Supreme Court against 
the Maradu municipality. It said that the 



area is part of a tidally influenced water 
body, a critically vulnerable coastal area 
where constmction is strictly restricted, and 
that the permissions were given in viola¬ 
tion of statutory provisions. 

The Supreme Court, after hearing 
KCZMA and Maradu municipality, said no 
finding had been recorded either by the 
Single Bench or the Division Bench on 
whether the area was in CRZ Category-Ill, 
II, or I. On November 27 last year, the court 
formed a three-member committee to as¬ 
certain whether the areas where the build¬ 
ings stood were in CRZ-III or in other cate¬ 
gories. The only question was whether the 
area falls in CRZ-III, the court said. 

The committee, comprising a govern¬ 
ment Secretary, the Ernakulam district col¬ 
lector, and the Maradu municipality secre¬ 
tary, said in its report that the currently 
applicable Kerala Coastal Zone 
Management Plan was approved in 1996, 
in which Marad was a panchayat area, and 
hence in CRZ-III category. But since the pan¬ 
chayat was upgraded to a municipality in 
2010, the area was shown in CRZ-II category 


in the draft CZMP prepared as per the CRZ 
Notification 2011, and submitted to the 
Union Ministry of Environment and Forests. 
Until the government approves the CZMP 
draft, the CZMP of1996 would remain valid. 

What builders say 

According to the builders, as Maradu 
municipality falls under CRZ-II as per the 
CZMP approved earlier this year, the build¬ 
ings are in compliance with CRZ norms as of 
today. They have said that Marad panchayat 
had passed resolutions thrice before 2010 
against CRZ-III categorisation, and had 
asked the Authority for a correction. 

The builders had banked on earlier ver¬ 
dicts related to CRZ violations, in which the 
courts had generally favoured them. In 
2003, while considering a petition against 
Lakeshore Hospital on the banks of a canal 
in Maradu, the High Court had said it was 
“at a loss to understand how this rule (CRZ) 
could be pressed into service”. The govern¬ 
ment, too, had told the court that the CZMP 
had been incorrectly prepared, and that a 
fresh one would be issued.

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Taxing times 

Sluggish tax collections are likely to upset spending plans. 
Government needs to explore other ways to shore up revenues 

A SLOWING ECONOMY has taken its toll on the government’s tax revenues. 

Advance tax collections have grown by a mere 6 per cent between April to 
mid-September this year, as against a growth of 18 per cent over the same 
period last year. Within direct taxes, corporate tax collections have grown 
by just 6.5 per cent over the period, while personal income taxes have grown by a mere 
3.5 per cent over this period, lower than even the nominal GDP growth of 8 per cent in 
the first quarter of2019-20. With direct tax collections now having to more than double 
over the next six-odd months to meet the budgeted target of Rs 13.35 lakh crore, a slow¬ 
ing economy will exacerbate the situation: The Centre will find it difficult to meet the fis¬ 
cal deficit target of 3.3 per cent of the GDP this year. 

There is concern on the indirect tax side too. A slowdown in consumption — private 
consumption grew by just 3.1 per cent in the first quarter of2019-20 down from 7.2 per 
cent in the previous quarter — will further drag down the goods and services tax (GST) 
collections. By some estimates, the required monthly run-rate for GST collections has al¬ 
ready jumped to around Rs 1.18 lakh crore per month for the rest of 2020. Achieving 
this, with consumption sputtering, will be challenging. But it isn’t just the Centre alone. 
State finances will also be under pressure this year. First, subdued tax revenues mean that 
the divisible tax pool, 42 per cent of which is shared with states, will be lower than what 
has been budgeted for, reducing tax devolution to states. Second, last year, devolution 
to states was carried out on the basis of the revised revenue estimates of 2018-19 pre¬ 
sented in the Budget. But actual tax collections, as per the Controller General of Accounts, 
were significantly lower. This implies that devolution to states last year may have been 
higher than what was required. It is possible that this adjustment is being undertaken 
in the current financial year which will further reduce tax devolution. Then, there are also 
concerns that revenue collected through the compensation cess may not be enough to 
compensate states this year. 

Part of the shortfall in the Centre’s tax revenue this year will be made up by the RBI 
transferring Rs 58,000 crore more than what was budgeted for. But this alone may not be 
enough. One option before the Centre is to ramp up its stake sales in PSUs. While the gov¬ 
ernment has budgeted to collect Rs 1.05 lakh crore through disinvestment this year, it 
could opt for a more aggressive disinvestment/privatisation programme to alleviate fis¬ 
cal concerns, while generating resources to ramp up its capital expenditure. 


Vapourised 

Ban on e-cigarettes smacks of hypocrisy and an arbitrary 
exercise of executive authority 

S MOKING IS INJURIOUS to health, and the use of tobacco products has been 
linked to a host of diseases, including various cancers and cardiovascular ail¬ 
ments. According to WHO, tobacco causes over 10 million deaths annually in 
India. In the US, the figure stands at 4,80,000. “Vaping", or the use of e-ciga- 
rettes (called ENDS or Electronic Nicotine Delivery Systems), has resulted so far in seven 
confirmed deaths in the US. Cigarettes, chewing tobacco and related products continue 
to be legal in India, and through being heavily taxed as well as via the government’s stake 
in domestic tobacco giants, significantly add to the earnings of the exchequer. However, 
on Wednesday, the Union government announced an ordinance banning ENDS. In terms 
of first principles as well the purported concern for citizens’ health, the ban on e-ciga- 
rettes smacks of hypocrisy and an arbitrary exercise of executive authority. 

The Promulgation of the Prohibition of Electronic Cigarettes Ordinance provides for 
imprisonment of up to one year and/or fines up to Rs 1 lakh for the first offence, impris¬ 
onment of up to three years and a fine up to Rs 5 lakh for a subsequent offence. Those 
possessing ENDS must suo motu turn them over at the local police station, else face the 
harsh consequences of the executive decree. Meanwhile, the tobacco industry has wel¬ 
comed the move and share prices of ITC and VST Industries registered a sharp increase 
in the wake of the ban. In the worst-case scenario, vaping will be as bad as smoking. And 
like cigarettes, ENDS must be regulated, come with health warnings, not be sold to mi¬ 
nors, etc. Like other “sin goods”, they can be taxed to the point of disincentivising their use. 
By banning ENDS and maintaining the status quo on tobacco products, the government 
is in danger of giving the impression that it is protecting the tobacco industry’s interests 
against a disruptor in that market. 

The e-cigarette ban is a symptom of a larger malaise — governing by the brute force 
of a hammer when the subtlety of a scalpel is required. “Vaping” is as much a social and 
cultural phenomenon as it is a public health issue. For older smokers, it can offer a path 
to quitting and for the youth, it can be aspirational. That the Centre has refused even to 
engage with this aspect, and, instead moved to push vaping underground by banning it 
shows laziness in engaging with a complex problem. Prohibition does not work. A con¬ 
versation about the reasons for addiction just might. 


Pulp horror 

Shyam Ramsay, who headed up the Ramsay Brothers, bows 
out of a world that is stranger than any potboiler 

J UST A YEAR after the world discovered moving pictures, and audiences flung them¬ 
selves out of the way of the Lumiere brothers’ train, it discovered horror in George 
Melies’ The House of the Devil (1896). About 90 years later, the genre came to Indian 
audiences through the goregrinding work of the Ramsay Brothers. The death of 
Shyam Ramsay, who headlined the productions of the seven Ramsay brothers, brings 
down the curtain on that era, when audiences thrilled to horror that was anything but so¬ 
phisticated and thought-provoking. 

The Ramsays did cheap and wholly satisfying productions focused on gore, tears, 
adrenaline and other bodily fluids. They were following the great tradition of pulp hor¬ 
ror, which was one of the mainstays of Hollywood from the time of Lon Chaney. Its thread 
leans towards Cthulhu, zombie apocalypse and House of Wax, and diverges from the 
rather more cerebral line of Nosferatu and Frankenstein. Pure entertainment, it does not 
tax the little grey cells and was the rage for decades in American cinema before the Ramsay 
Brothers got in on the act. 

It is believed that horror flourishes in good times, when people enjoy being reminded 
of the dark side. But humanity’s appetite for the macabre is actually a reflection of real¬ 
ity. One of the pictures running to full houses in Delhi during the 1984 “riots” was James 
Cameron’s debut Piranha II: Flying Killers (tagline: “Now they can fly! ”). Ramsay films like 
Do GazZameen ke Neeche and Darwaza appeared in the Seventies, when India had its first 
brush with autocracy. American audiences during the Cold War had sublimated fears of 
invasion by embracing Invasion of the Body Snatchers. And now that reality everywhere 
is outstripping cinema for bizarre creativity, a new wave of horror may be imminent. The 
Ramsays, who started it all, will be missed. 
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The Hindi scare 

Idea of one country, one language was 
bequeathed to us by colonialists

UNLIKE IN THE past when the Hindi Divas 
would go by rather uneventfully, the day got 
special attention this year. Tweeting in Hindi, 
Union Home Minister Amit Shah said: 
“Today, if one language can do the work of 
uniting the country, then it is the most spo¬ 
ken language, Hindi. There is so much influ¬ 
ence of English on us that we cannot talk in 
Hindi without its help." The minister also said 
that people should realise that if languages 
are lost to foreign influence, “we will be sev¬ 
ered from our culture”. 

Do we then assume that after 72 years of 
independence, the country is not united 
enough? What is it that divides India that the 
country needs a unifying factor that can only 
be a language? And does that language have 
to be Hindi? 

For a country that often ascribes all its ills 
to colonialism, it is strange that India needs 
to subscribe to a very European notion — one 
country, one language. The idea that a lan¬ 
guage represents a nation is one of colonial¬ 
ism’s gifts to us. The complex process of 
modern nation building in colonial countries 
involved questions of cultural unity. How 
could a country claim historical and cultural 
continuity, stretching back to centuries, other 
than through language, especially its writ¬ 
ten form? Language and literature held the 
key to this project of cultural continuity from 
a unique and great past. Almost all European 
nations had such projects, which they be¬ 
queathed to the nations they colonised. 
Despite having several languages and dialec¬ 
tal differences, European nations adopted 
their national languages through an elitist 
and exclusionary project. Today, this idea of 
linguistic unity is being contested from sev¬ 
eral quarters, including by immigrants from 
India. There are, of course, exceptions like 
Switzerland which has been a relatively sta¬ 
ble country for long without ever having a 
single national language. 

It is ironic that our animosity towards 
English makes us blind to the fact that En¬ 
glish gave us the idea of a singular nation: 
One nation, one language. At no time in the 
history of the Subcontinent was there a need 
to showcase national unity through one lan-

guage or one culture until after colonialism. 

The imposition of Mandarin, Russian or 
Urdu have rarely fulfilled all the aims of those 
who initiated such projects. Does Urdu unify 
Pakistan? All totalitarian regimes — commu¬ 
nist, militarist, right-wing or even social-wel¬ 
farist — seem to share an anxiety about plu¬ 
rality.

Given this, should Hindi sustain the burden 
of the country’s history, its people, and their 
contesting cultures? And can it do so? 

To quote Shah again: “To preserve our an¬ 
cient philosophy, our culture and the mem¬ 
ory of our freedom struggle, it’s important that 
we strengthen our local languages and that 
there is at least one language, Hindi, that the 
nation knows.” What is our ancient philoso¬ 
phy and culture is matter for another debate. 
But is Hindi the carrier of such a history? 

What exactly is “Hindi”? Modern stan¬ 
dard Hindi evolved from the interaction of 
early speakers of Khari Boli with speakers of 
different languages from the northern part 
of the Subcontinent and elsewhere. 
Although the current push is for a standard¬ 
ised and Sanskritised Hindi, spoken Hindi 
has largely been influenced by Persian — and 
then English, among other languages. The 
history of Hindi is much more recent than 
many languages of India, say Tamil, Kannada, 
Telugu, and so on. 

Why does such a recent and diverse his¬ 
tory become so important today? What is so 
threatening about English? Is this only a 
sense of culture, a belonging, or does it also 
denote certain socio-economic and political 
asymmetries? Hindi, in relation to English, 
does denote several asymmetries. But then, 
so does Hindi in relation to more than 780 
other Indian languages, especially a 
Sanskritised Hindi that cannot, and proba¬ 
bly will not, get rid of its associations with 
caste. That is why most marginalised castes 
and indigenous communities of India prefer 
English, a language devoid of caste memory 
and a language that provides mobility. 

While diversity is in itself important, we 
need to also talk about the knowledge sys¬ 


tems that are steeped in every spoken lan¬ 
guage — one that has its own history, litera¬ 
ture (oral or written), relationship with the 
local economy, with people’s lives, the way 
they understand the world around them and 
the relationships with other languages 
around them. As American linguist, Nancy 
Dorian writes: “A good many people, espe¬ 
cially those who speak unthreatened lan¬ 
guages, are likely to have trouble imagining 
that they themselves could ever be brought 
to the point of giving up on their own ances¬ 
tral language and encouraging their children 
to use some other language instead”. 

A multitude of languages means resist¬ 
ance, empowerment, many life-worlds, 
many knowledge systems and mobility. That 
is why all totalitarian regimes seek to erase 
such multitudes. Forget resistance, how can 
people speak in another tongue as fluently 
as a native speaker whose language also hap¬ 
pens to be the national language? The first 
step towards autocracy is erasure of tongues, 
erasure of speech. 

If English, as the cultural studies scholar 
Madhava Prasad argues, is a bane for a mod¬ 
em democracy — since a majority of Indians 
do not have access to it — can Hindi be a 
boon for democracy? Given the present gov- 
ernment’s policies — on education, lan¬ 
guage, pretty much everything — it is diffi¬ 
cult to find democratic intent in its 
promotion of Hindi. 

Tony Joseph, drawing from recent work 
in genetics, archaeology, and linguistics, 
points to how the Harappan Civilisation pre¬ 
cedes the Sanskritic/Vedic culture. This 
means Sanskrit was never the language of 
Harappan Civilisation. There are pointers to¬ 
wards the undeciphered language of the 
Harappan Civilisation as being proto- 
Dravidian. Do we then declare the Dravidian 
language group — or one Dravidian language 
— as the national language? I vote for my lan¬ 
guage, Kodava.

THE REGIONAL COMPREHENSIVE Economic 
Partnership (RCEP) aims to bring the 10 
countries of ASEAN with Australia, New 
Zealand, South Korea, India, China and Japan 
to create the world’s largest trading block. If 
it comes into being, RCEP will constitute 
more than 40 per cent of the global popula¬ 
tion and almost half of world’s economy. It 
consists of three of the six largest economies 
of the world, especially, the two fastest grow¬ 
ing large economies — India and China. Out 
of the top 16 countries with the largest GDP, 
six belong to the proposed RCEP. 

There is a huge debate in India over join¬ 
ing RCEP. India’s allies in Southeast Asia, as 
well as Australia, want India to join it to bal¬ 
ance China. On the other hand, many in India 
feel that RCEP will aggravate India’s burgeon¬ 
ing trade deficit with China. The Indian in¬ 
dustry feels that China does not provide a 
level playing field for items that they could 
export, especially in fields like pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, information technology, films, indige¬ 
nous medicines, wellness and yoga. Some of 
these are founded on opacity that surrounds 
the Chinese government’s decision making.

Indian industry far more competitive. RCEP 
does provide Indian industry a huge market 
to grow and expand, provided it transforms 
and the government frees it from bureau¬ 
cratic controls that have been stifling growth. 

There is a tendency amongst many in 
India to undermine the entrepreneurial skills 
of Indians. When import access was given to 
Chinese goods, it did not eliminate Indian in¬ 
dustry. Of course, some industries which are 
uneconomical, have not modernised and im¬ 
bibed new technologies will fall by the way 
side. More significantly, opening up markets 
and reducing tariffs will benefit consumers. 
The automobile, telecom and even IT boom 
would not have been feasible without liber¬ 
alisation. Similarly, the recent spurt in solar 
power generation is directly a result of the 
availability of cheap imported solar films. 

The apprehensions about China’s non¬ 
tariff barriers are not unfounded. But, China’s 
track record shows that it has scrupulously 
followed multilateral arrangements. By en¬ 
tering RCEP, India may be able to get greater 
market access to even China as it is vulnera¬ 
ble due to its ongoing trade war with the US. 
More significantly, with China facing the de¬ 
mographic crunch, India could easily edge it 
out, if we go for economies of scale, made 
feasible by a large trading block like RCEP. 

India’s presence in this trading block 
could lead to a large number of multination¬ 
als shifting their production facilities from 
China to India, as that would enable them to 
access Chinese markets, without being pres¬ 


ent there, to comply with US sanctions. This 
could also bring in huge investments from 
many companies in the West. 

With the Trans-Pacific Partnership hav¬ 
ing unraveled, it is quite feasible that a post- 
Trump US administration may join RCEP if it 
takes off. More significantly, RCEP is nothing 
but a natural follow up of India’s Act East pol¬ 
icy. India’s main strength lies in the services 
sector and it must therefore, ensure that 
RCEP includes unbridled access for Indian 
service providers as well as a liberalised visa 
regime for people working in these fields. 
Similarly, protection will need to be ensured 
for some sensitive industries crucial for na¬ 
tional security. Some temporary protection 
may be required for certain sectors of agri¬ 
culture, crucial for food security. RCEP is one 
sure shot way of forcing China to provide a 
level playing field. India has the largest arable 
land and one of the largest pool of scientists, 
engineers, technicians, so there is no reason 
for India to be concerned. 

This is also one way of controlling China 
and keeping it in check. In a big grouping like 
this, China is unlikely to have its way, nor is it 
going to antagonise everyone. India’s ab¬ 
sence from RCEP will virtually handover this 
significant grouping to China, which is cer¬ 
tainly not in India’s interest. RCEP is a huge 
opportunity which India should not miss.

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Congress Exodus 

AN EXODUS FROM the Congress has begun 
in West Bengal, mainly in protest against the 
Bangalore AICC resolution accepting the lead¬ 
ership of Charan Singh and suggesting an 
electoral alliance with the CPM.

Talking to journalists, he declared that the 
RSS had no interest in elections. Its active par¬ 
ticipation in the 1977 election was an excep¬ 
tion to help restore democracy and the 
Constitution. It could not be made a prece¬ 
dence. Addressing volunteers of the RSS, 
Deoras said that the word Hindu Rashtra had

Courts of injustice 

The fate of close to two million people excluded from the NRC in Assam rests with the Foreigners Tribunals. 

The constitutionality and conduct of these quasi-judicial bodies are questionable

OVER 1.9 MILLION people have been ex¬ 
cluded from the final National Register of 
Citizens (NRC) in Assam. The herculean ex¬ 
ecutive exercise, mandated and closely mon¬ 
itored by the Supreme Court, has incurred a 
staggering expenditure of over Rs 1,200 crore 
and immeasurable cost in terms of human 
suffering and death. The buck now passes to 
the Foreigners Tribunals. The fate of close to 
two million people who have been excluded 
from the NRC rests with these one-man tri¬ 
bunals. The constitutionality of these quasi ¬ 
judicial bodies — from the appointment of its 
members, arbitrary procedure for its func¬ 
tioning and the nature of its orders — have 
always been in question. Yet, the numbers of 
these tribunals are being increased, from the 
existing 100 to more than 200, to adjudicate 
upon citizenship claims. The Supreme Court 
recently ruled that the order of the Foreigners 
Tribunals will prevail over the NRC order on 
citizenship and declined to create an appel¬ 
late forum for appeal from the tribunals. 

Foreigners Tribunals were set up by an ex¬ 
ecutive order in 1964 in contravention of 
Article 323B of the Constitution, which re¬ 
quires the legislature, by law, to provide for 
adjudication of matters by tribunals. The 
matters that can be decided by the tribunal, 
listed within the Article, do not include citi¬ 
zenship. “Judicial experience” was an essen¬ 
tial appointment criteria for its members, as 
stated in the 1964 order. However, the eligi¬ 
bility was relaxed in June 2019 by a notifica¬ 
tion, calling for applications from retired civil 
servants and advocates with just seven years 
of practice, to be appointed on a contractual 
basis, through an interview conducted by a 
panel of high court judges. Two hundred and 
twenty one members were recently ap¬ 
pointed without any written test and no 
transparency in the selection process. The 
members of the tribunal are selected by the 
Gauhati High Court, but the appointment is 
done through the home and political depart¬ 
ment of the Assam government. The tenure 
of tribunal members and extension of their 
terms is based on a review of “performance” 
conducted by the Gauhati HC. 

The minutes of the monitoring commit¬ 
tee of the HC reveal that the government is 
also asked to send its appraisal of tribunal 
members to the court. The performance re¬ 
port of the government has a special column 
— “percentage of foreigners declared”. 
Extension is often given to those who have 
declared the maximum number of persons 
as foreigners — the low scorers are “termi¬ 
nated”. Pay and allowances of members is 
regulated by the government. “Impartiality 
is the soul of the judiciary, independence is 
the life blood of the judiciary”, held a 
Constitution Bench in UOIvR. Gandhi (2010). 
In the absence of security of tenure and de¬ 
pendence on the government, these tri¬ 
bunals cannot function freely and impartially. 
There is no mechanism for receiving com¬ 
plaints against members of a tribunal, giving 
a free hand to such members to adjudicate, 
most often without any judicial experience, 
on citizenship — the right to all rights. 

Apart from those excluded from the NRC, 
who now have to appeal in the Foreigners 
Tribunals within a period of 120 days, the 
Assam Border Police and the Election 
Commission refer cases to the tribunals. 
Inquiry reports submitted by Assam Border 
Police to the tribunal, while making a refer¬ 
ence, are often blank. There are allegations 
that poor and unlettered are randomly 
picked up and, on non-production of citizen¬ 



ship documents, referred to the tribunals. 
Further, the Election Commission, since 1997, 
under the pretext of a “strict scrutiny” of the 
voter list, started an exercise that marked D 
or “doubtful” against any person in the list, 
arbitrarily, without any investigation. In the 
absence of investigation, even decorated 
army officers have been referred as illegal im¬ 
migrants to the tribunals. 

These tribunals have the power to regu¬ 
late their own procedure for disposal of cases 
expeditiously. The section 3(1) of the 
Foreigners Tribunals Order requires that the 
tribunal shall serve on the person to whom 
the question relates, a copy of the main 
grounds on which he is alleged to be a for¬ 
eigner. However, in practice, these are rarely 
mentioned in the notices issued by the tri¬ 
bunals. With no grounds to rebut and the bur¬ 
den of proof on the person alleged to be a for¬ 
eigner, it becomes impossible to present a 
cogent case before the tribunal. Most of those 
declared foreigners by the tribunals are poor 
and do not have access to legal aid to repre¬ 
sent them through the procedural spiral. If a 
person does not appear before the tribunal, 
either for lack of understanding of the notice 
issued or in the absence of any notice, such 
persons are declared as foreigner by an ex 
parte order. According to a question in the Lok 
Sabha injuly this year, the minister of state in 
the Ministry of Home Affairs stated that as 
many as 63,959 persons have been declared 
foreigners through ex parte proceedings in 
Assam between 1985 and (February) 2019. 
The order of the tribunals can be challenged 
before a division bench of the Gauhati High 
Court in writ jurisdiction, most often distant 
and beyond the means of the poor. 

Once a person is declared a foreigner, 
s/he can be detained under Section 4 of the 
Foreigners Act, 1946. There are close to 1,000

Assam. Pending deportation, these persons 
languish in sub-human conditions with lit¬ 
tle or no access to legal aid or rights such as 
adequate healthcare and education. 
According to the government’s own figures, 
only four such declared foreigners have 
been deported since February 2013. Since 
there is no agreement with Bangladesh to 
deport declared foreigners, their detention 
seemingly is indefinite. The Supreme Court, 
in May, ordered all those who had been in 
detention for over three years to be released 
on production of two sureties of Rs one lakh 
each and reporting to the local police sta¬ 
tion every week. However, four months af¬ 
ter the order of the Supreme Court, only 
nine declared foreigners have been released 
while 355 remain detained for more than 
three years, as on June 2019. 

Diversity, plurality and inclusivity form 
the bedrock of the Indian Constitution, 
which abhors systematic targeting of the mi¬ 
norities and xenophobia. Unfortunately, in 
Sarbananda Sonowal (2005), the Supreme 
Court itself laid the ground for xenophobia. 
Relying on unverified reports about the in¬ 
flux of foreigners, the apex court declared 
the Illegal Migrants (Determination by 
Tribunals) Act unconstitutional on the 
ground that it placed the burden of proving 
a person to be a foreigner on the state. These 
tribunals were manned by proper judges 
and the percentage of those declared for¬ 
eigners was low. The Supreme Court de¬ 
clared that the Union had failed to protect 
the State of Assam against “external aggres¬ 
sion” caused by the huge influx of illegal mi¬ 
grants from Bangladesh! This astounding 
judgment has since set the tone for all future 
proceedings under the Foreigners Act.

Farooq’s arrest

The pa¬ 
per writes that “the irony is that just days be¬ 
fore the lockdown on August 5, he met PM 
Modi with a team of representatives includ¬ 
ing his son and also former chief minister, 
Omar Abdullah.” It adds: “Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee trusted him enough to call him to 


the Agra summit injuly 2001.” 

On September 18, Munsif asks why the 
PSA has been imposed on Farooq Abdullah. 
“A few days after the CPM chief and a 
Congress leader secured conditional per¬ 
mission to go to Srinagar, the PSA has sud¬ 
denly been imposed on an ex-chief minis¬ 
ter. This indicates that the BJP, after 43 days, 
is scared that if the restrictions are removed 
and if curfew is relaxed, the people will hit 
the streets and the government’s assertions 
of control and peace will fall flat on the 
ground.” The paper recalls that “just after 
August 5, the Home Minister Amit Shah had 
clearly lied and said in the House that no one 
was arrested. He had also said that Abdullah 
was fully free and there were no restrictions 
on anyone to meet him.but other ex-chief 
minister was stopped from entering the 
state soon after.” 

Etemaad, the AIMIM daily, sees a connec¬ 
tion with the United Nations General 
Assembly (UNGA) and events in Kashmir. On 
September 18 it says, “on the eve of the UNGA, 
the government appears worried that if any 
leader from the Valley speaks on Article 370, 
it would hurt them a lot, hence the actions 
against Farooq Abdullah.” The paper believes, 
though, that this act has hurt the BJP’s bid to 


“woo locals and agitated a lot of people”. 

Hindi woes 

SIASATON SEPTEMBER 17 has an editorial on 
the imposition of Hindi titled ‘Hindi domina¬ 
tion may prove to be problematic for the BJP’. 
The editorial says: “People in South India and 
now political parties too are criticising the gov¬ 
ernment’s move to impose Hindi.” The paper 
writes that “in states where regional lan¬ 
guages are very important, like West Bengal 
and Kerala, where the BJP has used these lan¬ 
guages to build a base, it will be hit”. 

Etemaad on September 16 writes: “At a 
time when the concern at the UN is the 
preservation of the mother tongue and var¬ 
ious steps are being taken to do that, the BJP 
has started an argument to promote a par¬ 
ticular agenda and a point of view which is 
just not acceptable.” It writes that “India is 
an example of unity in diversity where 
many different languages are spoken and 
we must preserve them all, rather than a 
One Nation-One Language domination. If 
done, this would weaken the beauty of 
India’s federal character.”

For Boris, cues 
from Cameron 

The former UK prime minister sought to 
build a partnership of equals with India. Brexit 
crisis must not overshadow those gains 



THE PUBLICATION OF David Cameron’s 
long-awaited memoirs could not have 
come at a more awkward time for the for¬ 
mer British prime minister. Cameron bided 
his time for more than three years, hoping 
that the outcome of the 2016 Brexit refer¬ 
endum — which prompted his resignation 
— would be resolved. A Brexit settlement 
would have allowed a more sober and ob¬ 
jective analysis of his six years as premiere 
and 11 years as Conservative Party leader. 
Instead, the release date (planned many 
months ago) falls in the middle of the most 
serious political and constitutional crisis 
which the United Kingdom has faced since 
the Second World War. 

Judging from the visceral reaction from 
many quarters, it currently feels like 
Cameron’s legacy will forever be overshad¬ 
owed by Brexit, in the same way as another 
former British PM, Anthony Eden, remains 
inextricably associated with the Suez Crisis. 

As someone who had the privilege of 
working closely with Cameron, his efforts 
to build a modern partnership with India 
deserve more charitable treatment from 
historians. Throughout his tenure, 
Cameron did more than any other holder 
of his office to reach out proactively to India, 
as an emerging superpower, and to recog¬ 
nise the outsized contribution made by 
over 1.5 million members of the British 
Indian diaspora. 

Cameron signalled his clear geopolitical 
priority from the outset, choosing India for 
his first major official visit overseas after his 
election in 2010. He visited India on three 
separate occasions during his premiership, 
often leading large trade delegations en¬ 
compassing not just business interests but 
the whole spectrum of political, educa¬ 
tional, scientific and cultural relations which 
connect the world’s largest and oldest 
democracies. It is quite telling how, in over 
700 pages, Cameron is almost more effu¬ 
sive about the importance of India than the 
historic special relationship with the US. 

It is clear that Cameron had a more ex¬ 
pansive world view and an appreciation of 
the rise of emerging economies, especially in 
Asia. Unlike the current Trumpian doctrine, 
which views global cooperation as a “zero 
sum game”, he understood the opportunity 
of harnessing the aspirations of India’s 
young population to build shared prosper¬ 
ity. Cameron was also sensitive to being 
“tinged with colonial guilt" and sought to 
build a genuine partnership of equals. 

These intentions were backed up by ap¬ 
pointing a Minister for Business 
Engagement with India, who worked 
across different government departments, 
and a diaspora champion in the form of 
Priti Patel MP, who is now Amit Shah’s di¬ 
rect counterpart as Home Secretary serv¬ 
ing in Borisjohnson’s cabinet. Cameron de¬ 
scribes the diaspora as the “greatest 
weapon” in the UK’s engagement with 
India. Cultivating the British Indian com¬ 
munity provided a double benefit — both 
political and diplomatic — and explains 


why Cameron was a regular visitor to 
mandirs, gurdwaras and mosques. Indeed, 
his memoirs include a photograph with his 
wife Samantha, dressed in a shalwar 
kameez, celebrating Vaisakhi during the 
2015 General Election campaign. This elec¬ 
tion also provided a British first: A cam¬ 
paign song in Hindi, which went viral on 
social media. 

In November 2015, having won that 
election with an outright majority, 
Cameron went to great lengths to welcome 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi on his first 
official visit to the UK. During the visit, 
Modi addressed a rare joint session of the 
British Parliament, travelled up the River 
Thames lit up in the colours of the Indian 
flag, and was received in Downing Street, 
decorated in a festive display for Diwali. 
Modi was also a guest at the official coun¬ 
try retreat of Chequers and served with 
specially prepared vegetarian food. 

However, the high point was undoubt¬ 
edly the event in front of a 60,000-strong 
crowd at Wembley Stadium, referenced in 
the memoirs as “the largest-ever gathering 
of the Indian diaspora in the UK” where 
Modi received a rousing reception. 
Cameron obliged with a strong endorse¬ 
ment of Modi, amplifying his election slo¬ 
gan in Hindi: “Achche din zaroor aayenge” 
and was “hugged on stage”. This cemented 
the personal chemistry, always important 
between world leaders. Even Manmohan 
Singh is mentioned in the book as a “saintly 
man” who was “robust on the threats India 
faced” and told Cameron that if another ter¬ 
rorist attack like that in Mumbai injuly 
2011 was repeated then India would have 
to take military action against Pakistan. 

So, the most revealing aspect of the 
book is Cameron’s deep understanding of 
the terrorist threat which emanates from 
across India’s border. He describes the 
Afghanistan-Pakistan border as the 
“mother lode of Islamist extremism" and 
in a fascinating section describes his at¬ 
tempts to build greater trust between 
Hamid Karzai and former Pakistan 
President Asif Ali Zardari, hosting them 
both at Chequers in 2013. He laments the 
lack of breakthrough and says of Pakistan 
“as we know, it is the military that makes 
the key decisions”. 

This perhaps explains why Cameron 
broke with normal British Foreign Office 
convention during his visit to Bengaluru in 
2010 to address IT workers at the Infosys 
campus. Responding to a question, he 
made an unequivocal statement: “We can¬ 
not tolerate in any sense the idea that this 
country [Pakistan] is allowed to look both 
ways and is able, in any way, to promote the 
export of terror, whether to India or 
whether to Afghanistan or anywhere else 
in the world.” This clarity, conviction and 
courage explains why Cameron is so well 
respected in India. 

His successor, Boris Johnson, is also an 
Indophile but whether he will be able to 
make the same impact will depend partly 
upon how he handles the vexed question of 
Brexit in the coming weeks but also, cru¬ 
cially, on whether he is prepared to take a 
similarly principled position against cross 
border terrorism. The biggest lesson from 
David Cameron is that a balanced view on 
the politics of the Indian subcontinent is no 
view at all.

Tunis: Former Tunisian 
president Zine El Abidine 
Ben Ali, the first leader to 
be toppled by the Arab 
Spring revolts, died on 
Thursday in Saudi 
Arabia, Tunisia’s foreign 
ministry said.

US building coalition after Saudi

THE UNITED States said on 
Thursday it was building a coali¬ 
tion to deter Iranian threats fol¬ 
lowing a weekend attack on 
Saudi Arabian oil facilities. 

Iran has warned US President 
Donald Trump against being 
dragged into a war in the Middle 
East and said it would meet any 
offensive action with a crushing 
response. 

US Secretary of State Mike 
Pompeo said that Trump, who 
has ordered more sanctions on 
Iran, wants a peaceful solution to 
the crisis. 

He was speaking after talks 
with Saudi and Emirati leaders 
over the strike that Washington 
and Riyadh have blamed on 
Tehran. 

Iran denies involvement in 
the September 14 attack that ini¬ 
tially halved Saudi oil output and 
which Pompeo earlier called an 


act of war against the world’s 
largest oil exporter. 

Pompeo appeared to soften 
his tone on Thursday after talks 
with Abu Dhabi’s crown prince, 
the de facto ruler of the United 
Arab Emirates, which is Riyadh’s 
main Arab ally. 

“We are here to build out a 
coalition aimed at achieving peace 
and a peaceful resolution. That’s 


my mission, that’s what President 
Trump certainly wants me to 
work to achieve and I hope that 
the Islamic Republic of Iran sees it 
that way,” Pompeo told reporters. 

He did not provide details 
about the coalition. The United 
States has however been trying 
to create a global maritime secu¬ 
rity alliance since attacks on oil 
tankers in Gulf waters, which

Washington also blamed on Iran. 

Pompeo described his pro¬ 
posed coalition as “an act of 
diplomacy while the foreign 
minister of Iran is threatening all 
out war”. 

Iran’s foreign minister, 
Mohammed Javad Zarif, told 
CNN that the Islamic Republic 
“won’t blink” if it has to defend 
itself against any US or Saudi mil¬ 


itary strike, which he said would 
lead to “all-out war”. 

Zarif mocked Pompeo, say¬ 
ing he was part of a so-called “B- 
team”, along with Saudi Arabia’s 
crown prince, which is trying to 
dupe Trump into opting for war. 

Pompeo on Wednesday met 
Saudi Crown Prince Mohammed 
bin Salman, who has called the 
assault on oil plants a “test of 
global will”. Riyadh has dis¬ 
played what it described as rem¬ 
nants of 25 Iranian drones and 
missiles used in the strike, say¬ 
ing it was undeniable evidence 
of Iranian aggression. 

Pompeo earlier welcomed an 
announcement by the UAE that 
it was joining the maritime coali¬ 
tion, a day after Riyadh said it 
would too. 

Britain and Bahrain previ¬ 
ously said they are participating 
but most European countries 
have been reluctant to sign up 
for fear of stoking regional ten¬ 
sions. Iraq said it would not join 
the mission, and also rejected 
any Israeli role in it. REUTERS 


Trump ‘promise’ 
to foreign leader 
prompts complaint; 
House denied details

THE INTERNAL watchdog for US 
spy agencies declined in a brief¬ 
ing on Thursday to disclose to 
lawmakers the content of a po¬ 
tentially explosive whistle¬ 
blower complaint that is said to 
involve a discussion between 
President Donald Trump and a 
foreign leader, according to two 
people familiar with the briefing. 

Michael Atkinson, the inspec¬ 
tor general of the intelligence 
community, told lawmakers he 
was unable to confirm or deny 
anything about the substance of 
the complaint, the sources said. 

The complaint, which 
prompted a standoff between 
Congress and Tmmp’s top intelli¬ 
gence official, involves a promise 
that Trump made in a communi¬ 
cation with another world leader, 
accordingto a person familiar with 
the complaint. The Washington 
Post first reported the nature of the 
discussion. The acting director of 
national intelligence, Joseph 
Maguire, has refused to give the 
complaint to Congress, as is gen¬ 
erally required by law, the latest in 
a series of fights over information 
between the Democratic-led 
House and the White House. 

Few details of the whistle¬ 
blower complaint are known, 
including the identity of the 
world leader. And it is not obvi¬ 
ous how a communication be¬ 
tween Trump and a foreign 
leader could meet the legal 
standards for a whistleblower 
complaint that the inspector 
general would deem an “urgent 
concern”. NYT 



US President 
sues to block 
release of his 
tax returns

DONALD TRUMP sued Manhattan 
District Attorney Cyms Vance on 
Thursday, questioning the consti¬ 
tutionality of subpoenas issued by 
the state prosecutor, and which a 
source said sought the President’s 
tax returns. 

Tmmp filed his lawsuit three 
days after the New York Times said 
Vance’s office had subpoenaed 
his longtime accounting firm 
Mazars for eight years of personal 
and corporate tax returns. 

The President sued over 
Vance’s subpoenas for tax re¬ 
turns and tax-related informa¬ 
tion, according to a person famil¬ 
iar with the matter. 

Trump has refused to dis¬ 
close his tax returns, after prom- 
ising during his 2016 White 
House run that he would. 

Danny Frost, a spokesper¬ 
son for Vance, said the district 
attorney has received and 
would respond to the com¬ 
plaint. “We will have no further 
comment as this process un¬ 
folds in court,” Frost said.

Canada’s Trudeau apologises after 
brownface photo sparks furore

PRIME MINISTER Justin 
Trudeau’s campaign moved to 
contain a growing furore 
Thursday after a yearbook photo 
surfaced of him in brownface at 
a 2001 “Arabian Nights” cos¬ 
tume party and two other simi¬ 
lar incidents came to light. 

With his bid for re-election 
just a month away, the 47-year- 
old Trudeau begged Canadians 
to forgive him. 

“I should have known better 
then, but I didn’t, and I am deeply 
sorry for it,” he said, adding: “It 
was a dumb thing to do.” 



Time magazine published the 
photo on Wednesday, saying it 
was taken from the yearbook 
from the West Point Grey 
Academy, a private school in 
British Columbia where Trudeau 
worked as a teacher before going 
into politics. It shows the then-29- 
year-old Trudeau in a turban and 
robe with dark makeup on his 


hands, face and neck. 

The morning after the story 
broke, Tmdeau gave no sign at all 
that he might resign, and no fig¬ 
ures in his Liberal Party had 
called on him to step down. 

Canadian Defence Minister 
Harjit Sajjan, a Liberal who is 
Sikh, said what Trudeau did was 
wrong but the PM has a record 
of standing up for minorities. 

New video

video of Trudeau in blackface 
while raising his hands in the air 
and sticking out his tongue.

US strike kills 30 
farm workers 
in Afghanistan 

Taliban kill 20 in southern province

A US drone strike intended to hit 
an Islamic State (IS) hideout in 
Afghanistan lulled at least 30 civil¬ 
ians resting after a day’s labour in 
the fields, officials said Thursday. 

The attack on Wednesday 
night also injured another 40 
people after accidentally target¬ 
ing farmers and labourers who 
had just finished collecting pine 
nuts at Wazir Tangi in eastern 
Nangarhar province, three 
Afghan officials told Reuters. 

“The workers had lit a bonfire 
and were sitting together when a 
drone targeted them,” tribal elder 
Malik Rahat Gul told Reuters by 
telephone from Wazir Tangi. 

Afghanistan’s Defence 
Ministry and a senior US official 
in Kabul confirmed the drone 
strike, but did not share details 
of civilian casualties. 

Separately, a Taliban truck 
bomb killed at least 20 people 
and wounded 95 when it ex¬ 
ploded near a hospital in south¬ 
ern Afghanistan on Thursday, a 


US cuts aid to 
Afghanistan 

Washington: The United 
States on Thursday accused 
Afghanistan’s government of 
failing to fight corruption 
and cut more than $160 mil¬ 
lion in direct funding, little 
over a week before the coun- 
try’s elections.

Netanyahu seeks 
unity govt with rival 
Gantz, but rebuffed

ISRAEL’S WEAKENED Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
saw his offer on Thursday for a 
coalition with his strongest polit¬ 
ical rival, Benny Gantz, swiftly re¬ 
buffed after failing to secure a gov¬ 
erning majority in a tight election. 

Netanyahu’s surprise move 
was an abrupt change of strategy 
for the right-wing leader. Its re¬ 
jection could spell weeks of 
wrangling after Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion, which followed an incon¬ 
clusive national ballot in April. 

Gantz’s centrist Blue and 
White party emerged from the 
second round of voting this year 
slightly ahead of Netanyahu's 
Likud, but also short of enough 
supporters in the 120-member 
Parliament for a ruling bloc. 

Netanyahu, Israel’s longest- 
serving leader, said in a video clip 
in which he urged Gantz, the 
country's former military chief, to 
meet him “as soon as today", that 
he had pledged during the elec¬ 
tion campaign to form a right- 
wing, Likud-led government. 

“But to my regret, the election 
results show that this is impossi¬ 
ble,” Netanyahu said. “Benny, we 
must set up a broad unity govern¬ 
ment as soon as today. The nation 
expects us, both of us, to demon¬ 
strate responsibility and that we 
pursue cooperation.” 

Responding to Netanyahu’s 
call, Gantz made no mention of the 
PM and said he himself would 
head a “liberal" coalition, political 
shorthand for one that excludes 
the Israeli leader’s long-time ultra- 
Orthodox allies. 

He then left it to Moshe Yaalon,

Graft charges hurt 
Netanyahu’s case 

WITH NO party winning a 


majority in Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion, Netanyahu made a case 
for a unity government ask¬ 
ing his main rival to team up 
with him to avoid another re- 
election. But Benny Gantz’s 
Blue and White party, which 
finished slightly above 
Netanyahu’s Likud in the 
polls, does not want to ap¬ 
pear to be aligning with the 
PM who faces multiple cor¬ 
ruption charges. Netanyahu 
has tried to push a Bill giving 
him immunity as long as he 
is in office, but has so far not 
succeeded.

Four Years After Germany Took In 1 Million Migrants, Integration Is Quietly Working, One Village At A Time 

Syrian children saved a German village, and a village saved itself

THE INVITATION was risky, and 
Mayor Frank Schiitz knew it. 

Bringing Syrian immigrants to 
his remote German village, where 
the anti-immigrant far right is 
popular and many locals already 
feel like second-class citizens? 

“Madness,” the hairdresser 
opined. “Impossible,” a farmer 
concluded. 

But it was the only way to save 
the village school — the soul and 
centre of Golzow, which like many 
mral areas of the former commu¬ 
nist East Germany lost a third of 
its population in the disruptive 
years after the Berlin Wall fell. 


In the summer of 2015, as 
hundreds of thousands of mi¬ 
grants made their way to 
Germany, the number of school- 
age children in Golzow had fallen 
to a new low. There was not go¬ 
ing to be a first grade. It was the 
beginning of the end for a school 
that was once the backdrop for 
‘The Children of Golzow’, an epic 
Communist-era documentary 
that followed a cohort of first 
graders through decades of life 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

But then Kamala, Bourhan, 
Hamza, Nour, Tasnim, Ritaj, Rafeef, 
Roaa, big Mohammad and little 
Mohammad arrived with their 
parents. The new children of 
Golzow, the mayor called them. 

“The Syrians saved our school,” 
Schiitz said in a recent interview. 


And Golzow, in a way, saved 
itself. When it comes to welcom¬ 
ing migrants, Golzow is a micro¬ 
cosm of Germany, at least arith¬ 
metically. The 16 Syrians that 
settled in this village of 820 in¬ 
habitants represent the same 
share of the population as the 
roughly 1.5 million who arrived 
nationwide after 2015. 

Their story is a tale about be¬ 
friending the other even as one 
in four people in the town voted 
for the far-right Alternative for 
Germany in recent elections. 

It is also evidence that be¬ 
neath the fears fanning the pop¬ 
ulist flame in Europe’s biggest 
democracy, the integration of 
hundreds of thousands of mi¬ 
grants is quietly working, one vil¬ 
lage at a time. Across the coun¬ 



try, more than one in three are 
now in employment, govern¬ 
ment statistics show. 

Fouryears after the Syrians ar¬ 


rived, Golzow has changed — for 
the better, most seem to agree. 

Empty apartments have new 
life in them. At the annual sun¬ 



flower fair, Arabic pastries sit 
next to German apple tarts. 
When the school caretaker 
needs help sweeping up leaves, 
Fadi, Ahmed and Mahmoud, the 
Syrian fathers, are among the 
first to volunteer. 

One villager, whose own 
grandchildren live hundreds of 
miles away, has taken three 
Syrian children under his wing, 
teaching them how to fish and 
swim. The children call him 
“Opa,” German for grandfather. 

It wasn’t always like this. 

When Schiitz first gathered 
villagers to explain his idea to 
bring in Syrians, there was a lot 
of scepticism. 

“I thought, This can’t work, 
they have a different religion, our 
children won’t speak proper 


German anymore,”’ said Marco 
Seidelt, whose 11-year-old son, 
Davey, suddenly had three 
Syrians in his class. 

Others worried that the new¬ 
comers would be noisy or steal, 
Schiitz recalled. 

HalimaTaha was sceptical, too. 

“East Germany? Are you 
crazy?” her Syrian friends told her 
over the phone after her family 
was bused from Berlin to an asy¬ 
lum centre in the east and eventu¬ 
ally to Golzow,Taharecalled.They 
don’t like foreigners over there, her 
friends said. It’s dangerous. 

But then both sides made an 
effort — and were surprised by 
how much they liked each other. 

Taha, a bubbly 32-year-old 
mother of three who speaks 
German with a soft regional lilt, 



recalled the flowers and toys the 
mayor brought when he first 
welcomed her family to their 
new home. Villagers donated 
things to help the family furnish 
their apartment, including 
dishes and a set of antlers. 

On the first day of school, the 
German parents greeted the 
Syrian families with a cake — un¬ 
aware that they were fasting be¬ 
cause it was Ramzan. There was 
a moment of awkwardness. 
Then everyone laughed, and 
Taha cut the cake. 

By now, all six Syrian adults 
have found work. 

“They have become impor¬ 
tant parts of our community,” 
Gaby Thomas, the local head 
teacher, said of the Syrian 
families.

Monetary policy 
may lift growth as 
fiscal space limited 


IN THE BACKDROP of stretched fiscal position of the 
Central government, the RBI indicated that the banking 
regulator could do the heavy lifting to push growth that has 
fallen to 25-quarter low of 5 per cent in April-June. Low 
inflation and stable prices could help the RBI in providing a 
monetary policy stimulus by sharply cutting rates, thereby 
invigorating consumption and investment activity.

AFTER SLASHING the key policy 
rate — Repo rate — four times in a 
row this year to revive growth and 
investments, Reserve Bank 
Governor Shaktikanta Das on 
Thursday hinted that there could 
be more reduction in the policy 
rate in the near future in the wake 
of low inflation and the deepen¬ 
ing slowdown in the economy. 

“When we see that the price 
stability is maintained and infla¬ 
tion is much below the 4-per cent 
mandate and is expected to be so 
in the next 12-month horizon, 
there’s a room for more rate cuts 
especially when growth has 
slowed down,” Das said at the 
India Economic Summit of 
Bloomberg. With inflation under 
control and growth rate declining, 
the central bank has reduced the 
Repo rate by 110 basis points to 
5.40 per cent in calendar year 
2019, with the last cut being the 
unconventional 35-basis point re¬ 
duction on August 7. 

The Governor’s comments 
have come at a time when the first 
quarter GDP growth slowed to a 
6 -year low of 5 per cent and last 
month exports showed degrowth 
for the first time. Many sectors, in- 
cluding automobiles, have wit¬ 
nessed demand slowdown, 
prompting the Centre to step in 
with measures to tackle the deep- 
ening slowdown. Total advance 
tax collection in the first half stood 
at Rs 5.5 lakh crore compared to 
Rs 5.25 lakh crore in the same pe¬ 
riod last year, a growth of just 4.7 



per cent against a target of 17.5 per 
cent However, Das refused to give 
any estimate or forecast about the 
growth, saying, “our teams are 
analysing the data... wait till 
October 4 when the monetary 
policy will be announced.” 

Das said thatthegovemment’s 
fiscal headroom is “very limited”. “I 
think the fiscal space is itself very 
limited. Fiscal deficitat3.3 percent 
and borrowings by PSUs both put 
together there is very little space. 
But what is the internal position of

thegovemmentwith regard to tax 
collection, how much expenditure 
is likely to be materialised, that is 
something the government has to 
view,” he said. 

“On the fiscal side the govern¬ 
ment has by and large remained 
prudent. They have not an¬ 
nounced any counter cyclical 
measures in going for a fiscal ex¬ 
pansion. They have taken some 
administrative and regulator 
measures with regard to auto sec¬ 
tor, exports and banking,” he said. 


There is little fiscal space for 
the government to unveil any 
countercyclical measures to boost 
the sagging growth and the only 
way to revive the growth engine 
is to front-load the budgeted cap¬ 
ital expenditure by the govern¬ 
ment, he said, hinting that an ac¬ 
commodative monetary policy 
can help salvage the situation. 

“The government must front- 
load the budgeted spending as it 
has little fiscal space for any coun- 
tercyclical measures to boost 
growth," he said. 

When asked his view on the 
“grim" state of the economy, the 
RBI Governor said the mood of 
gloom and doom won’t help fix 
the problems. “You mention the 
economy being grim enough... I 
don’t want to enter into any adjec¬ 
tive to describe the current state 
of the economy. There are chal¬ 
lenges but one also has to look at 
the opportunities that are avail¬ 
able. And the focus has to be on 
the measures to overcome the 
challenges. That should be the fo¬ 
cus of every stakeholder in the 
economy,” he said. 

The Governor expressed the 
hope that the ongoing crisis in 
Saudi Arabia that has spiked crude 
prices to multi-year highs will 
have limited impact on inflation 
and fiscal numbers. 

On the global scenario, Das 
said the international environ¬ 
ment is clouded with challenging 
conditions. 

“Global growth is slowing 
down and central banks across 
the world are countering it by eas¬ 
ing monetary policy. But, there is 
no recession yet,” he said. 


NBFC crisis: 
Banks may 
have to take 
larger haircut

RESERVE BANK Governor 
Shaktikanta Das has said 
banks may have to take a 
larger haircut in troubled non¬ 
banking financial companies 
(NBFCs) which are facing gover¬ 
nance issues. 

“The resolution will have to 
be market-based. In this, the 
banks and other lenders will 
have a major role to play. 
Because in NBFCs where there 
are major governance issues, in 
such cases they need to take a 
larger haircut,” Das said at the 
India Economic Forum Summit 
of Bloomberg. 

The RBI Governor said that 
the central bank will step in to 
take action on the NBFC prob¬ 
lem only when it is required to. 

“The first preference will be 
to a market mechanism to re¬ 
solve the NBFC problem. Market 
mechanism would basically 
mean that the existing promoter 
go for stake sales, bring in new 
promoters or they bring new 
money in their set up. There has 
to be inflow of resources either 
by stake sale or going for securi¬ 
tisation of assets,” he said. 


Weak tax collection data, 
cloudy US Fed outlook pull 
Sensex down 470 points

STOCK MARKETS on Thursday 
plunged further as lukewarm tax 
collection data, hawkish com¬ 
mentary from the US Federal 
Reserve and incessant foreign 
fund outflows prompted investors 
to msh to the exit door. 

After swinging 626 points, the 
30-share BSE Sensex ended 
470.41 points, or 1.29 per cent, 
lower at 36,093.47. Similarly, the 
broader NSE Nifty plunged 
135.85 points, or 1.25 percent, to 
settle at 10,704.80. The previous 
closing low for Nifty was 
10,604.35 on February 19,2019. 
With this, the Sensex has fallen 
around 1,300 points this week 
with the drone attacks on Saudi 
Arabian oil installations pulling 
down Sensex by over 900 points 
on Monday and Tuesday. 

The Centre’s direct tax mobil¬ 
isation showed just 4.7 per cent 
growth till September 17, com¬ 
pared to a target of 17.5 per cent 
budgeted for the full year. Analysts 
said the tepid tax collection re¬ 
flects deepening slump in de¬ 
mand and the overall growth. 

Ajit Mishra, vice-president, 
research, Religare Broking, said, 
“Local cues dictated the market 
trend as the report on low tax col¬ 
lection and IMD’s report on floods 
damaging crops dented the sen¬ 
timent. And the news of rate cut 
by the US Fed also failed to provide 
any solace as it was largely on the 
expected lines. All the sectoral in¬ 
dices traded under pressure and 
ended with deep cuts.”

we feel the situation may deterio¬ 
rate further in the absence of any 
major positive. The recent fall in¬ 
dicates prevailing uneasiness 
among the participants, who are 
hoping for some major announce¬ 
ments from the government to ar¬ 
rest the slowdown signals,” 
Mishra said. 

“Lower tax collection figures 
spooked markets today as Fils 
continued selling in key pivotals, 
dragging down indices. Exposure 
of many private sector banks to¬ 
wards commercial real estate fur¬ 
ther accentuated selling towards 
afternoon trade across these 
counters. Investors are getting j it- 
tery on PSU names as they keep 
losing market capitalisation rap¬ 
idly,” said S Ranganathan, head of 
research at LKP Securities. 
Sectorally, BSE energy, oil and gas, 
bankex, metal, realty, auto, health¬ 
care, teck and IT indices cracked 
up to 2 per cent. Telecom was the 
sole gainer, inching up 0.17 per 
cent. The broader BSE midcap and 
smallcap indices ended up to 1.48 
per cent lower. 


Although the US Federal 
Reserve slashed the policy rate by 
25 basis points on Wednesday, it 
dimmed hopes for further rate 
cuts as it took a cautious approach 
to further reductions in borrowing 
costs. Yes Bank, the biggest loser in 
the Sensex pack, plunged 15.52 per 
cent after a Moody’s report said 
Altico default may be credit nega¬ 
tive for banks given its significant 
exposure to the real estate sector. 
Induslnd Bank, IQCI Bank and Axis 
Bank too fell up to 3.59 per cent. 
Tata Steel, Maruti, SBI, RIL, Tech

fell up to 3.66 per cent 

Foreign portfolio investors 
sold shares worth a net of Rs 
959.09 crore on Wednesday, 
while domestic institutional in¬ 
vestors bought equities worth Rs 
780.45 crore, provisional data 
showed. Brent crude futures 
gained $1.78 to $65.38 a barrel by 
1219 GMT, while US West Texas 
Intermediate cmde was up $1.28 
at $59.39 a barrel.

THE AIRPORTS Authority of 
India (AAI), along with the CSIR- 
Central Road Research Institute 
(CRRI), is set to install airfield 
pavement management sys¬ 
tems (APMS), in a first, at 10 air¬ 
ports across India. 

Chennai, Surat, Kolkata, 
Gaggal, Imphal, Agartala, 
Vadodara, Rajahmundry, 
Khajuraho and Gaya are the 
medium traffic airports short¬ 
listed for the APMS project. It 
will assist airport managers in 
developing viable strategies to 
maintain the pavements in a 
serviceable condition over a 
given period and quantify infor¬ 
mation on maintaining a pave¬ 
ment network at an acceptable 
level of service. It will also opti¬ 
mise pavement-related expen¬ 
diture. The APMS will work in 
the concept of digitisation with 
scientific equipment. The CSIR- 
CRRI will assess the runways’ 
functional and stmctural condi¬ 
tion using state-of-the-art tech¬ 
nology. Based on the survey pa¬ 
rameters, the APMS system will 
function as a condition index, 
which will score the status as 
excellent or poor. The runways 
can be revamped or conditioned 
ensuring good maintenance. 

Anil Kumar Pathak, member 
(planning), AAI, said, “The pave¬ 
ment is probably the most im¬ 
portant airport asset. This is par¬ 
ticularly the case for 
single-runway airports such as 
a majority of the Indian airports. 
It should be constructed and 
maintained at acceptable levels 


Chennai, Surat, Kolkata, 
Gaggal, Imphal, 
Agartala, Vadodara, 
Rajahmundry, 
Khajuraho and Gaya are 
the shortlisted medium 
traffic airports 


to meet international standards 
as pavements have a significant 
impact on airport users’ cost, 
safety, traffic delay, commercial 
performance and reputation. 
Keeping in view the above facts, 
initially, 10 airports across the 
country are set to have the 
APMS.” 

Satish Chandra, director at 
CRRI (Council of Scientific & 
Industrial Research) said, 
“Around 10 airports in India will 
have APMS initially. (The) initia¬ 
tive... to tie up with the AAI for 
such an initiative (is happening) 
for the first time. We are plan¬ 
ning to start once after the air¬ 
port locations are confirmed.” 

“The AAI has decided to de¬ 
velop its maintenance plans. 
This will ensure the durability of 
the runways and ensure safe 
landing and take-offs,” said 
Pradeep Kumar, senior principal 
scientist and head, pavement 
evaluation at CRRI-CSIR. Kumar 
added that a state-of-the-art 
network survey vehicle system, 
equipped with laser sensors, 
pavement surface imaging tools, 
GPS and structural condition 
data based on FWD equipment, 
will be used for health monitor¬ 
ing of the runway pavement 
network. “Various parameters 


like runway pavement surface 
distress, profile, friction, pave¬ 
ment classification number, 
along with some health indica¬ 
tors, will be used to get the rat¬ 
ing score to decide the mainte¬ 
nance strategies scientifically. 
Some medium traffic airports 
were shortlisted,” said Kumar. 

Pathak added: “Airfield 
pavements comprise multiple 
layers of engineered materials, 
such as asphalt, concrete and 
granular materials, designed to 
carry aircraft loading. 
Pavements deteriorate with 
time under loading and from 
environmental variations. 
Maintenance and rehabilitation 
are required to maintain ser¬ 
viceability throughout the pave¬ 
ment asset’s life.” 

The project fieldwork is ex¬ 
pected to start in October and 
will continue for three years. 
The budget has been set at Rs 4.5 
crore. Pathak further added that 

as per prevalent practice, the 
full length of the pavement 
would be resurfaced after a cer¬ 
tain period or in case of deterio¬ 
ration and with APMS, the weak 
portion could be identified well 
in advance to take up necessary 
rehabilitation or repair measures 
for that particular area. 

With American and 
European countries having their 
own pavement management 
systems, India is not too late to 
start to ensure safety manage¬ 
ments. Kumar added that the 
civil aviation ministry initiated 
the process. “The damages or 
faults in the pavements can be 
identified well in advance, 
which will help to avoid com¬ 
plete revamping of the pave¬ 
ment,” said Kumar.

EPF withdrawal claims at 8.55 
per cent interest rate, approved 
for 2017-18. Now, the EPFO will 
settle accounts on higher rate of 
8.65 per cent for 2018-19. 
“Ministry of Labour and 
Employment has notified 8.65 
per cent rate of interest on EPF 
deposits for its subscribers (over 
6 crore). Now, the interest would 
be credited into accounts of sub¬ 
scribers and claims would be 
settled at this rate,” the source 
privy to development said. 

The Central Board of 
Trustees — the apex decision¬ 
making body of the Employees’ 
Provident Fund Organisation 
(EPFO) — had approved 8.65 per 
cent interest rate for the last fis¬ 
cal on February 21 this year. The 
proposal was sent for the con¬ 
currence of the finance min¬ 
istry, and the labour ministry 
was waiting for its approval. 
Earlier this week, Labour 
Minister Santosh Gangwar had 
assured, “..ahead of the festival 
season, over 6 crore EPFO sub¬ 
scribers would get 8.65 per cent 
interest for 2018-19”.

Apple brings ECG app to India, will be available on Watch Series 4 and 5

APPLE HAS finally received per¬ 
mission to launch its ECG app 
and irregular heart rhythm no¬ 
tification feature for Indian 
Apple Watch users. From 
Thursday night, the feature is 
live for users of Apple Watch 
Series 4 with a software update. 
The new Apple Watch Series 5, 
which starts selling from 
September 27, will ship with 
the features. 


“The process was to work 
with the authorities to submit 
the appropriate certifications 
and clinical data to make sure 
we stick to the medically re¬ 
quired standards, which we 
did,” Sumbul Desai, Apple’s 
vice-president of health, ex¬ 
plained to indianexpress.com. 
She said the other part of the 
process was to ensure the users 
got an “amazing experience” 
when it was launched in India, 
and they were ready to answer 
any questions customers might 
have. “We wanted to make sure 


we had all the pieces in 
place before we launched 
in India,” she said, adding that 
the process of getting the per¬ 
mission was relatively smooth 
in India. 

The ECG app and irregular 
heart rhythm notification (IRN) 
feature will help users identify 
signs of AFib, the most com¬ 
mon form of irregular rhythm 
and the leading cause of 
strokes. 

While the ECG is a user-ini¬ 
tiated process on the Apple 
Watch, the irregular rhythm

notification feature checks 
heart rhythms in the back¬ 
ground and alerts users if an 
irregular heart rhythm is 
identified. 

The ECG app classifies the 
reading as sinus rhythm or AFib 
and gives a full reading which 
can be shared with medical 
professionals if needed. 

Apple is categorical that the 
Watch cannot alert of a possi¬ 
ble heart attack. Reiterating 
this, Dr Desai said: “We would 
never want this to replace a 
physician. This is really meant 


to be used as augmentation to 
supplement a physician.” 

She said given the preva¬ 
lence of heart disease and AFib 
in India, the feature could have 
a “significant impact”. 

“And we really hope to be 
able to allow our customers to 
use it, and then share that in¬ 
formation with the doctors. But 
hopefully they know some¬ 
thing about their heart health 
sooner and can avoid any po¬ 
tential conditions.” 

The ECG feature was 
launched with the Apple Watch 


Series 4, which started selling 
in 2018. 

However, the feature, which 
had FDA clearance, was rolled 
out only in the United States 
then. Electrodes built into 
the back crystal and Digital 
Crown of the new Apple 
watches work together with 
the ECG app to enable cus¬ 
tomers to take an ECG. Users 
have to open the app on the 
watch and hold the crown and 
side of the watch together for 
30 seconds to create a circuit 
and get the reading.

THE GROUP of Ministers (GoM), 
chaired by Home Minister Amit 
Shah for the disinvestment of Air 
India met at North Block on 
Thursday to discuss the airline’s 
sale. The meeting was attended 
by Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman, Commerce and 
Railways Minister Piyush Goyal 
and Civil Aviation Minister 
Hardeep Singh Puri. 

Sources said that the minis¬ 
ters discussed modalities for the 
sale of Air India, which has a 
debt burden of over Rs 58,000 
crore. In 2018-19 alone, Air India 
incurred losses of around Rs 


7,600 crore. 

“I am not in a position to 
make any announcement. Please 
allow the process to move for¬ 
ward. However, it was a produc¬ 
tive meeting where all issues 
concerned were discussed. The 
process will commence now,” 
Puri told reporters after the hour- 
long meeting. The government 
invited bids from investors in 
2018 to buy-out the govern¬ 
ment’s 76 per cent stake in the 
debt-ridden airline, along with 


management control. However, 
the process failed as investors did 
not submit bids. 

Following that, a report was 
prepared by a private entity cit¬ 
ing probable reasons that led to 
the failure of the sale process. The 
reasons cited included the gov¬ 
ernment retaining a 24 per cent 
stake and corresponding rights, 
high debt, volatile crude oil 
prices, fluctuations in exchange 
rate, changes in macro environ¬ 
ment and restriction on bidding 


by individuals. 

The Department of 
Investment and Public Asset 
Management has already pre¬ 
pared a fresh proposal for the Air 
India sale, incorporating issues 
like cmde oil prices and exchange 
rate volatility. 

This time, the government 
could sell its entire 100 per cent 
stake in Air India as it aims to con¬ 
clude the process by December 
2019, sources said. 

However, a final call on the 
quantum of stake to be offered to 
investors and the right time for 
floating the expression of inter¬ 
est would be decided by the 
newly constituted Air India 
Specific Alternative Mechanism, 
the sources said.

BoE keeps rates steady, 
warns Brexit delay 
would hurt growth

LONDON,SEPTEMBER19 


THE BANK of England said Brexit 
uncertainty was causing slack to 
re-emerge in Britain’s economy 
and damaging productivity, and a 
failure to reach a transition deal by 
October 31 could lead to further 
weakness. 

The nine members of the 
BoE’s Monetary Policy Committee 
voted to keep rates on hold at 0.75 
per cent in September’s policy de¬ 
cision, and reiterated a warning 
that leaving the European Union 
without a deal would slow 


growth and raise prices. However, 
they noted for the first time in 
more detail the damage that a de¬ 
lay in leaving the EU would also 
do, after parliament voted to re¬ 
quire Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson to postpone Brexit if he 
cannot reach a deal with Bmssels 
soon. “Political events could lead 
to a further period of entrenched 
uncertainty,” the BoE said. 

“The longer those uncertain¬ 
ties persisted, particularly in an 
environment of weaker global 
growth, the more likely it was that 
demand growth would remain 
below potential, increasing excess 
supply.” 


BoJ keeps policy steady

THE BANK of Japan kept mone¬ 
tary policy steady on Thursday but 
signaled the chance of expanding 
stimulus as early as its next policy 
meeting in October by issuing a 
stronger warning over the risks 
threatening the economy. 

As expected, the BOJ main¬ 
tained its short-term interest rate 
target at-0.1 per cent and a pledge 
to guide 10-year government 


bond yields around 0 per cent un¬ 
der its yield curve control (YCC) 
policy. Announcing its decision, 
the central bank said in a state¬ 
ment that it was becoming nec¬ 
essary to pay “closer attention” to 
the chance that the economy will 
lose sufficient momentum to 
achieve the BOJ’s 2 per cent infla¬ 
tion target. “Taking this situation 
into account, the BOJ will re-ex¬ 
amine economic and price devel¬ 
opments at its next policy meet¬ 
ing” when it reviews its long-term 
growth and price forecasts, it said.

Wage growth 
in FY18 falls 
for fifth year 
in a row

WAGE GROWTH in India’s organ¬ 
ised manufacturing sector slowed 
for the fifth year in a row in FY18, 
the Annual Survey of Industries 
(ASI) showed. According to the 
Survey data, per-capita wage 
growth for industrial workers rose 
6.05 per cent in FY18 compared 
with 6.2 per cent in FY17 and 7.2 
percent in FY16. Wage growth had 
peaked at 16 per cent in FY13, ac¬ 
cording to the ASI data. 

Per-capita wage has been 
worked out by dividing ‘wages to 
workers’ by the ‘number of work¬ 
ers’ in a year. The survey, one of the 
most important source of indus¬ 
trial statistics, covered 2,37,684 
units in FY18. While wage growth 
is on the decline, the number of 
workers employed across the or¬ 
ganised manufacturing units rose 
4.81 per cent in FY18, fastest rate 
since FY11. 

Number of workers rose 4.8 
per cent to 1.22 crore in FY18, up 
from 1.17 crore in FY17. Top five 
employment-intensive industries, 
including textiles, apparel, food 
products and metallic mineral 
products, accounted for 45 per 
cent of all industrial jobs in FY18. 

The survey is conducted by the 
statistics and programme imple¬ 
mentation ministry. 

Joblessness in the country rose 
to a 45-year high in FY18, with the 
unemployment rate among the 
labour force at 6.1 per cent, the 
new Periodic Labour Force Survey 
(PLFS) data released on May 31, 
showed. According to the data, 7.8 
per cent of all employable urban 
youth were jobless in FY18, while 
the corresponding figure for mral 
India was 5.3 percent FE

Profit motor 

Porsche is small but highly lucrative 


PORSCHE’S ALLURE to car buyers is built on 
the growl and scream of its internal-com¬ 
bustion engines. That is why the firm 
elected not to build the Taycan, its brand- 
new all-electric model, at a spacious fresh 
site but instead cram production into a plot 
at its headquarters in Stuttgart, hemmed in 
on all sides by suburban housing. Its boss, 
Oliver Blume, explains that building the 
Taycan next to the 911 will reassure cus¬ 
tomers that the new car will embody a 
sporting image to compare with the model 
that made Porsche famous. 

Making a success of electrification is as 
vital to Porsche as it is to Volkswagen Group, 
its parent company, which also launched the 
ID.3, the first of a range of electric vehicles, 
at the Frankfurt motor show, which opened 
on September 10th. In some ways, Porsche 
is a tiny cog in Volkswagen’s machine. It 
made 253,000 cars in 2018, out of 10.9m ve¬ 
hicles at VW as a whole. And it will sell 
20,000 Taycans a year, compared with mil¬ 
lions of ID cars. But it makes so much money 
for VW that some investors and analysts sug¬ 
gest only spinning it off would recognise its 
true value. 

Porsche is VW’s high-revving engine. In 
2018 it accounted for 10% of the group’s rev¬ 
enues and a staggering 30% of profits, almost 
what Audi, VW’s premium marque, made 
from 1.5m cars. In an industry where operat¬ 
ing margins are often in low single digits, 
Porsche’s exceed 18%, with average profit per 
vehicle a turbocharged €16,250 ($17,900) 
compared with €3,200 for Audi and €960 for 
the mass-market VW brand. 

VW picked up the firm for a modest $8bn 
a decade ago, after Porsche lost a bitter bat¬ 
tle to take over the larger firm, a misadven¬ 
ture that left it on the brink of bankruptcy. 
This also left the Piech and Porsche families, 
descendants of Ferdinand Porsche, the pro¬ 
genitor of both firms, as the biggest share¬ 
holders. 

Porsche began to boom once it cannily 
realised that its coveted horse-and-antlers 
badge could adorn the bonnets of a range of 
less obviously sporty models. It sold 55,000 
sports cars in 2002, when it launched the 
Cayenne, a bulky SUV. It and a smaller SUV, 
the Macan, now make up 64% of production. 
Ferdinand Dudenhoffer of the Centre for 
Automotive Research, a think-tank, reckons 
that electric cars could help Porsche double 
sales in five years. 

Now some smaller VW shareholders 
think it is time to turn Porsche back into a 
stand-alone business. They point to the 
value unlocked by the spin-off of Ferrari 
from Fiat Chrysler in 2015. Using the Italian 
supercar company as a benchmark, Porsche 
might be worth €150bn, according to 
Evercore ISI, an equity-research firm. VW’s 
entire market value is currently around half 
that. Frank Witter, VW’s chief financial offi¬ 
cer, last year called the notion a “legitimate 
question”. Herbert Diess, VW’s boss, has 
promised to assess which bits of the group 
are really core to VW’s future. A recent par-

tial flotation of Traton, its lorry-making 
arm, is a sign that he is prepared to let some 
parts go. 

Porsche may not be one of them. The re¬ 
cent initial public offering of Aston Martin 
stands as a warning that not all luxury mar¬ 
ques roar ahead. Its share price has plunged 
by 70% or so since the listing last October, as 
investors have come to suspect that the his¬ 
toric British brand is no Ferrari. Porsche’s 
handsome returns rely in part on sharing the 
cost of developing new models across the 
wider group. The Cayenne’s underpinnings, 
for instance, are the same as VW’s Touareg 
and Audi’s Q7. Porsche and Audi also plan to 
share a platform that will underpin several 
new battery-powered models. Philippe 
Houchois of Jefferies, a bank, reckons that 


such economies of scale are too important 
to jeopardise. 

Another thing standing in the way of a 
Porsche spin-off is VW’s governance struc¬ 
ture. Through a stake that confers 20% of vot- 
ing rights, the state of Lower Saxony can 
block strategic moves. So, too, can VW’s pow¬ 
erful unions, thanks to representation on the 
company’s supervisory board. Neither is 
likely to support breaking up VW, which 
would reduce their influence over Porsche’s 
profitable operation. And it is unclear if the 
Porsche and Piech families want to split up 
the vw juggernaut. Porsche’s extraordinary 
performance is unlikely be relinquished by 
VW any time soon.

THE IMF’S NEXT BOSS 

Sewn up 

Kristalina Georgieva is the sole contender 
to be the IMFs next boss

KRISTALINA GEORGIEVA has been men¬ 
tioned in connection with every leadership 
role going at international organisations, 
from secretary-general of the UN to the 
head of the European Commission. Were 
the presidency of the World Bank decided 
on merit alone, with no consideration of na¬ 
tionality, Ms Georgieva, its chief executive, 
might have been a shoo-in. She briefly stood 
in as president after Jim Yong Kim resigned 
in January, but in April the job went to David 
Malpass, an American. 

Now the Bulgarian seems at last to have 
nabbed one of the top jobs on a permanent 
basis. A transatlantic understanding dating 
back to the Bretton Woods conference in 
1944 means that an American leads the 
World Bank while a European leads the IMF. 
In August Ms Georgieva became Europe’s 
nominee to replace Christine Lagarde at the 
fund’s helm. Despite noises from the British 
that they would put forward their own can¬ 
didate, the deadline for submitting nomi¬ 
nees passed on September 6th with Ms 
Georgieva the sole contender. Her official 
appointment by early October seems 
assured. 

Since 2017 she has been responsible for 
much of the running of the World Bank, 
where, before a stint at the European 
Commission, she also spent many years as 
a staffer. As chief executive she is credited 
with smoothing over differences between 
Mr Kim and the staff, and leading negotia¬ 
tions with the bank’s shareholders for a cap¬ 
ital increase. 

Her good relations with large sharehold¬ 
ers, including America and China, should 
prove an asset to the IMF, which risks being 
caught in the middle of the very trade and 
currency wars it was set up to avert. It may 
also have to advise governments on coping

with a global economic slowdown. 
Although she has less macroeconomic ex¬ 
pertise than some other early contenders, 
such as Mark Carney, the governor of the 
Bank of England, former colleagues point 
out that she was active in assessing coun¬ 
tries’ fiscal positions while in Brussels, and 
helped beef up the European Union’s 
bailout mechanism. 

As an academic she wrote a textbook 
that is still used by undergraduates in 
Bulgaria. Her expertise in environmental 
economics is likely to come in handy, too. 
Masood Ahmed of the Centre for Global 
Development, a think-tank, reckons that as¬ 
sessing the impact of climate change on 
macroeconomic and financial stability will 
become more important for the fund. 

The first half of Ms Lagarde’s tenure was 
dominated by Europe’s sovereign-debt cri¬ 
sis. The IMF’s focus has since shifted to 
emerging and fragile states. Ms Georgieva 
will inherit a mess in Argentina. One World 
Bank staffer notes that other European can¬ 
didates would probably only have been fa¬ 
miliar with emerging markets from their 
holidays. 

Ms Georgieva, by contrast, has spent 
decades working with the poorer countries 


that are the target of most of the fund’s pro¬ 
grammes. And her home country made the 
transition from communism to a market 
economy in the 1990s. By the fund’s own 
classification Bulgaria is still an emerging 
economy, with GDP per person less than a 
quarter that of France, which has supplied 
four of the fund’s last six chiefs. 


Ms Georgieva’s stature and experience 
may explain the absence of challengers, 
which ensured that Europe retained the po¬ 
sition despite fraught haggling over the 
nomination. It was the second such row of 
the summer. (The first, in June, had been 
over a package of top EU roles, which cre¬ 
ated the vacancy at the fund when Ms 


Lagarde was appointed to lead the European 
Central Bank.) For the IMF job eastern 
Europeans backed Ms Georgieva, whereas 
northerners preferred Jeroen Dijsselbloem, 
a former Dutch finance minister. 

When consensus eluded them, the EU’s 
28 national finance ministers resorted to 
voting by email (though Britain abstained), 


at which point Ms Georgieva gained most 
support and Mr Dijsselbloem bowed out. 
Europe’s choice, though the result of much 
wrangling, is set to prevail. One relic of the 
Bretton Woods era somehow continues to 
defy the odds.

SOME OF the most invigorating, bursting- 
with-fresh-perspectives-and-points-of- 
view movies at the latest edition of the 
Toronto International Film Festival (TIFF 
2019) that concluded last week, either fea¬ 
tured highly interesting female characters, 
or were helmed by female directors, 
or both. 

Hinde Boujemaa’s fine Tunisian debut, 
Noura’s Dream focuses on a woman, a still 
youthful mother of three, who wants to 
put behind her an abusive husband, and 
build something new with a lover. But 
things are not as simple as they seem: for 
a woman, wherever in the world she may 
be, following her heart can be fraught 
with challenges. 

Celebrated actor-director Nadine Labaki 
also plays a conflicted woman, but in a dif¬ 
ferent country, and in a different year. 1982, 
directed by Oualid Mouaness, is based on 
his memories of the fateful day when Israeli 
forces invaded Beirut. The lovely Labaki 
plays a school teacher who has to choose 
between a brother and a potential suitor. 
For a woman, making a choice is sometimes 
being forced, heartbreakingly, to not mak¬ 
ing a choice at all. 

All the way across the globe, in New York, 
Nicole is struggling to extricate herself from 
a marriage with Charlie, in Noah Baumbach’s 
Marriage Story. Scarlett Johansson is marvel¬ 
lous (as is Adam Driver, in the role of Charlie) 
as she wades through the movie, showing 
us glimpses of a woman who wants to be a 
good wife and mother, but who also wants to 
be herself. No, Nicole is no saint, but she’s no 
demon either. 

Also in New York, when the jaw-drop- 
pingly limber Jennifer Lopez twirls around 
a pole in Lorene Scafaria’s Hustlers, you 
don’t just see a body, you see the person be¬ 
hind it. That’s what a feminist gaze does to 
a film about strippers: it goes beyond. 

And multi-culti London is the location 
of one of my absolute favourite films, Rocks,

teenage girls, most of them from immigrant 
families, trying to find their groove. 

The central character is called Rocks. 
That’s not her real name, of course. It’s just 
what she goes by at school, and amongst 
her friends, as she tries to negotiate circum¬ 
stances no 15-year-old should have to: an 
absentee mother, zero money, and a little 
brother to look after. 

Even till about five years back, the dis¬ 
covery of a female gaze in a film was a mat¬ 
ter of pure luck. The intervening years have 
been marked by an increase of women in 
cinema, with entries at the technical level, 
as well as on the different tiers that control 
the making of movies. This is a global move¬ 
ment which has resulted, slowly, but surely, 
in women owning more and more space on 
and behind the screen. 

TIFF vocally prides itself on raising the 
bar on gender parity, and nearly 50 per cent 
of its programmers are female, which is 
bringing a distinct female forwardness in 
the selection of movies showcased. This is

not just during the festival: TIFFs ‘Share Her 
Journey’ programme, which runs round- 
the-year, focuses on identifying and facili¬ 
tating women who want an entry into the 
film industry, creating an environment for 
skill development, and providing access to 
hitherto tightly controlled spaces. 

I speak to the Toronto born-and-bred 
Jaspreet Sandhu, 34, who has been with 
TIFF for the past 11 years, and is aware that 
the work with the ‘Share Her Journey’ pro¬ 
gramme has just begun. She says, “We don’t 
want a situation where we are sitting back 
and saying, ‘oh look, the checklist is com¬ 
plete’.” How would she assess the progress 
of the programme that began two years 
back? “Year One was about getting the mes¬ 
sage out, Year Two, it sort of exploded be¬ 
cause we got a lot of interested women 
reaching out to us. Now, in Year Three, we 
want to see what has progressively 
changed, to reach back to the women (126 
in the first year, 120 in the second): how do 
they see the programme as having 


impacted them?” 

Such programmes usually take a long 
time to catch traction, especially because 
filmmaking has been for so long, intrinsi¬ 
cally, such a male-dominated industry. 
Sandhu, who went to film school and 
trained in production, speaks wryly of how 
she hated being called “little lady” on the 
set: “I sound like a kid, but I’m not”. She 
certainly is not: working on something that 
is so close to her heart has made her a pas¬ 
sionate votary for increased female pres¬ 
ence on and off the set. “When women are 
hired in key positions, they hire other 
women, and this is what Rima (Das) was 
talking about at her panel,” she says. 

Das, an official ambassador for ‘Share 
Her Journey’, spoke at this edition of TIFF 
about being not just the only woman on the 
set, but also someone who can justifiably 
be seen as a changemaker and an inspira¬ 
tional figure. Das has pretty much made her 
films on her own, donning the many hats a 
film requires (director, producer, screenplay 
writer, cinematographer, editor) on both 
Village Rockstars and Bulbul Can Sing, which 
premiered at TIFF 2018. 

“Yes, of course it is difficult. Filmmaking 
is never easy,” says Das, as we sit side-by-side 
for a late-night screening. “But the way I 
looked at it is if there was no job for me, I 
made my own job,” says she. And judging by 
what Das has done in her ground-breaking 
work till now, that’s a very fine job indeed. 

Last year, Geena Davis headlined a 
‘Share Her Journey’ rally mid-fest, speaking 
about the importance of getting more 
women to be visible. “Even in a crowd 
scene, if there are as many women as men, 
it shifts something,” she said to loud ap¬ 
proving roars. And Nandita Das gave a rous¬ 
ing speech on what it is like to create a niche 
in a closed industry like Bollywood. 

How about increasing female viewer- 
ship? “That is key. The act of watching is it¬ 
self powerful because after that you go out 
and talk about what you’ve seen, and that 
supports our movement,” says Sandhu. 

This I can vouch for. You see women like 
Noura, Nicole, Rocks, and there is no way 
on earth that you’re not going to talk about 
them, and share their journey. 


One Step Away 

Heritage activist Vikramjit Singh Rooprai has 
documented the baolis of Delhi in his latest book

WHEN AUTHOR and heritage activist 
Vikramjit Singh Rooprai first came to 
know about the Munirka Baoli, he took 
a tour of the entire urban village near 
Delhi’s Jawaharlal Nehru University, to 
hunt for it, but could not find any histor¬ 
ical structure, except the dilapidated 
tomb of Malik Munirka. Later, when he 
checked the land records from 1950s and 
’60s, he realised that a part of the village 
was demolished to make space for the 
area now known as RK Puram. The baoli 
of Munirka is now in Sector 5 of the local¬ 
ity and dates back to the Lodhi era. 
Comprising a few tombs, prayer hall and 
grave platforms, it makes the Wazirpur 
Gumbad Complex. It shares walls with a 
modern-day gurudwara and a temple. 
Known for his blogs and the heritage 
walks he conducts, Rooprai mentions the 
structure in his recently released book 
Delhi Heritage: Top 10 Baolis (Rs 399, 
Niyogi Books). 

“Baolis became popular after they 
featured in a few movies. Until then, they 
were ignored,” says Rooprai. He points 
out how baolis were once an important 
part of daily life as they provided water 
to the neighbouring population. In the 
book, he mentions how noon time was 
reserved for women and mornings and 
evenings for men. A man would never go 
near a baoli or a tank in the middle of the 
day. “This shows the amount of respect, 
discipline and dignity people main¬ 
tained,” says he. 



Rooprai has been exploring heritage 
structures in Delhi, especially baolis, for 
over a decade. His first trip was to Rajon 
ki Baoli, which resides deep inside the 
Mehrauli Archaeological Park, and was 
built during the reign of Sikandar Shah 
Lodhi, followed by Gandhak ki Baoli, also 
in Mehrauli, which was one of the first 


stepwells in Delhi, built by Shams-ud- 
Din Iltutmish for Khwaja Qutb-ud-Din 
Bakhtiyar Kaki. “Not many knew of 
Ugrasen ki Baoli till the film PI< released. 
At that time, the only baoli known in 
Delhi was Hazrat Nizam-ud-din Baoli,” 
he says. He recalls how when he first saw 
Dwarka Baoli in 2012, it was a 
dilapidated pit filled with garbage. “After 
the media reported about it, government 
took action, and in the last two years, the 
baoli has been restored to its present 
clean state,” he says. For research, he re¬ 
ferred to books such as Monuments of 
Delhi by Maulvi Zafar Hasan, Waqyat-i- 
Darul-Huqoomat-e-Delhi by Bashir-ud- 
Din Ahmed, Asar-us-Sanadid by Sir 
Syed Ahmed Khan, and Delhi — 
Architectural Remains of the Delhi 
Sultanate Period by Tatsuro Yamamoto, 
Matsuo Ara and Tokifusa Tsukinowa, 
among others. 

“A huge amount of science and engi¬ 
neering skill was involved in construct¬ 
ing a baoli — from the principle of sedi¬ 
mentation to pressure, many concepts of 
science are evident. The orientation of 
each baoli shows that the medieval engi¬ 
neers had mastered the art of keeping 
the water cool throughout the year,” says 
Rooprai, who has helped establish The 
Heritage Photography Club and Heritage 
Labs in schools, Delhi University 
and NIFT. 

He points out how hundreds of wells 
and dozens of stepwells were aligned 
with freshwater streams. “If we recharge 
them, we can push water to entire Delhi, 
without having to dig up new 
tunnels/channels — it is a simple tech¬ 
nique that we are no longer using. When 
the British declared these water struc¬ 
tures unhygienic, their usage stopped 
and they began to be ignored,” says 
Rooprai. He plans to write three more 
books in the series — on forts, mosques 
and monument complexes in Delhi.

Was it or Was it Not? 


IN A series of tweets, writer Salman 
Rushdie took a tongue-in-cheek swipe at 
author William Dalrymple, after Lucas 
Wittmann of the Time magazine posted 
about Dalrymple’s talk in New York, on 
his latest book, The Anarchy: The 
Relentless Rise of the East India Company. 
Dalrymple’s talk, Wittmann tweeted, 
referenced the “second draft of Hamlet 
in London” — a point Rushdie was quick 
to take up, commenting on the fact that 
Dalrymple's knowledge of several drafts 
of Shakespeare's Hamlet “could revolu¬ 
tionise Shakespeare scholarship”. A bit 
of banter with those who responded — 
Dalrymple not included — later, Rushdie 
concluded with another caustic jibe: “I 
just hope @DalrympleWill’s grasp of 
Indian history is surer than his attempt 
at literary history”. 

Rushdie, whose new book, Quichotte, 
came out last month, is no stranger to 
literary feuds, of course. After a scathing 
epistolary exchange with John Le Carre 
over the latter's perceived support for 
the fatwa brigade following the publi¬ 
cation of Satanic Verses in 1989, he’s also 
been embroiled in a mini war of words 
with American novelist and critic John 
Updike in the past. The reason? He did¬ 
n’t like Updike’s review of Shalimar the 
Clown (2006) in The New Yorker. But, 
then, Rushdie is hardly the first writer to 
have spats with his colleagues. From 
Ernest Hemingway and F Scott 
Fitzgerald to AS Byatt and Margaret 
Drabble, sisters and bitter rivals, to, more 
recently, Colson Whitehead and Richard 
Ford, literature has had many instances 
of bitter rivalry between writers, poets 
and critics. 

“It’s going to be nasty,” poet Derek

Walcott had declared at his session at 
the Calabash International Literary 
Festival, 2008, before reading out from 
his poem, The Mongoose, which began 
famously with these lines: “I have been 
bitten. I must avoid infection. Or else I’ll 
be as dead as Naipaul’s fiction.” It was a 
culmination of sorts of decades of bad 
blood between the two literary giants — 
Walcott and VS Naipaul — but what 
would art be without a bit of fireworks 
between its eccentric creators?

Allegations of 
cheating as 
Bajrang loses in 
semifinal 

Astana (Kazakhstan): Bajrang Punia, World 
No.l 65kg freestyle wrestler, lost his semifinal 
bout against home wrestler Daulet 
Niyazbekov in a controversial manner after 
locking down an Olympics berth on Day 6 of 
the World Championships on Thursday. 
Bajrang’s frustrated coach Shako Benitidis was 
visibly furious at some of the decisions as the 
semifinal bout ended 9-9. Since Niyazbekov 
had secured a bigger throw of four points in 
the bout, he was declared the winner. 

In a fiercely fought affair, the referee gave 
ample time to a tiring Niyazbekov to catch his 
breath and he was not given caution at least 
thrice. Instead Niyazbekov was awarded four 
points when it was Bajrang who had effected 
a throw at the edge of the circle. 

“I challenged it and they should have 
given at least two points to Bajrang for that 
hold,” said coach Benitidis. 

The Indian, who won silver in the last edi¬ 
tion, will now fight for the bronze medal on 
Friday. “It was clear that the mat chairman 
favoured the home wrestler,” said a coach 
who did not wish to be named. 

Experts and neutral observers also were 
of the view that Bajrang got shortchanged. 

Ben Askren, Ultimate Fighting 
Championship star and former Olympic 
wrestler, tweeted: “Daton (Fix) got screwed! 
Bajrang got screwed! ” 

Pooja misses out 

Meanwhile, India’s campaign in the 
women’s competition folded following Pooja 
Dhanda’s defeat in the bronze medal bout 
and first round exits of Sakshi Malik and 
Divya Kakran. Pooja lost the 59kg bronze 
medal play-off 3-5 to 2018 Asian champion 
Xingru Pei of China. PTI & ENS

THAT INDIA would win an Olympic quota at 
the World Wrestling Championship in Astana, 
Kazakhstan, on Thursday was a given. But few 
would have imagined that Ravi Dahiya, the 
20-year-old 57kg freestyle wrestler who was 
making his debut at this stage, would get there 
before Bajrang Punia, the 65kg world number 
one who is also India’s biggest medal hope in 
Tokyo. But Dahiya, as the world learnt, has a 
reputation of stoking curiosity and being the 
‘unlikely man’. 

Belying his years and wrestling like a 
veteran, he commanded the fraternity’s 
undivided attention with his ability to 
script comebacks, launch powerful attacks 
and seamlessly adjust to different match 
situations as he came within a whisker of 
making the final, before the clock — not so 
much his much-vaunted opponent — 
stopped him. He would now fight for the 
bronze medal on Friday. 

Before Dahiya announced himself to the 
world in that fashion, he had done the same 
during the selection trials in July, where he 
emerged as the improbable winner in what 
is arguably the most competitive weight 
category in the country. 

If you ignore the general chaos that sur¬ 
rounds it, not many domestic tournaments 
in India can match up to the selection trials 
for a major international wrestling cham¬ 
pionship. There is a genuine buzz around 
it and the emotions, on the mat and in the 
stands, are raw; so much so that a fight, 
free-for-all, is never too far away. 

The trials for the World Championships 
were no different. The spotlight was as 


usual on the established names — Sushil 
Kumar, Bajrang et al — but some anticipa¬ 
tion was reserved for Dahiya as well. 

After all, he had been hyped up as the 
next big thing from the assembly line that 
is Delhi’s Chhatrasal Stadium. Sushil, the 
two-time Olympic medalist and 
Chhatrasal’s most famous alumnus, called 
Dahiya a wrestler with plenty of jigar 
(courage). And the medals at junior level 
only added to his reputation. 

But not many had expected him to 


straight away dominate a weight class that 
boasts of established wrestlers such as 
Uttar Pradesh’s Sandeep Tomar, who com¬ 
peted in the Rio Olympics, and Utkarsh 
Kale of Maharashtra. 

Dahiya — who spends hours watching 
videos of his idol Hasan Yazdani, the 
Olympic champion from Iran — himself was 
pleasantly surprised. The call-up to the na¬ 
tional camp, a first for him, was more excit¬ 
ing to him because that meant, in addition 
to watching Yazdani’s clips, he could dis¬ 


cuss it with India’s foreign coach Hossein 
Karimi, who is from Iran. An Olympic quota, 
or a shot at a World Championships medal, 
hadn’t crossed his mind yet. 

Few, in fact, gave the rookie a chance. 
India’s projection was to return from the 
World Championships with two Olympic 
quotas — one from Vinesh Phogat in 
women’s 53kg and another from Bajrang. 

The script was playing out just like that. 
Until Thursday, when Dahiya finally took 
to the mat. An outsider in the category, he 
won his first two bouts by technical supe¬ 
riority (beating the opponents by a 10- 
point margin). 

In the round of 16, he was up against the 
61kg European champion Arsen 
Harutyunyan. The Armenian started 
strongly to race to a six-point lead, stran¬ 
gling the Indian wrestler with his power¬ 
ful grip. But Dahiya did not get flustered 
and the moment he found a gap in 
Harutunyan’s defence, he logged 17 points 
in a row to win the bout 17-6. 

In the quarterfinals, Dahiya was up against 
Japan’s Yuki Takahashi. After the trials, Dahiya 
had singled out the 2017 world champion as 
the trickiest opponent because of the unpre¬ 
dictability in attack and upper-body strength. 
Takahashi had defeated Dahiya once before 
in the Asian Championship. This time, 
though, he didn’t let the Japanese world num¬ 
ber 3 get comfortable on the mat, confusing 
him with some smart movement to eke out 
a 6-1 win. He ultimately lost 6-4 to reigning 
world champion Zaur Uguev of Russia in the 
semifinals. 

Friday will give him a chance to further 
cement his position as the new number 1 
for India in a weight category where it has 
under-performed despite all the talent. 


To book quota,

THAT VINESH Phogat is her own person was 
proved yet again when she altered the strat¬ 
egy devised by the coaches for the key 
Olympic qualification match and came out 
trumps. Ahead of her world championships’ 
Olympic qualifying bout, the precise tactics 
suggested by coach Woller Akos were to 
“stay away from Sarah Ann Hildebrandt, 
block her right arm and protect the legs”. 

Vinesh did exactly the opposite. 

“Coaches were suggesting something 
else but I felt something different on the mat 
and changed tactics accordingly. I felt she was 
getting in, but because I was not conceding 
point, it was exhausting her,” Vinesh said in 
an interview after claiming the 53kg cate¬ 
gory bronze and the Tokyo Olympics berth 
here. “So, I thought let’s lure her into leg at¬ 
tacks more and stay solid in defense to com¬ 
pletely wear her out. I let her come in but 
held her off. It worked for me. I knew how 
much strength she had compared to mine.” 

The American number one got hold off 
ofVinesh’s right leg in the second repechage 
bout five times but could not convert those 
moves into points. “Even if she had scored 
a few points, she would have got tired be¬ 
cause she would have used all her power,” 
Vinesh added. 

The 25-year-old claims to be a person 
prone to mood swings even when it comes to 
smallest of matters like eating, sleeping, 
reading, and talking to people. Some advised 
her that she should not get married because 
she might lose spark but she proved them 
wrong. She knows what it means to win a 
big medal. She has not yet forgotten how the 
Rio Olympics injury confined her to a wheel¬ 
chair for some weeks. 

“My mother has almost stopped watch¬ 
ing my bouts. She fears I may return with a 
broken leg again. Even if she watches, she will 
make it tough for others by shouting like 
-Arrey tangchhod de men bed Id, tod na diyo 
(Leave the leg of my daughter, don’t break it).” 

While her mother keeps praying when 
her bout is on, her husband Sombir Rathee 
chips in with his inputs. “He may not have 
won medals but has a sharp wrestling mind. 
He would come up saying the same things 
what my foreign coach would suggest.” 

Vision 2020 

The world championship medal was 
missing from her CV for long and now that 
she has ticked the box, Vinesh said it gives 
her the cushion of a few months to plan bet¬ 
ter for ‘Mission Tokyo’. 

“It’s the first Olympic qualification tour¬ 
nament and a world championship too, so 
every athlete came here well-prepared and 
with a different mind set. Taldng a medal 
from this group is definitely big for me. It’s a 
relief because now I have a lot of time to pre¬ 
pare for the Olympics. And it’s a bronze only. 
I want to convert it to a gold and also win the 
Olympic medal.” 

Vinesh is pleased with the way she 
trained her mind to overcome a few nega¬ 
tive thoughts that plagued her mind when 
it came to switching her weight category. “I 
used to think how will I beat a 53kg 
wrestler like Sofia Mattsson, who is so 
strong. But I changed the mind-set and beat 
her. So I am moving in the right direction. 
My better version is yet to come. I think you 
will see my best in Olympics, that’s the pin¬ 
nacle,” she said. 

After losing to Mayu Mukaida from Japan, 
Vinesh conceded just three points in next 
four bouts. So, does she feel that it was 
Mukaida, who pushed her away from the top 
place on the podium? 

“Anything can happen on the mat. You 
have seen the Korean girl (Yong Mi Pak) beat 
Mukaida 11 -0 in the final and I have beaten 
that Korean girl twice. But yes, If I had won 
against the Japanese, the results would have 
been different.”

LAST YEAR, at the weightlifters camp in 
Shilaroo, before a lower-back injury knackered 
her, Mirabai Chanu was in buoyant mood. For, 
she was consistently breaching the 200kg bar¬ 
rier, an ambition that has been burning in her 
for nearly a decade, and a yardstick that’s the 
bare minimum for her to be considered among 
the elite of lifters in the 49kg category. 

Even in warm-up lifts, she was heaving200- 
plus bells without much effort, her movements 
fluent and graceful. “It’s coming off smoothly, 
without any jerks. Every time I am about to lift, 
I get positive vibes. It has become a routine, and 
now, it’s a matter of repeating this in big tour¬ 
naments,” she said, smiling beatifically. 

Only that the moment she has been long¬ 
ing for so long eluded her for nearly 16 
months—until this Thursday when she lifted 
201 kg for a fourth-place finish at the World 
Championship in Pattaya. The debilitating back 
injury and the ambiguity over her future had 
shoved her career into an uncertain phase. She 
was not depressed or desperate, but some¬ 


where deep in her, she was getting progres¬ 
sively restless. More than the physical pain, it 
was mental agony that was cmshing. “Now I 
have to start it all over again, go back to 190- 
odd kg and then gradually increase it. It’s quite 
irritating,” she said during her lengthy rehab. 

Back injuries are the worst nightmares for 
a weightlifter, just like a shoulder injury is for 
a fast bowler or an ACL for a footballer. The na¬ 
tional coach Vijay Sharma himself had seen his 
career impaired by a back injury. But Sharma 
told his ward to be patient, and after several 
months without lifting any weight, though she 
often dreamt of herself in the middle of a mat, 
beside the clunky bars, she gradually worked 
herself back to her optimal best. “Missing the 
Asian Games was obviously was a heartbreak, 
but I told her she has bigger dreams to pursue, 
and the setbacks are part and parcel of every 
athlete’s life. There was no time to waste think¬ 
ing about injuries of the past, the Olympics is 
just two years away,” he recollected. 

199 at Asian meet 

The sprightliness returned, and she marked 
her personal best of 199kg at the Asian 
Championship in Ningbo. Creditable as the ef¬ 


fort was, she wasn’t satisfied, though the self¬ 
belief never deserted her. By this time, breaking 
the 200kg-barrier has become an obsession so 
much so that everyone in her circle just prayed 


she broke it at the earliest so that the burden is 
offhershoulders.Afterthe Asian Championship 
performance, she promised the coach that she 
would nail it in the next international event, 


which was the World Championship in Pattaya, 
and she kept the promise. 

But more than anyone else she’s aware that 
breaking into the 200kg category is not the 
limit of her dream but rather the beginning of 
a new one. There was no better putting in per¬ 
spective of her accomplishment than that a 
medal still eluded her. She was the reigning 
world championship (albeit in 48kg), but three 
others finished with a better margin, and the 
first two with landslide margins. Though only 
one of gold medallist Jiang Huihua and silver- 
winner Hou Zhihui will feature at the 
Olympics—as every country has a single quota, 
which means one of the Chinese would miss 
out—she cannot discount the rapid strides 
they’d made in the last couple of years. Huiha’s 
previous best was 206kg, but here she man¬ 
aged 212; Zhihui is a world-record holder and 
consistently lifts 210 and thereabouts. The 
third-placed Ri Song-gum of North Korea has 
massively improved. Until the stroke of this 
year, she languished in the early 190s, before 
she lifted 199kg at the Asian Games to claim 
gold. Her maiden 200kg-effort fetched her sil¬ 
ver atthe Asian Championship. Here, she lifted 
her personal best of204kg, demonstrating the 


breakneck pace at which she’s bettering. 

If it was the 48kg category—it was up¬ 
graded to 49kg the year before—a 200kg lift 
would have sufficed for a gold medal. In Rio, 
gold medallist Sopita Tanasan just about man¬ 
aged 200kg, while the silver and bronze were 
earned at 192 and 188. But the lifters, ever since, 
had leapt an evolutionary leap of sorts. 

Hence, there’s more sweat to be shed be¬ 
fore Mirabai can nurture her Olympic-medal 
dreams in Tokyo. For that, she has to consider¬ 
ably improve her numbers in snatch, the as¬ 
pect of the sport where she has lagged. Among 
the four, she had the worst—87. Huihua and 
Zhihui were locked on 94 while Song-gum 
pushed to 89. But unlike in clean and jerk the 
progression is more incremental, as she has to 
lift the barbell over her head in a continuous 
motion. “We have identified the snatch as one 
of her grey areas and have been working on it.

A DAY after Rishabh Pant let his team down 
with his shot selection — caught at short fine 
leg off the fourth ball he faced — in the second 
T20 International against South Africa, chief se¬ 
lector MSK Prasad said there were players be¬ 
ing groomed for the slot though Pant remains 
the first-choice for now 

Prasad’s committee has picked the 21 -year- 
old as India’s first-choice ‘keeper-batsman 
across formats, with an eye on the future. 

Speaking to The Indian Express, Prasad spoke 
about monitoring Pant’s workload and 
grooming his backups. “We are monitoring 
the workload of Rishabh. Of course, we have 
been grooming backups across all formats. 
We have the young KS Bharath doing well in 


the longer format for India A. We also have 
Ishan Kishan and Sanju Samson doing well in 
the shorter formats for India ‘A’ and domes¬ 
tic cricket,” Prasad said. 

The chief selector said the selection com¬ 
mittee has faith in Pant’s ability as of now. 

“I have already said that post World Cup 
we have been concentrating on the progress 
of Rishabh. We need to be patient with him, 
considering the immense talent that he pos¬ 
sesses,” the chief selector added. 

Pant, at the moment, is in the middle of a 
‘careless-fearless’ debate. Ahead of the sec¬ 
ond T20I, India’s new batting coach Vikram 
Rathour had advised him to think his innings 
through. “I think he is a phenomenal player. 
There is no doubt about that. But what he 
needs to do is to sort his game plan. He needs 
to be more disciplined and all the young 
players like him need to understand that

there is a fine line between fearless cricket 
and careless cricketWhat the team manage¬ 
ment is asking from them is to be fearless. 
About having a clear game plan and playing 
with intent. Focus should be batting to your 
strength and at the same time, one cannot 


I am sure they have started to un¬ 
derstand that,” Rathour had said. 

On Wednesday, when Pant came to the 
crease at No.4, ahead of Shreyas Iyer, India 
were 94 for two after 11.4 overs, chasing 150 
for victory. The required rate was below seven 
and Virat Kohli had been bossing at the other 
end. With 11 Tests, 12 ODIs and 19 T20Is al¬ 
ready under his belt, the left-hander was ex¬ 
pected to read the match situation well. 

He just had to play second fiddle to his cap¬ 
tain and see his side through. Like the World 
Cup semifinal against New Zealand at Old 
Trafford, in Mohali also, Pant fell prey to his 
batting indiscipline.In 19 T20Is, Pant has only 
four 30-plus scores and this could be a reason 
why Kohli, unlike the selection committee, is 
seemingly reluctant to write off Dhoni as far as 
international cricket is concerned. The next 
World T20 in Australia is a little over 12 


months away. 

At the press conference before the first 
T20I in Dharamsala, the India captain had 
spoken about the “alignment” between his 
predecessor and the team. 

“One great thing about him (Dhoni) is 
that, he thinks for Indian cricket. And what¬ 
ever we (team management) think, he is on 
the same page. The alignment is there. The 
kind of mindset he has had about groom¬ 
ing youngsters and giving them opportuni¬ 
ties, and he is still the same person,” Kohli 
had said. 

At 3 8 years of age, the next 50-over World 
Cup is probably beyond Dhoni, but the World 
T20 is not too far away and he hasn’t called 
time on his international career yet. Also, as 
a Chennai Super Kings official confirmed, 
Dhoni will lead the franchise in the next 
year’s IPL. 


Another snub for 
CoA advisory 

Kolkata: The Cricket Association of 
Bengal’s electoral officer Sushanta 
Ranjan Upadhaya will not incorporate 
the Committee of Administrators’ 
(CoA) ‘9+9 advisory’ for the state as¬ 
sociation’s scheduled September 28 
elections, as it came after the election 
process was “set in”.

AFI not to field 
Anas in 400m 
at Doha World 
Championships

NATIONAL RECORD holder quarter-miler 
Muhammed Anas will not run in the indi¬ 
vidual 400m at the Doha World 
Championships beginning on September 27 
despite breaching the qualifying mark of the 
showpiece event. Anas had crossed the 
World Championships qualifying mark of 
45.30 at the Kladno international meet in the 
Czech Republic on July 13 by clocking 45.21, 
while also bettering his own earlier national 
record (45.24) in the process. 

But the Athletics Federation of India has 
not entered the name of the 25-year-old 
Kerala athlete for the individual 400m for the 
World Championships, preferring to field him 
only for the men's 4x400m relay and mixed 
4x400m relay. The world governing body 
IAAF on Thursday issued the provisional list 
of the athletes, country's wise as well as 
event-wise and Anas' name was there only 
in the men's 4x400m and mixed 4x400m re¬ 
lay, and not in the individual 400m race. 

Under IAAF rules, no athletes can be 
added now. Only withdrawals of the already 
entered names can be done by the managers 
just before the Championships. 

“We have not entered Anas for individ¬ 
ual 400m as we thought he can help the 
country better in the men's 4x400m relay 
and mixed 4x400m relay. We have good 
chance to do well in the relays, especially in 
the mixed 4x400m relay,” an AFI source told 
PTI on the condition of anonymity. 

Anas, however, said he was not aware 
that he will not be running in the individual 
400m race. “I did not know about that (not 
running individual 400m). I will have to 
check with AFI or coaches," Anas said from 
his training base in Europe. 

The AFI is particularly hoping to reach the 
final of the mixed 4x400m relay despite the 
mling out of Hima Das as the top-eight finish¬ 
ers will get automatic berth for the2020Tokyo 
Olympics. India's 4x400m mixed relay team 
can reach the final of the Doha World 
Championships despite the absence of top 
quarter-miler Hima Das, deputy chief coach 
Radhakrishnan Nair said. World junior cham¬ 
pion Hima was on Wednesday ruled out of 
the showpiece event beginning on September 
27 due to her persistent back injury in a set¬ 
back to the Indian team which was putting a 
lot of hope in the newly introduced mixed 
4x400m relay event. “Not much difference 
(with the mling out of Hima). We have to stay 
positive and still believe that we can reach the 
finals in mixed 4x400m relay,” Nair said. 

The top eight finishers in the relay events 
of the World Championships will automati¬ 
cally qualify for the 2020 Tokyo Olympics. 
India qualified in the World Championships 
as the 14th ranked team in the mixed 
4x400m relay based on its Asian Games gold 
winning time of 3:15.71. 


Fight of their lives 

Manish Kaushik (63kg) will face Andy Cruz in semis; Amit Panghal (52kg) takes on Bibossinov

THE (PROBABLE) good news first. Saken 
Bibossinov — Amit Panghal’s opponent in 
Friday’s 52kg World Championship semifi¬ 
nal — is the kind of boxer the Indian excels at 
dispatching. Bibossinov is three inches taller, 
and like a typical Kazakh, prefers to fight 
from a distance. That Bibossinov is a fellow 
southpaw adds a wrinkle to the match-up, 
but the wiliness in the ring and the wave of 
confidence Panghal’s riding should carry him 
to the flyweight final. Of course, the usual 
disclaimers (scoring is subjective, better 
boxer on the day) apply. 

Now for the not-so-good news. 

The stacked light welterweight division, 
arguably the most entertaining in 
Ekaterinburg, has whittled down to a final 
four comprising Armenian Hovhannes 
Bachkov (2017 world bronze-medallist and 
two-time European champion), American 
Keyshawn Davis (PanAm silver-medallist 
and touted as a top pro-boxing prospect), 
Cuban Andy Cruz (reigning world and two- 
time PanAm champion)... And Manish 
Kaushik. 

The CWG silver-medallist may have had 
a light resume coming into the tournament, 
but clean, technical boxing has earned 
Kaushik a Worlds bronze. Like the 24-year- 
old from Cuba, the 24-year-old from ‘India’s 
Cuba’ of Devsar, Bhiwani, has earned his wins 
in unanimous fashion. And on Friday, 
Kaushik would like to use his billing as an un¬ 
derdog to spoil the party of Cruz - an ama¬ 
teur undefeated since 2015 - and his legion of 
supporters. 

Since the 63kg draw came out, a vocal 
section of amateur boxing fans has been 
counting days till Cruz takes on Davis in the 
final, deeming other rounds mere formality 
and a rematch of last month’s Pan-American 
gold-medal contest all but inevitable. 

Cruz and Davis, two showmen who mix 
punching with theatrics, are engaged in a 
budding rivalry. Cruz defeated the American 
3-2 at the Pan American qualifiers and 4-1 at 
the continental event. 

Davis - who stunned Olympic silver- 
medallist, lightweight world champ and 
two-time Euro medallist Sofiane Oumiha in 
the quarterfinal - refers to himself the 
“hottest amateur” and is USA’s Olympic 
hope. Cruz however is a proven real deal. The 
Cuban won the bantamweight gold at the 
2015 PanAm Games, but decided he couldn’t 
continue to cope with the punishing weight 
cut and gave up his 56kg spot at the Rio 
Olympics. The switch up to 64 brought with 
it a World Championship gold in Hamburg 
two years ago. 

“I’ve been following Andy since I first saw 
him as a youth boxer in 49 kilos in 2015,” says 
high performance director Santiago Nieva. 
“He moved up and made a name in 56, but he 
outgrew the division and jumped directly to 
64 and soon became number one in Cuba

and number one in the world.” 

Cruz, who grew up idolising Bruce Lee 
and practised karate as a child before switch¬ 
ing to boxing, is similar to Kaushik in size and 
style. It’s the skill where he can pull away. 
Cruz is a chameleon in the ring. Smooth, fast 
puncher, can switch from orthodox to south¬ 
paw and throws combinations from differ¬ 
ent angles. But Cruz is not a hard puncher, 
and Kaushik might be a little faster. 


In his run-up to the semifinal, 
Kaushik has defeated 
Kyrgyzstan’s Kadyrbek Uulu 
Argen, Mongolian Olympian 
and 2018 Asian Championship 
silver-medallist Baatarsukh 
Chinzorig, Dutch Olympian and 
two-time European medallist 
Enrico Lacruz and Brazil’s 
Wanderson de Oliviera. 


“I have watched his bouts 2-3 times,” 
Kaushik told The Indian Express. “I know that 
he likes to counter a lot, so I would have to 
tailor my game accordingly. I know he’s a 
good boxer and a world champion. But hon¬ 
estly, I will be taking the ring without a lot of 
pressure. I have already won a medal, the tar¬ 
get now is to change its colour.” 

Technically sound 

Coach Jai Singh Patil, who has worked 
with Kaushik extensively in the Services 
camp and has been seconding the boxer in 
Russia, believes his ward has struck a purple 
patch. “Cruz is sharp. His punches are clear. 


There’s no doubt that he’s a top boxer. But 
Manish is probably India’s most technical 
sound boxer presently. His style matches up 
with Cruz’s,” says Patil. “Manish has fought 
one bout more than Cruz, since he didn’t get 
a bye. And look at the boxers he has beaten.” 

In his run-up to the semifinal, Kaushik 
has defeated Kyrgyzstan’s Kadyrbek Uulu 
Argen, Mongolian Olympian and 2018 Asian 
Championship silver-medallist Baatarsukh 
Chinzorig, Dutch Olympian and two-time 
European medallist Enrico Lacruz and 
Brazil’s Wanderson de Oliviera. 

Patil then distances himself from the bout 
and tries to look at it from a neutral perspec¬ 
tive. “Of course I would want Manish to win 
and go for gold. But I guarantee this, even as 
a neutral boxing fan, this fight is can’t miss,” 
says Patil. “I am telling you, no matter what 
the result is, this has the potential to be this 
tournament’s best boxing contest.” 

Santiago agrees with the assessment. 

“Light welterweight is very competitive 
and a lot of people have been impressed with 
Manish along with the other three con¬ 
tenders. This weight division has been a clas¬ 
sic this year,” says Nieva. 

“Tomorrow, we like to believe that we are 
in with a chance. Cruz has been very, very 
dominant. But it’s time for his dominance to 
come to an end.” 


Sindhu out of 
China Open, 
Praneeth enters 
quarterfinals

REIGNING WORLD champion PV Sindhu 
made an early exit from the China Open but 
B Sai Praneeth kept the Indian flag flutter¬ 
ing with a hard-fought straight-game win 
to reach the men’s singles quarterfinals here 
on Thursday. 

Sindhu, an Olympic silver medallist, 
squandered a first-game advantage to go 
down 12-21 21-13 21-19 to Thailand’s 
Pornpawee Chochuwong in a women’s sin¬ 
gles pre-quarterfinals that lasted 58 min¬ 
utes here. 

Praneeth, who had claimed a bronze 
medal at Basel, edged out China’s Lu Guang 
Zu 21-19 21-19 to set up a meeting against 
Indonesian seventh seed Anthony Sinisuka 
Ginting. Ginting beat India’s Parupalli 
Kashyap 23-21 15-21 21-12 in a thrilling 
contest. 

Doubles specialist Satwiksairaj 
Rankireddy also had a dismal day as he suf¬ 
fered twin defeats, losing both the men’s 
doubles and mixed doubles pre-quarterfi- 
nals. In men’s doubles, Satwik and Chirag 
Shetty, ranked 15th in the world, ran out of 
steam after a decent start against fourth- 
seeded Japanese pair of Takeshi Kamura 
and Keigo Sonoda and went down 19-218- 
21 in the second-round match that lasted 
33 minutes. 

This is the second time Satwik and Chirag 
have lost to the combination of Kamura and 
Sonoda this year. They had lost to the world 
no.4 pair at the Japan Open in July. Satwik 
then paired up with his mixed doubles part¬ 
ner Ashwini Ponanappa but the duo could¬ 
n’t get past Yuki Kaneko and Misaki 
Matsutomo, losing 11-2121-1612-21 to the 
Japanese pair. 

Ashwini also tasted defeat in women’s 
doubles after she and her partner N Sikki 
Reddy lost 12-21 17-21 to second seeded 
Japanese pair of Misaki Matsutomo and 
AyakaTakahashi. Sindhu, who came into the 
match with a 3-0 head-to-head lead against 
Pornpawee, dominated the first game as she 
lead 7-1 early on but the Thai shuttler re¬ 
duced the deficit to 10-11 at the break. 

However, Sindhu reeled off eight straight 
points after the interval to jump to 19-10 and 
eventually sealed the first game comfort¬ 
ably. In the second game, Pornpawee 
changed gears and moved to a 5-1 advan¬ 
tage initially. Sindhu clawed back to 7-9 be¬ 
fore the Thai youngster jumped to 15-7 with 
six straight points and held her fort to roar 
back into the contest. 

The decider started on an even note as 
both the shuttlers fought hard, moving to¬ 
gether till 6-6 when Sindhu surged ahead to 
enjoy a 11-7 cushion at the break. However, 
Pornpawee kept breathing down Sindhu’s 
neck and slowly moved to 15-19. From there, 
the Thai shuttler blasted six straight points 
to leave the Indian shocked.

His bowl¬ 
ing action was found to be illegal after he un¬ 
derwent independent assessment in the 
southern Indian city of Chennai, the ICC said in 
a statement. Dananjaya was also reported for 
a suspect bowling action last November after 
a test match against England and suspended 
the following month after an independent 
committee found it to be illegal.

Mohammedan Sporting on Thursday 
shocked defending champions Mohun 
Bagan 3-2 to jump to second place in the 
Calcutta Football League Premier Division A 
standings. Kareem Omolaja Nurain (7th), 
Tirthankar Sarkar (11th) and John Chidi 
(61 st) were on target for the Black Panthers, 
while Joseba Beitia (25th) and substitute 
Salva Chamorro (71 st) reduced the margin 
for Mohun Bagan in a keenly-contested bat¬ 
tle at the Saltlake Stadium.

Earlier this 
month, India had held Asian champions Qatar 
to a goalless draw in Doha to gain their first 
point in the 2022 World Cup Qualifiers. The 
match was also a preliminary qualifier for the 
2023 AFC Asian Cup. India has been clubbed 
alongside Oman, Qatar, Bangladesh and 
Afghanistan in Group E of the second round 
World Cup Qualifiers.

Lanka tour of Pakistan to go ahead as per plan 

Sri Lanka's cricket board Thursday said it will go ahead with its tour of Pakistan despite 
fears that players could be the targets of terror attacks during the six-match visit. Sri 
Lanka Cricket secretary Mohan de Silva said they received the all-clear from the defence 
ministry to leave for Pakistan on Tuesday after establishing that there was no threat to 
the national team. Sri Lanka Cricket added in a statement that the governing body was 
assured the Pakistan army would coordinate security set at a level usually reserved for a 
head of state. "Sri Lanka Cricket wishes to announce that the forthcoming tour of Pakistan 
will go ahead as planned, following assurances given by the government of Pakistan that 
it will provide maximum security," the statement said. De Silva added that he and "our 
office bearers will also be accompanying the team". Reports last week of a possible ter¬ 
ror attack were referred to the defence ministry for investigation. The Sri Lanka team 
was the target of an attack during a Test match in Pakistan's Lahore in March 2009, with 
six players injured when gunmen attacked their bus. 


Advani in last eight of 
6-Red Snooker Worlds 

Multiple-time world billiards and snooker 
champion Pankaj Advani scored a comfortable 
5-2 win over Pakistan's Zulfiqar Qadir to enter 
the quarterfinals of the IBSF World 6-Red 
Snooker Championship. Earlier in the day, 
Pankaj accounted for another Pakistani cueist 
Muhammad Ahsan Javaid with a 5-1 victory 
in the last-32 stage. Laxman Rawat, who beat 
Gao Yang of China, and Pushpender Singh, who 
defeated Thailand's Kritsanut Lertsattayathom 
5-4 in a thriller, also joined Advani in the quar¬ 
terfinals. 

Bulgarian great 
Berbatov calls it a day 

Former Manchester United and Tottenham 
Hotspur striker Dimitar Berbatov an¬ 
nounced his retirement from football on 
Thursday, 18 months after leaving India's 
Kerala Blasters, bringing an end to a glitter¬ 
ing 20-year career. The 38-year-old, 
Bulgaria’s record goalscorer, also played for 
CSKA Sofia, Bayer Leverkusen, Fulham, 
Monaco and Greek side PAOK, but he has 
been without a club since leaving India's 
Kerala Blasters 18 months ago. "Someone 
told me I need to say something, and see¬ 
ing that people were asking me, especially 
back home, I need to give a farewell mes¬ 
sage," Berbatov wrote on Instagram.

Cheery Blossoms 

Japan had lit up the last World Cup beat¬ 
ing the Springboks in a stunning opening 
game while winning two more - a result 
that catapulted then-coach Eddie Jones to 
the England top boss job. They will look 
to hit bullet train speed when they start 
in Group A against Russia, playing at home 
at Ajinomoto Stadium. Grouped with 
Samoa, Ireland and Wales, the Blossoms 
are considered the biggies amongst the 
tier two nations, but still small fry 
amongst the heavyweights. The beasts 
from east drew with France in Paris a few 
seasons ago, and will back themselves to 
nick a few upsets and sneak into the last 8. 

Coached by former New Zealand 
flanker Jamie Joseph, the Asian regulars 
at World Cups since 1991 and Pacific 
powerhouse, Japan are bullish against 
Russian Bears, and there's talk of a 40- 
point win margin. 

Japan's top team Sunwolves plays in 
Super Rugby, but the coach is expectedly 
wary of the Bears who believe in crowd¬ 
ing opponents with scorch-earth penalty 
kicks but have only learnt to play high- 
intensity beyond 50 minutes after they 
got fast tracked into the Cup last year. 
Joseph though reckons the Bears could 
stampede against the Blossoms in the last 
five minutes. 

Grin in & Bear it 

Russia were ushered into the World Cup 
from the back door after Romania, Spain 
and Belgium got disqualified for eligibil¬ 
ity breaches during qualification. 
Vladimir Putin is expected to attend the 
opening game, but Guardian noted that 
as yet he hadn't passed on any good luck 
message to the world No 20 squad, stay¬ 
ing realistic about the minnows who have 
never won a match at the World Cup. 
Welshman Lyn Jones coaching the Bears 
has hauled down expectations from the 
fortuitous qualifiers by giving them a 20 
percent chance, though they led 
Bloosoms until the 73rd minute playing 
on neutral terrain last year. A 85-15 
thumping to Italy was sobering and even 
an injection of one billion roubles 
(£12.45m) from the Russian Union as 
soon as their qualification was confirmed, 
might not be enough for a magical turn¬ 
around. 



Like Jones noted to Guardian, "We’re 
not playing at a different level, we’re play¬ 
ing a different sport. The ball is the same 
shape but [against tier one teams] the ref¬ 
eree never blows his whistle and people 
rarely make mistakes." He had earlier 
likened the game in Russia to Welsh 
rugby in 1998-99: no academies, every¬ 
one bickering with each other, limited re¬ 
sources. "But Wales got their act together 
and look where they are today. That’s 
how long the process can take. Russia 
have plans and ambition." 

More fun than Olympics 

Seen as a dress rehearsal to the Olympics 
next year, the Rugby World Cup might 
take off on its own steam instead of be¬ 
ing just the opening act for the first-time

rugby hosts. Japan has gone high-tech to 
the T. T for toilets, with their customised 
flush speeds, bidet and heated seats, to 
the extent that most fussy teams (starts 
with E, ends with D) and visitors have 
been memorising instruction manuals.

ANGEL DI Maria was hailed as “exceptional” 
after scoring twice against his former club as 
Paris Saint-Germain shmgged off the absences 
of Neymar and Kylian Mbappe and thrashed 
Real Madrid 3-0 on Wednesday to get off to 
the perfect start in the Champions League. Di 
Maria beat Real goalkeeper Thibaut Courtois 
at his near post to put PSG ahead in the 14th 
minute at the Parc des Princes, but it was his 
second goal just after the half-hour that really 
lit up this encounter. 

The Argentine, who starred for Real for four 
years and won the Champions League with 
them in 2014 before moving to Manchester 
United, gave Courtois no chance with a left¬ 
footed shot from 20 yards out that arrowed 
into the comer. 

Thomas Meunier added the gloss at the 
death but it was Di Maria who had cleared the 
way, stepping into the gap left by the injured 
Mbappe and Edinson Cavani as well as sus¬ 
pended Neymar. “We can’t be too surprised 
because he has been showing for more than a 
year now that he is capable of performances 
like that,” said PSG coach Thomas Tuchel. “He 
was exceptional tonight. He is always danger¬ 
ous.” After a summer dominated by the saga of 
whether Neymar would leave, it was a re¬ 
minder that the French champions have oth¬ 
ers capable of winning such games. 

These two clubs are trying to recover some 
of their lustre after disappointing campaigns 
in Europe last season, but for PSG this result is 
a measure of revenge for their defeat at the 
hands of Real in the last 16 the previous year. 
They remain unbeaten at home in the 
Champions League group stage since2004and 
they are already in control of Group A before 
facing Galatasaray and Club Bmgge, who drew 
0-0 on Wednesday. “Everyone was saying how 
could we win with all these players out but 
maybe that meant we were not the favourites 
and it can also help when you don’t feel too 
much pressure,” Tuchel added. 

Real remain far from convincing since 
Zinedine Zidane’s return for a second spell as 
coach of the 13-time European Cup winners. 
There is still much work to be done if they are 
to go deep in this competition again after be¬ 
ing humbled by Ajax in the last 16 last spring. 
“PSG are a good team and created lots of 
chances but what worries me is that my team 
played without any intensity,” Zidane

lamented as his team failed to muster a shot 
on target.
